Washington, D. C., April 24.—[(Special.)— 
By this time next year the country will begin 
te agitate itself in an endeavor to find out 
how big itis. Taking the census once every 
ten years is a huge job in a nation where the 

on is mounting up towards 100,000,000 
and where the land area on the continent 
alone approximates 8,000,000 square miles. 
As the country settles up it becomes easier to 
take the census, but it is a huge job at best, 
even with the use of modern tabulating ma- 
chines and under an organization which has 
made the census bureau permanent and has 
therefore produced much more accurate sta- 
istics of the population and social and busi- 
pees conditions. 

Congress has been disturbing itself over an 
effort to secure certain patronage spoils in 
the taking of the census, but the actual work 
will be completed along well understood lines 
and within a few months of the actual 
eumeration. The total population of all the 
gtates and territories will be known and con- 
gress will thereafter undertake the work of 
distributing representation among the differ- 
ent states in the house of representatives. 


Experts Disagree on Estimates. 

Experts disagree as to what the new figures 
wil show and they will probably, continue 
to disagree until after the census actually 
taken.

Big Massmeeting of Manufac- 
turers Insists on Removal 
of the Present Duty 
on Hides. 
1 


MAKES APPEAL TO TAFT. 


Letter of Protest Is Ordered Sent 
to Various Members of 
the United States 
Senate. 
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A deluge of protests against the mainte- 
nance of the duty on hides of cattle destined 
to reach President Taft and every member 
of the United States senate was launched 
yesterday afternoon at a mass meeting of 
200 representatives of the leather industries 
at the Grand Pacific hotel. 

In ringing resolutions and speeches, in 
which they declared that they are fighting 
for their business lives against the meat 
packers, who are declared to be gaining con- 
trol of the leather business of the country, 
the shoe, harness, trunk, and leather manu- 
facturers called upon the finance committee 
of the senate to follow the example set by 
the house by eliminating the duty of 15 per 
cent on hides of cattle, which they fear will 
stand in the Payne tariff bill as it stood in 
the Dingley bill. 


Direct Appeal to Taft. 

The meeting, which was presided over by 
Fred Vogel Jr., president of the Pfister & 
Vogel Leather company of Milwaukee, did 
these things: 

Adopted a resolution urging the free import 
of cowhides and voted to send it to President 
Taft, every member of the United States senate, 
and to “ Uncle Joe’’ Cannon, speaker of the 
house of representatives. 

Appointed a committee to go to Washington 
to interview President Taft and Senators Al. 
drich, Cullom, Warner, and La Follette, consid. 
ered by the leather -:en to be the most impor- 
tant targets for attack. 

Appointed a committee to visit Mayor Busse 
and ask him to send a telegram to Senator Cul- 
lom telling him that the sentiment of his sup- 
perters in Illinois is for free hides. 

Voted to send individual telegrams to every 
senator. 

Indorsed letter to Senator Dolliver written by 
A. D. Brown of St. Louis setting forth the situa- 
tion from the viewpoint of the leather men of 
the middle west and explaining that inasmuch 
as the hides sold by farmers are the hides of 
calves and small cattle the free import of cow- 
hides will not cause them hardships. Copies of 
the letter, with the indorsement of the meeting, 
will be sent to leaders ef the “ doubtful ” ele 
ment in the senate. / 


Incidentally, in thé/transaction of ‘the 


aforementioned business, certain individuals | 


had diffieulty in restraining their indignation 
sufficieniiy to speak of Senator Cullom’s 
stand on the hide question with the temper- 
ateness which they desired to cultivate, so 
far as verbal references to him were con- 
cerned. They made no secret of the fact 
that they wanted to make a noise in Wash- 
ington that would be remembered. 


Resolution of Protest Adopted. 
The resolution addressed to President Taft 


and the senators follows in extenso: 
“Prior to the enactment of the present 


reve&ue law on June 24, 1897, hides had been }- 


free for twenty-five years. Tracing back 
tariff legislation prior to 1897, it appears that 
hides were free for seventy-eight and taxed 
for about thirty years, during which the 
tariff ranged from 4 to 10 per cent, being 
instituted purely for the purpose of raising 
revenues. 

**In 1897, when the Dingley bill was in con- 
ference, the duty of 15 per cent on cattle hides 
was imposed. Since skins of all kinds and 
all hides except those of full grown cattle 
were not taxed, it is evident that the new 
duty was not intended to produce revenue. 
If so, why is it that for every $1,000,000 worth 
of cattle hides imported, upon which 15 per 
cent duty is paid, nearly $5,000,000 worth of 
skins and hides come in duty free? 


No Longer an Infant Industry. 

‘There are but two reasons for a tariff— 
one is to raise revenue, the other is to afford 
protection to an infant industry. The hide 
tax evidently was not intended to produce 
reyenue, and the slightest investigation will 
demonstrate thatthe infant it protects has 
grown to be a lusty giant. 

‘‘For some years the packers have been 
gradually working into the business of buy- 


| ing and selling country hides sq that in time 


they may control the entire supply as they 
now control the supply of packer hides. 

‘ With the packers in complete domination 
of all the domestic raw material for making 
leather and a tariff to keep out foreign hides, 
there can be no hope for expansion of our 
export trade in shoes, harness, etc., which is 
the only salvation of our business from the 
evils of overproduction. 

“The great packing interests are not only 
controlling the domestic hide market, but 
are now tanning from 50 to 60 per cent of 
their heavy cattle hides. This gives them a 
commanding position in the tanning of both 
upper and sole leather. This aggressiveness 
on the part of the packing monopoly means 
the ultimate control of the shoe, harness, 
etc., business. 


Heavy Burden on Consumers. 


‘Representing as we do the manufactur- 
ing, wholesaleing, and retajling interests of 
the great central west in Feather, in boots 
and shoes, in leather belting, in saddlery 
and harness, in trunks, and; in fact, all other 
articles made of leather produced from du- 
tiable hides, and basing our conclusions on 
more than eleven years’ practical experience 
with the tariff of 15 per cent on cattle hides, 
we assert that this tariff is a burden on every 
one of the eighty-odd million consumers of 
these articles in this country. 

‘‘Our reason for this assertion is that the 
inevitable laws governing profit in business 
will eventually and just as certainly give the 
consumer of the necessaries of life—food and 
raiment—the benefit of a reduction in price 
on the raw material entering into the manu- 
facture of these necessaries as would the 
consumer be compélled seoner or later to 
bear the burden of an advance in price on the 
raw material entering into the manufacture 
of these same necessaries of lif 

“ To illustrate: To repeal the hide duty the 
benefits would firat accrue to the tanner 
from whom the manufacturer of shoes would 
demand and exact it; in turn the wholesaler 
would demand and exact it from the manu- 
facturer, and the retailer from the whole- 
saler; the retailer, by reason of the inevita-

MRS. NEWELL WINS DIVORCE 


Accuses Railroad Man of Im- 
proper Conduct in Mexico. 


WIFE KEEPS 8 CHILDREN. 


Gets Deeree in 20 Minutes and Returns 
to Mississippi. 


Mrs. *‘Ash’’ Newell, who with her hus- 
band has been a prominent figure in Chi- 
cago’s smart society for fifteen years or 
more, was granted a divorce from Mr. Newell 
in a quiet little famliy hearing before Judge 
Julfan Mack in the Circuit court last Tues- 
day. It took just twenty minutes for Mrs. 
Newell to obtain the legal separation after 


the court had been informed of certain al- , 


leged indiscretions on the part of Mr. Newell 
and a number of senoritas in the City 7 Mex- 
ico, where Mr. Newell now resides. 

Mr. Newell did not attend the hearing. He 
was represented by an attorney, who filed a 
forma] denial of the charges, but no. attempt 
was made by the defense to contradict the 
testimony submitted by Mrs. Newell and 
several others who appeared in her behalf. 
She asked for no alimony, but was granted 
the custody of her three children. 

The divorce was obtained under circum- 
stances that were planned to insure secrecy, 
and they did—almost. The information 
leaked out yesterday, with the result of as- 
tonishing all but the most intimate acquaint- 
ances who happene* to know that Mrs. Ash 
Newell was not on the best of térms with her 
husband. 

Son of Lake Shore President. 

Mr. Newell, who is the son of the late John 
Newell, president of the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern railway, is to remain in 
the City of Mexigd, accorcing to report, 
where he has a position as division superin- 
tendent of the Mexican Central rajlway. Mrs. 
Newell, who is spending the winter at Pass 
Christian, Miss., may reopen her residence 
at 159 Rush street, which was owned by her 
father, the late Charles B. King. 

For a lightning divorce put through with 
neatness and dispatch the proceedings before 
Judge Mack challenge comparison with the 
most celebrated instances of the kind, which 
is saying a good deal in a city which may 
poast of the deftness of touch and softness 
of tread of its divorce attorneys. Mrs. New- 
ell just ran up from Pass Christian on Mon- 
day, got her divorce on Tuesday and on 
Wednesday was back basking in the gulf 
breese at Pass Christian. She had the dectee 
in her trunk when she left Chicago Tuesday 
night. 

The proceedings took place during the noon 
hour in Jidge Mack’s courtroom. A report 
that the hearing was held in chambers was 
denied. It was all in the open courtroom, 
which was deserted at that time. 


Party Slips Into Court. 

A few minutes after Judge Mack had ad- 
journed court for the noon recess the little 
party, bent on slipping the divorce through 
the legal machinery without public notice, 
appeared in the courtroom. Mrs. Newell was 
accompanied by R. Herman Gade, the Nor- 
wegian consul and mayor of Lake Forest, 
who appeared in a dual ‘capacity—that of 

solicitor for the complainant and also as her 
brother-in-law. There were three.other per- 
sons who accompanied Mrs. Newell as wit- 
Pj . 


‘Mrs. Newell was the first witness. 


nesses, and lastly there was the lone repre- 
sentative of Mr. Newell, an attorney named 
Pease. 

Judge Mack came out of chambers and 
ascended the bench and the hearing began. 
In reply 
to questions asked by Attorney Gade she 
made a plain, matter-of-fact statement. She 
stated that she was married to Mr. Newell 
April 24, 1894, and had lived with him con- 
tinuously from that time until a few weeks 
ago. Their married life, she said, had been 
a happy one until the last year, when, she 
charged, Mr. Néwell began paying attentions 
to other women. 


Accused of Impropriety. 


The principal charge was that Mr. Newell 
had been unduly intimate with several wom- 
en who reside in the Mexicar*capital. This 
charge was supported by evidence, Mrs. New- 
ell and her witnesses naming several specific 
dates and places at which the improper con- 
duct took place. The testimony on this point 
is said to have been extremely comprehen- 
sive. 

When the judge had heard Mrs. Newell's 
side of the case he asked for Mr. Newell, At- 
torney Pease expressed his regret that his 
client was not in court, but declared he stood 
on the formal denia] of the charges, which 
was placed before the court. The hearing 
then was adjourned, Judge Mack saying he 
would take the matter under advisement and 
would give his decision when the testimony 
was written up. Mrs. Newell and her party 
then left the courtroom. 

Attorney Gade lingered a bit and gave the 
court reasons why the testimony ought not 
to be written up and placed in the records. 
These reasons satisfied the court, who grant- 
ed the decree without exacting the formality 
of written evidence, The decree is merely 
the stereotyped order of court dissolving mar- 
riage bonds, the sole condition being the de- 
livery of the custody of the three children 
to Mrs. Newell. The children are Ashbel B., 
11 years old; Eleanor King, 9; and Har- 


riet, 7 
Drops Plan to Fight Suit. 


According to one story, Mr. Newell intended 
at first to resist the proceedings and to file 
a cross bill against his wife, alleging various 
acts involving their incompatibility. He, 
however, abandoned this course and permit- 
ted the case to go against him virtually by 
default. 

Mrs. Newell, it appears, has been at Pass 
Christian for a month or more, during which 
time she made all the arrangements to obtain 
separation from her husband. The bill was 
filed in the Circuit court several months ago, 
but was suppressed ‘for service,’’ as the 
convenient fiction obtains among accommo- 
dating court officials. Service was obtained 
on Mr. Newell through the American legation 
at the City of Mexico. 

Mrs. Newell accompanied her husband to 
Mexico about the first of the year, when he 
took his position with the Mexican Central. 
It was not long after their arrival there that 
the first of the incidents on which she based 
her charges took place. The offense, it is 
alleged, was repeated and then Mrs. Newell 
packed her trunks and departed precipitate- 
ly, saying she never would return to her 
husband’s roof. She went directly to Pass 
Christian and notified Attorney Gade of her 


predicament. 


‘Thought to Have Been Happy. 
Until recently the married life of Mr. and 
Mrs. Newell was considered to be conspicu- 
ously happy. Mrs. Newell, who is a sister 
of Charles Garfield King, took an active 
part in social and charity work, and was 
the subject of good natured jest regarding 

her deference to her husbend's wishes. . 


HUNDRED GIRLS WANT “BOSS” 


Need Not Be Rich Nor Handsome, 
but Must Be Head of Home. 


PASTOR TURNS MATCHMAKER 


Men with Proper Credentials May Meet 
Young Women Tonight. 


Men with proper credentials who desire to 
meet sensible girls might find it profitable to 
be present at the Halsted Street Institutional] 
church tonight. 


Of course, it is not arranged to give the men 
formal introductions to the girle on a whole- 
sale scale, but the little fellow with the bow 
and arrow will probably look after that, as 
well as the other prefiminaries to a happy 
existence.

Laws of Koran Blamed. 

New York, April 24.—[Special.J—“It is 
largely a matter of washing,” said Col. Mes- 
rop Nevton, attaché of the imperial Persian 
legation, in speaking of the conditions in 
Turkey today. “ The people are tired of the 
impossible restrictions of the Koran. You 
will understaed this when [ tell you that 
though the Turks are not the cleanest people 
Zin the world, they do the most washing. 

The Koran even lays down laws as to how 
the Turk must wash :..s ears, his hands, his 
hair, his feet, etc. 

‘*To wash his ears, for instance, the Turk 
must put his forefingers in his ears and his 
thumb on each side of his chin. If he washes 
in that manner he is ‘clean’ according to 
the laws of Mohammed, even if he uses only 
three drops of water and no soap. And he 
may wash seven times in any other manner 
and use up a cake of soap, but he will not 
be ‘clean.’ There are just as many minute 
laws governing every other daily action for 
the orthodox Turk. Existence is an into}- 
erable burden to any man who lives accorq- 
ing to the Koran. 

“ Most of the educated Turks believe that 
the state should not concern itself with re- 
ligion, bu{that all beliefs should be toleratéd, 
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religious law, which resulted in the killing 
of believers and injury to Islamic pririciples. 
A dispatch to the Lokal Angeiger from 
Constantinople says the Young Turk officers 
are endeavoring to induce the storekeepers 
to reopen their stores. According to the 
leaders of the Constitutionalists, the entire 
trouble will be settled within a fortnight. 
The population, however, fears . further 
trouble. 

The dispatch adds that firing was heard on 
the hills behind the Yildiz palace, whither 
a portion of the old garriaon has retired with 
a quantity of ammunition..

The great final effect 
which even on the best stages of Europe is 
Msually inadequate and disappointing was 
handled so skillfully that it had poetic sug- 
gestion and made a picture of true beauty 
and strength. 

The opening scene of the Three Fates was 
admirably done, the distant glow of the

Excellent Performance Is Given. 

The whole performahce showed the re- 
Sults of thought and understanding and 
capped in merit-that which is usual in ine 
foremost opera houses of Germany.

Sentment it was superb. Mr. Toscanini was 
at the director's desk and his wonderful au- 
thority and genius guided and controlled 
everything. Not since the days of Anton 
Seid) has such Wagnerian conducting been 
heard here, and even Seidl’s did not have 
the finesse and the wonderful gradations of 
light and shade that characterized Tosca- 
Bini’s work. He; as usual, directed without 
Score, and yet not a nuance, not a most deli-

He never for an instant lost sight of 
the fact that the work was an opera with 
the principal voice on the stage rather than 
in the orchestral pit and he gave this prin- 
cipal voice its rightful prominence at all 
times without ever for an instant sacrificing 
‘the importance and the significance of the 
instrumental] stream flowing along beneath it. 


Rare Discretion by Orchestra. 

It was a delight to see how whenever the 
Voices had even a part of a measure pause 
the orchestral tone swelled up and took its 
prominent place, but later instantly dimin- 
ished or was so shaded that when the voice re- 
@ntered it was clearly audible and its dra- 
matic message came full to hearing. 

It has been my good fortune to hear “‘ Die 
Gitterddmmerung '’ many times in Dresden, 
in Berlin, in Vienna, in Baireuth, and here 
in Chicago, but never has the orchestral 
@core been made so important and integral a 
Part of the performance as it was by Tos- 
canini, and never has every word sung upon 
the stage been so easily and clearly audible.

Gadski Great as Brunnhilde. 
Vocally the performance ved one of 
high worth So inspiriting 
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to do their best. Mme. Gadski was the 
Brtinnhilde and gave us a portrayal of the 
great role worthy to stand beside her Isolde, 
which was pronounced the best of its kind 
after being seen last Wednesday. 

Chicago was ‘the first city ever to hear her 
as Briinnhilde in “*‘ Die Gétterdi’mmerung,” 
but in the years that have passed since that 
time she has grown into the character and 
‘has made it fully her own. 


Mr. Anthes as Siegfried. 

Mr. Anthes was the Siegfried and being 
vocally in better condition he made a decid- 
edly favorable impression. The rOle has long 
been one of his best, and he acted it spirit- 
edly and sang it well. Mr. Hinckley sur- 
prised completely by his Hagen. He has 
been so lackadaisical! in all that he has done 
heretofore and so ponderous that to have him 
enter into the character of the surly son of 
Alberich and make him a dark, but potent 
figure in the drama came almost as a shock.

In the afternoon Massenet’s ‘‘ March "’ was 
presented for the first time here since March, 
1900, when the French opera company from 
New Orleans gave it its premiere in the 
Auditorium. The audience was of good size 
and evidently found the melodious work to 
its liking. It really is an opera comique 
rather than a grand opera and better suited 
to a small theater than to the greater spaces 
of the Auditorium. It is a work which mu- 
sically impresses as more artificial than sin- 
cere, but its scene in the church is of real 
power and would alone secure endurance for 
the opera. 

The story is not an especially instructive 
or elevating one, but it has the merit of 
admitting of dainty and pretty presentment 
and therefore it is effective for operatic pur- 
poses. The staging and costuming were in 
admirable style and the performance itself 
moved smoothly and spiritedly.

MRS. MACMAHON IS VICTOR. 


Vigilant Detachments of League Mem- 
bers Remain for Finish. 


Whet was intended to be an election to be 
completed some time early in the evening 
was begun by the members of the Catholic 
Woman's league on the tenth floor of the 
Fine Arts building at 1 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon. It was the first experience of the 
women with the modern Australian ballot 
and it was 2 o'clock this morning before the 
judge and five tellers succeeded im discover- 
ing the result.

On the outside of the room in which the 
count w in progress there were perhaps a 
score of women who early had expressed 
their determination to remain until the last 
vote had been counted. 

Electioneering by Women. 

The electioneering, which was character- 
ized by» hard work during: the early stages 
of the campaign was especially breezy during 
the long day because of the work of the sup- 
porters of the opposition ticket. 

There were twenty offices to be filled, but 
in only seven instances did the opposition 
faction. 

During the campaign the administration 
ticket and the opposition sent out specimen 
baliots to members of the organization. Ac- 
companying the administration faction bal- 
lots was an appeal captioned, ‘‘ Por God, Our 
Homes, and Humanity.’’ This seemed to 
have been resented by theopposition women, 
and when the election started there were 
several arguments.

Friends of the present administration hope 
to bring enough influence to bear on the 
board members to cause a reconsideration 
of the resignation motion adopted two weeks 
ago and e been working quietly toward 
this end for the last fortnight. ‘

that he would not resign. foe e 


Cigrand Once in Same Boat.. 

In the mieantime Dr. Bernard J. Cigrand, 
president of the board and aspirant for the 
position of Hbrarian, should be able to sym- 
pathize from his own past experiences with 
Librarian Hild. ; 

The peculiar evolution of the dentist- 
librarian from the position of one whosé 
resignation was Wemanded to the more en- 
viable status of one who demands a resigna- 
tion has brought to light the facts, long 
suppressed, of how Dr. Cigrand was separated 
from his job as dean of the College of Den- 
tistry of the University of Illinois. The story 
has gone the rounds of the dental fraternity 
in Chicago for years, but the general satis- 
faction of the ex-dean's opponents at hav- 
ing succeeded and a disinclination to bring 
notoriety on the school kept the matter to 
all intents a ‘‘ fraternity secret.’’ 

Between Dr. Cigrand’s past and Mr. Hild's 
present positions, however, there are certain 
differences... It was not a superier govern- 
ing board, but an angry mob of infetiors 
that the dentist heard cry: “ Off with his 
head!” Neither was any of the demandants 
seeking the position from which they were 
trying to relieve the dean. 


Alumni Petitioned Resignation. 

The demand for Dr. Cigrand’s resignation 
was contained in a petition of the alumni of 
the college of which he was dean. It is said 
to have resulted in his refnoval or “ resig- 
nation,’’ from that position. 

The dissatisfaction of students and alumni 
found vent at the commencement exercises 
of the school in the spring of 1907. Those 
of the alumni who had come back to the 
school for these few days formulated a pro- 
test which they had printed and circulated 
among their fellows throughout the country, 

This petition, which was signed by a large 
majority of the alumni, is, in part, as follows: 

“We, the undersigned alumni of the Col- 
lege of Dentistry, University of Illinois, take 
this opportunity to express our dissatisfac- 
tion at certain, conditions existing in the 
dental college. 


Few Hot Shots atthe Dean. 

‘“‘First, the course of instruction has been 
quite inadequate to meet the demands of ad- 
vanced education, which was so manifested 
in the recent state board examinations. While 
our college contains some of the best teach- 
ers in the country their force and influence are 
lost owing to the fact that the institution 
has at its head an individual who fails to 
control the highest respect of the best teach- 
ers in the faculty, as Well as of the dental pro- 
fession at large. 

‘*We also wish to protest against his col- 
lecting fees from students and making prom- 
ises that if the student pays his fees to the 
dean he will have certain favors shown him. 
In the course of time the student is faced by 
the bookkeeper or secretary of the college 
with the fact that he is not permitted to re- 
ceive credit in his various studies on ac- 
count .of nonpayment of dues, 

“We, as alumni, respectfully request the 
management of the dental department to se- 
lect from its faculty a gentleman to act as 
dean who is not continually trying to im- 
press his all important self upon everyone 
who may come in contact with him that he 
is the only individual in the institution that 
is doing for the institution the great work 
that the institution is failing to accomplish. 

‘“‘ We furthermore call attention to the fact 
that the attitude of the dean toward the stu- 
dent body and faculty is always one of self- 
praise until it not only becomes disgusting to 
the student body and faculty of said insti- 
tution, but it becomes the laughing stock of 
the dental profession.”’ 


Action Follows Quickly. 

The rest of the petition concerned itself 
with technical questions of dental pedagogy. 
The charge concerning tuition fees has since 
been disavowed as unjust by the students 
who were concerned and who were instru- 
mental in having it included in the petition. 

The signatures obtained were shown to the 
actuary of the medical and denta) depart- 
ments of the state university before the com- 
pletion of the circulation of the petition. 
Action followed so quickly that the petition 
was never turned over to the school, but is 
still fn the hands of thecommittee which had 
the matter in charge. 

Dr. Cigrand abruptly abandoned his posi- 
tion aS dean and an “acting dean” at 
once took his place. He was, however, re- 
tained for a year as instructor in prosthetic 
dentistry when the alumni again showed 
signs of activity and he severed his connec- 
tion with the college altogether. 

Dr. Cigrand was more successful with the 
medical department ,of the university and 
last fall was placed*on the faculty of that 
college as ‘‘ professor of the history of medi- 
cal literature.”

Samuel Insull, president of the Common- 
wealth Edison company and promoter of the 
consolidation scheme, returned to Chicago 
yesterday from a Buropean trip on which, it 
is said, he tried to interest London capitalists 
in the elevated railroads venture. 

“I went over to see my parents,”’ he said, 
“arid of course I met a number of prominent’

While Mr. Insull was reticent about the ele- 
vated consolidation scheme, it is declared 
that he and Mr. Cobe are preparing to enter 
into. negotiations with the officials of the 
companies at an early date, providing the 
necessary ckpital is secured, 

Under a unit system, it is said, the ele- 
vated roads will provide universal transfers 
and will make improvements in every de- 
partment. The proposed plan is for the 
operating company to lease each of the roads 
at an annual rental for a period of yeara.

PARDON AS WELL AS TAYLOR. 


Expresses Relief at Conclusion of Effort 
to Try Alleged Accomplices to Killing 
of William Goebel. 


Irankfort, Ky., April 24.—“ I am as much 
entitied to a pardon as those men.” said 
Henry Youtsey when told that Gov. Willson 
had pardoned former Gov. W. S. Taylor, 
former Secretary of State Charles Finley, 
John Powers, Holland Whittaker, John 
Davis, and Zach Steele, charged with com- 
plicity in the murder of William Goehel. 

Youtsey is-now serving a life sentence in 
Frankfort penitentiary for his complicity in 
the crime. He read the story of the pardon 
of the accused men carefully, and said: 

“I think I ought to be pardoned, too. I 
think that something dught to be done for me 
| at once.. I would not criticize the governor 
for granting the pardons, for I am glad that 
he did it, and am giad that the cases are 
never to be tried again. It was a fearful 
strain on.my nerves to.testify in those cases 
and get before a jury and.the courtroom full 
6f persons and tell the horrible story, es- 
‘pecially when I wasinvolvedinit. The thtee 
trials have made my wife a nervous wreck. 
and she never will be well again. I am not 
well, either. I think that I am as much en- 
titled to a pardon as were Taylor and Finley, 
and if they were turned loose I ought to be.”’

The fine was paid with 718 $1,000 bills. 160

as his fee, amounting to $90,487.65.

The bill cuts the cost of stenographers’ 
notes from 75 cents a page to 15 cents, and 
provides that in criminal cases the detend- 
ant shail have free copies of the notes. Mr’ 
Gilbert said he believed this is one of the 
best féatures Of the bill as it- provides for 
the poor defendant the justice now only 
within reach'‘of the rich. Ss 

He asserted that under his bill the book- 
keeping of the courts would bé better and 
cost $200,000 @ year less than at presént’ 
He gave many illustrations to snow the 
meaning of the proposed changes in com- 
mon law pleadings in which, under the new 
bill, the cause of action will not have to be 
stated.

A new congervator of the properties of the 
late Charles T. Yerkes, traction magnate, 
was urged yesterday before Judge Barnes in 
the person of Charles G. Dawes, president 
of the Central Trust company of IHirtois. 

Mr. Dawes testified at the hearing of the 
receivership proceedings yesterday and his 
declarations were of such a nature as to léad 
the attorneys for Mrs. Yerkes, who is com- 
plainant In the.ease, to ask the court to con- 
sider him as a receiver for the Yerkes estate 
to act in conjunction with Louis Owsley, the 
executor. . 

While the hearing of the receivership case 
was on before Judge Barnes, invitations 
were issued by Judge Peter 8. Grosscup of the 
federal court to representatives of the eight 
bond issues against the Consolidated Trac- 
tion company—the bankrupt Yerkes prop-. 
erty—to meet with the receivers and officials 


of the corporation in his chambers tomor- 


row in an effort to bring about some sort ofa 
reorganization of the company..-— 

The Consolidated was one of the efforts 
of Charles T. Yerkes to gain contro] of the 


traction situation and almost since its birth: 


the organization has been head_Over heels in 
trouble. Foreclosure proceedings were 
brought by the Central .Trust. company of: 
New York in 1908. The Chicago Railways 
company owns most of the capital stock at 
present. 

Dawes Urges a Truce. 

On the witness stand yesterday Mr. Dawes 
expressed the opinion that the Consolidated 
Traction bends can be saved to the Yerkes 
estate if all contending interests reach an 
amicable agreement. He also said Mr. Ows- 
ley was competent to manage theestate. Mr. 
Dawes said he deplored the present legal 
troubles in which the Yerkes properties were 
tied up and hope@' an immediate settlement 
would be brought about, . 

‘>In my opifion it wbuld not. be wise to en- 
danger an amicable settlement of al! differ- 
efices,”’ said Mr. Dawes, “in having all! this 
pending litigation... What we need is the 
united effort of everybody to get new fran- 
chises and to rehabilitate the road. : 

“TT do not want to be following a legal 
will-o’-the-wisp for. the next year and a half 
or more.. I deprecate any attacks upon this 
estate, and I am doing as much as anybody 
élse to save it. Mr. ‘sliey had nothing to 
say about depositing the bonds with the com- 
mittee. If bonds had not beén déposited then 
there would be no question before you today, 
Judge Barnes, of this nature. 


Says Creditors Like Owsley. 

* It is because of the belief in the integrity 
of Mr. Owsley that these creditors have held 
matters up for three yearsorso. They could 
have foreclosed at the right time and ata 
profit. It is due to their sufferance that the 
bonds still are part of the estate. I am try- 
ing now to get money and take up the mort- 
gages of these underlying roads. 

‘*]T think that the road is worth $12,000,000, 
and if properly rehabilitated and operated 
in time the value of the bonds will be gotten 
out of it. But we must get united effort to 
get new franchises and money to do this 
work.”’ eA 

** Don’t you think, Mr. Dawes.”’ asked N. 
C. Sears. one of the attorneys for Mrs. 
Yerkes, *“‘that one person acting under the 
court can aid in this amicabie settlement?’ 

“ Yes."’ answered Mr. Dawes, 

** And that is just’what we ate here for,”’ 
replied Mr. Sears. ’ 


Says Fight Proves Costly. 

Attorney W. C. Underwood, representing 
the Yerkes children, argued for two hours’ 
during the afternoon against the proposition 
of appointing a receiver for the estate. He 
contended Mr. Owsley was perfectly compe- 
tent to manage the properties and declared 
that, according to the laws of Illinois, a re- 
ceiver could not be appointed in the case. 

‘‘In the four months that have passed since 
Mrs. Yerkes began her fight to remove Mr. 
Owsley,”’ said he, ‘‘the estate has lost 
$80,000 in accrued interest.”’ 

Attorney James J. Barbour, representing 
Mrs. Yerkes, stated that a receiver was abso- 
lutely necessary in order to conserve the 
Yerkes properties. He told the court that 
Mr. Dawes would be the proper person for 
this position and that he would be agree- 
able to Mrs. Yerkes in every respect. 

‘*T am glad Mr. Dawes came,”’.said Judge 
Barnes. ‘1 understand the situation differ- 
ently now.” 

The hearing lasted unti) ahmost 6 o'clock, 
when Judge Barnes adjourned court until 
Monday afternoon. A cecision is not ex- 
pected until the last of next week.

CLEARS WAY FOR ACTION. 
Advocates of New. City Legislation 
Pleased at the Prospects. | 


There is every prospect that nearly all of 
the Chicago charter bills will have clear sail- 
- ing from now on so far as local interests are 
concerned. The United Societies announced 
yesterday through Secretary Anton Cermak, 
who is a member of the legislature and the 
city council, that they would support all of 
the charter bills except that regulating the 
observance of Sunday. 

The announcement of this stand relieves 
the charter advocates of a good deal of 
anxiety. A‘few weeks ago it was repopted 
that the United Societies were harbo a 
grouch of so prodigious a size they had de- 
cided to go*out and fight all of the charter 
bills. : ‘ 

That would have meant opposition from 
a considerable part of the Chicago ‘delega- 
tion in the legislature, and with, Chicago 
divided against itself the city would be'likely 
to get little or nothing from the wfole as- 
sembly. 


Move Against Sunday Bill. 

“The societies will support all of the bills 
eacept that on Sunday observance,’ said 
Mp. Cermak. “ We are against that Will, and. 
I intend to move to table it on Tuesday, We 
imay introduce-a substitute providing that 
the city council may regulate Sunday: with- 
out regard to state laws, and that no State 
laws shall apply unless adopted by a referen- 
dum in the city. 

* As a matter of fact we are not much wor- 
ried bythe reformers’ efforts to close the sa- 
loons On Sunday. - We have beaten them il 
along the line. They failed to get a single 
jury to convict saloonkeepers who kept their 
places open on Sunday. The Supreme court 
refused to mandamus the mayor to close the 
saloons. 

‘‘ We have the, mayor with us, and the 
state’s attorney is not prosecuting any sa- 
loonkeepers for selling liquor on Sunday. 
Everything is going our way, and we don't 
eare whether we get a law passed in our 
favor or not. It is up to the reformers to do 
the fighting now.’’ 

The United Socteties, will hold their an- 
nual convention the last week of Bay, and 


will indorse candidates for judges a couple of 


weeks before the election. 


Democrats to.Confer. 

On aecount of deaths in the families of two 
of the members, no meeting of the Democratic 
organization's executive committee was held 
yesterday. *A postponed meeting was cailed 
for tomorrow afternoon to confér with a 
committee from the Iroquois club pon plans 
for conducting the Democratic judicial cam- 
paign. ee 

The political action committee of the club 
appointed by President Tolman for this pur- 
pose includes Samuel Alschuler, Charlies. F. 
Gunther, W. O-,; Coleman, President Tolman, 
John W. Eckhart, and ex-Mayor Edward F. 
Dunne. 

The club will organize a committee of 100 
Democrats, exclusive of lawyers, to aid in 
the campaign. The members of the commit- 
tee will be chosen regardless of whether they 
are members of the club or not. 


Bar Primary May Be Open. 

The prospect for a bar primary open to all 
bona fide lawyers in the city is considered 
good. President Thomas M. Hoyne of the 
Bar association went on record yesterday 
favoring a comprehensive primary, and 
Richard P. Cooney, president of the Lawyers’ 
association, took the identical stand. 

Mr. Hoyne said the only problem would be 
the feasibility of limiting the voting to actua! 
attorneys, and Mr. Cooney said he would 
confer with Mr. Hoyne for the purpose of 
working out a plan. 


Fight on Injunction Judges. 
‘Defeat the injunction judges” will be 


Cook county, including the Associated Builld- 
ing Trades.

WAYMAN ASKS SNIVELY 
TO EXPLAIN HIS REQUEST. 


State’s Attorney Finds No Legal Au- 
thority to Give Information Eought 
by State Pardon Board. 


In reply to a request from E. A. Snively 
of the board of pardons for further informa- 
tion regarding certain prisoners in Joliet 
whose cases are to be heard by the board 
next month, State’s Attorney Wayman pre- 
pared and sent to Mr. Snively a letter which 
was read yesterday.afternoon at a meeting 
of the executive committee of the State's 
Attorney's Association of Illinois. The letter 
asks some pointed questions regarding the 
operation of the pardon board. 

Further plans for fighting for the abolition 
of the parole law were discussed at the 
meeting in Mr. Wayman’s office. All the 
members of the executive committee con- 
curred in the views expressed by Mr. Way- 
man. 

“In orcer intelligently to understand the 
meaning of this communication and what is 
required by it,”’ Mr. Wayman says in this 
reply, ‘‘I desire to asky what is meant by 
the statement: ‘ If you have learned anything 
in regard to their past life, or in regard to 
their crime,that was not fully covered in 
your former report, or if you have any sug- 
gestions to make in regard to their parole, 
the board would be pleased to hear from 
you at once.’ ”*’ 

He quotes section 3 of the parole law, which 
makes it the duty of the state’s attorney to 
furnish the board of penitentiary commis- 
sioners with “all information accessible in 
regard to the career of the prisoner to the 
time of the commission of acrime. Thelaw 
provides that this shall be an official state- 
ment made at the time of the conviction and 
sent at the time of the commitment and shall 
be attached to the commitment.

Asspecial high schoo! for girls for the teach- 
ing of domestic science. similar to the Crane 
and Lane Technical High schools for boys, 
may be established within the next two years 
by the Chicago boerd ef education. A plan 
to remodel the old Clarke school... Ashland 
avenue and Thirteenth street, for the girls’ in- 
stitution has been discussed by members of 
the school management and buildings and 
grounds committees of the board, and has 
received some consideration by the district 
superintendents. The board of education has 
purehesed a school site a few blocks west of 
the Clarke schoo! for the erection of a large 
new school edifice, which is designed to sup- 
plant the older schcol, already greatly over- 
crowded.

Congressman Madden Tells 
Irish Fellowship Club of 
Panama Conditions. 


LOCKS MAY CAUSE DELAY. | 


Their Completion Depends Upon | 


the Number of Men Possi- 
ble to Use at One Time. 


“The Panama canal will be ready to be 
epened to the ships of the world in 1913, if 
the locks can be completed in that time,’ 
Representative Martin B. Madden of the 
First lilinois congressional district said yes- 
terday in a talk on the canai to the Irish 
Fellowship club at a luncheon at Vogel- 
gang's restaurant. 

“The excavation on the big work is going 
on at the rate of 3,uUU,00U cubic yards a 
month,”’ he continued, “and ali the digging 
will be finished within three years. I! can't 
gay just how long it will take to build the 
big locks. That will depend upon the num- 
ber of men that can be utilized at one time 
The locks are to be 1,000 feet long, 110 feet 
wide, and built in duplicate. it is certain 
that everything will be finished by 1,5, and 
ghould be before.” 


Value of French Work. 


“The old French company,” he said 
which started the original canal spent $250 - 
000,000 in building a railroad a distance of 
forty-seven miles across the isthmus and ir 
excavating 72.000 000 cubic yards of earth 
The French spent more money maintaining 
the government of Colombia, which owned 
the canal zone, than in the actual cana! 
work. 

“For $50,000 000 the United States secured 
the old Frenth property and the title to the 


eanal zone, a strip of land ten miles wide | 


across the isthmus. We paid the French 

000 000 and we got a railway which has 

e exclusive privilege of carrying freight 
across the isthmus. a property whose earning 
power is equivalent to dividends on the 
amount paid for the canal property In ad- 
dition we were able to use 36,000,000 cubic 
yards of the old excavation work and it is 
costing this government $1.10 a cubic yard 
to do its excavating.”’ 


Against Sea Level Plan. 


The practical impossibility of building a 
eanal other than the lock type was explained 
by Mr. Madden. He asserted that even if 
the sea level plan had been — on 

locks would be necessary because o 
Sas wide variation in the tides of the Atlantic 
and the Pacific oceans. 

“On the one-hand,”’ he said, “we havea 
tide of fifteen inches; on the other side the 
water raises a distance of twenty feet. If 
there were no locks in a sea level type the 
oscillation of the tides would wash the canal 
gway. Then, too, under the lock type the 
big ships will make the trip through in three 
hours less time. 

“The Chagres river presents an almost in- 
gurmountable barrier to a sea level canal. 
There the rainfall is 193 inches in a year and 
thig stream receives the drainage of the 
neighboring hills and mountains. The canal 
route crosses this stream twenty-three times 
fm the same number of miles. These flood 
* Waters must be impounded in a big reservoir 
behind a dam. 

“ To make a sea level canal safe it would be 
mecessary to build a dam capable of holding 
impounded water of four times the weight of 
that required for a lock type. Then, too. at 
its highest the lock canal whichis being built 
will be eighty-five feet above the sea level. 
If the sea level type were built the big Culebra 
cut would have to be made at least twice its 
present width at the top and the cost of the 
Geeper excavation would be so great as to be 
prohibitive. 


Cost of Canal.

Washington, D. C., April 24.—Robert 
Watchorn, commissioner of immigration at 
New York, today tendered his resignation to 
take effect immediately, and it was accepted. 
Joseph Murray, assistant commissioner, has 
been designated as acting commissioner 
pending the appointment of Mr. Watchorn’'s 
successor. 

Secretary Nagel of the department of com- 
merce and labor called gf the White house 
twice during the day and discussed with 
President Taft the status of S. N. D. North, 
director of the census. 

Neither the president nor the cabinet offi- 
cer would discuss the case in any way what- 
ever, but it was said in administration circles

Accused of Violating Order. 

It has been claimed that Director North, 
in violation of an executive order, appeared 
, before the census committee of the senate 
| without permission from hig superior and of- 
| fered testimony in contradiction of the rep- 
| regentations made to that committee at the 
' direction of Secretary Nagel. 

Secretary Nagel said that he had not pre- 
ferred any charges against Mr. North. The 
question had presented itself, he said, as iv 
whether the secretary should have full or 
divided responsibility and authority over the 
census bureau. 

During a recent hearing on the census bill 
_ before the senate committee on census Di- 
rector North was questioned concerning pos- 

sible conflicts between himself and the secre- 

-tary of commerce and labor. Senator Cum- 
mins said: ‘‘Suppose that the secretary 
should not be satisfied with the list of ques- 
tions that you Would prepare. Has he any 
power to change that list?’’ 

** He certainly has the power to ask me to 
change it and I certainly would,”’ replied Di- 
rector North. His response was interrupted 
by Senator Cummins, who remarked: ‘I 
know you would do it.’’ 

Legal Question Raised by Bailey. 

The question was raised by Senator Bailey 
as to whether the law did not leavethe exam- 
ination to the director, and Mr. North said: 

“ If the secretary of the department should 
raise the question as to that examination and 
it should be my judgment that the secretary 
was mistaken about it I should say to him at 
once, ‘ Mr. Secretary, let us go to the presi- 
dent.’ ”’ 

‘*That means simply if you should have a 
collision you would appeal! to the president as 
to whether you should remain in office or 
not?’’ asked Mr. Cummins. 

‘* Undoubtedly,’’ said Mr. North. 

Subsequent statements during the hearing 
did not change this situation, and Secretary 
Nagel when testifying before the committee 
suggested that there might be conflicts of au- 
thority unless the law was changed.

actual decrease in Iowa, due to the move- 
ment among prosperous farmers who have 
found it profitable to sell out their holdings 
of high priced land and trek off to Missouri, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma, or even to Canada, 
where they could purchase much larger 
farms for the same money. 

Of course, it should be understood at all 
times in making estimates of the probable 
population that as the country settles the 
rate of increase in population necessarily be- 
comes lower. From 1800 to 1810 the corre- 
sponding period of a century ago, this rate 
increase was more than 36 per cent. It ran 
along close to those figures until the decen- 
nial period of the civil war, when the ratio 
dropped, theoretically at least, to 22 per cent. 
Then it rose again to 30 per cent in the period 
from 1870, to 1880, and then began to fall. In 
1890 the ratio had dropped to about 25 per 
cent, and at the last census it fell, to be ex- 
act, to 20.7 per cent: That it will continue to 
fall is likely, put not altogether certain, in 
view of the fact that a large portion of the 
last census period was taken up with a time 
of extraordinary financia®depression, while 
the greater part of the present ten years has 
seen equally extraordinary prosperity. 


May Reach Ninety Millions. 

According to the last census figures the 
population of the United States excluding 
Alaska, Hawafli, Indian territory, Indian 
reservations, etc., was 75,568,686. With a 
population of 75,000,000 and an increase of 20 
per cent, or one-fifth in ten years, the popula- 
tion of the United States, exclusive of 
Alaska, would be approximately 90,000,000, 
the Indian territory now being included as 
& part of the new state of Oklahoma. 

Most population experts think the estimate 
of 95,000,000 is extravagant and they would 
be inclined to tone down the estimate to 
about 87,000,000. This would be an actual 
increase for the twelve years of 12,000.000 in 
round numbers, or about the same figures as 


for the period from 1890 to 1900. According 


to this estimate the natural tendency toward 
a decrease in ratio may be offset, at least in 
part, by the effects of long continued pros- 
perity, so that it is not wholly extravagant 
to assume a small decrease in ratio, but with 
an allowance of substantially the same 
actual increase in population as during the 
preceeding ten years. 

According to the usual system of conduct- 
ing the census, the actual enumeration is 
made beginning on the first day of June in 
every tenth year and it is required to be fin- 
ished by the first day of July. It is interest- 
ing to find out, therefore, that the first. com- 
pleted returns from census enumerators were 
received June 18. By the end of August 
practically all of the returns were in and 
had been given preliminary examination. 


First Figures Announced. 

Ag early as July 14, only two weeks after 
the date officially set for completion of the 
enumeration, public announcement was 
made of the population of the District of 
Columbia, and other bulletins followed al- 
most every day thereafter until Oct. 6, 
when there was completed a statement of the 
population of the principal cities of the coun- 
try. 

On Oct. 30 the preliminary statement of 
the population of the United States. as de- 
tailed by states and térritories, was pub- 
lished, and less than a month thereafter the 
final verified statement of the entire popula- 
tion was given out, this being followed for 
months by bulletins giving population of the 
several states and territories in detail by 
counties and minor civil divisions until at 
the end of May, 1901, an advance edition of 
the more important portion of the final popu- 
lation report was completed. 

Even better time ought to be made next 
year, because of new methods and because 
of the permanent character of census work 
which has enabled the director to build upa 


large force of expert statisticians and tabu- 
lators.

The letter drafted by Mr. Brown and in- 
dorsed by all the leather tirms of St. Louis 
that he could reach in the limited time avail- 
able before sending the letter to the mass- 
meeting was acdressed to Senator Dolliver 
and was as follows: 

“ At the risk of overstepping the bounds 
of proptiety, we feel impelled to address

“We of the west have beén working hard 
in conjunction with the eastern manufactur- 
ers of boots and shoes for the abolition of the 
15 per cent duty on hides, knowing, as we 
do, what the continuation.of it means to the 
independent tanner if he. cannot get relief 
a this burden before it-{s too late to save 

im. 


“ We assume that your attitude is inspired 


by a feeling that the growers of cattle are | 


benefited by the 15 per cemg duty on hides. 
This is not the case. 
largely interested both in the manufacture 
of shoes in Missouri and in the growing of 
cattle for beef purposes in Texas. The cat- 
tle company of which I am president sells 
annually from $60,000 to $75,000 worth of 
beeves and has done so for years. I, therefore, 
speak not in any theoretical] manner, but by 
the letter. : 


Hides Merely a By-Product. 


“I know from actual experience that the 
animals that my cattle company breed and 
sell to the packers are valued from the beef 
standpoint entirely, and that the hide is 
merely a by-product along with the horns, 
the bones, the hair, and the hoofs. The 
writer, as a manufacturer of shoes, one of the 
largest in the world, is, therefore, in a posi- 
tion to see the operation of this iniquitous 
tariff on hides from both sides or the line of 
division, and I say to you, in the light of the 
knowledge that I have acquired through 
actual experience, that unless the present 
15 per cent duty on hides is abolished it is 
but a short time until} the independent tan- 
ner will be forced out of business or into 
clerkships with the packing-tanning inter- 
ests as they are now constituted. 

“Do not allow yourself to be persuaded 
that you are working in the interest or the 
west when you lend your support tothe prop- 
osition to place a duty on hides. We of the 
west do not want this duty. It operates 
directly against all of the best interest of 
the west and.south and profits absolutely no 
one but the packers. : 

**I realize the full weight of the statements 
I am making you, and hold myself responsi- 
ble to you for the facts embodied in them. 
But do not give your vote fora duty on hides 
upon the theory that you are Protecting, the 
west against the east. This is not the case 
I sincerely hofe that you will give this letter 
your thoughtful regard.

The letter is indorsed by Roberts. Johnson 
& Rand Shoe company, Brown Shoe com- 
pany, Peters Shoe company, Giesecke, 
D'Oench, Hayes Shoe company, Friedman- 
Shelby Shoe company, and Wertheimer- 
Swarts Shoe company. 

One of the telegrams to a senator read at 
the meeting was as follows:

Wants Pressure Put on Cullom.

Wells company, in addressing the meeting,

‘In 1897 a number of us put in a good dea! 
of hard work in Washington. We got 
through the house all right, and were patted 
on the back, and were told we had a good 
thing. A representative of one of the largest 
packers said our efforts would be of no use. 
They were there lobbying to keep on the 
duty. 

“Why is it they can control that senate? 
We have a senator, and why he says he is for 
tariff on cowhides I don’t understand. We 
ought to bring something to bear on Cenator 
Cullom, and in strong language, too. He 
ought to stand with us. We're unanimous. 
We ought to do something to make him un- 
derstand we mean business.” 

Mr. Florsheim was caustic in his discussion 
of the situation. 

‘The subterranean methods of the pack- 
ers are so diverse in their radiations that it 
ig hard to follow them,” he said. “ If gena- 
tor Aldrich will go for free hides, I believe 
Senator Cullom will go for them.”

PICKING UP THE LOOSE ENDS 


Holland’s Charge of Discrimination on 
Bulbs Has Effect. 


Washington, D. C., April 24.—The im 
portant mo of picking up loose ends in mak- 
ing the tariff bill was begun today by the 
senate committee on finance. Wood pulp and 
print paper, which have been the subjects of 
considerable dispute, were the items consid- 
ered and it was agreed that an amendment 
should be drafted by a subcommittee in the 
nature of a compromise between manufac- 
turers of print paper and those who are de- 
manding free pulp and reduced duties on 
paper. 

The question of the duty on coal wes not 
considered, but the committee hag decided to 
recommend the continuance of the present 
rate of 15 per cent ad valorem on hides. Al- 
though no decision has been reached, it ig 
regarded as practically settled that the rate 
adopted by the house will stand. 


Outside Aid Called In. 

Senators Root and Curtis were admitted to 
a meeting of the Republican members of the 
committee today to aid in the preparation of 
administrative features of the bill. These 
senators, although not members of the com- 
mittee, have devoted much time to the study 
of the maximum and minimum provision 
which has been suggested by Senator AMrich 
as a substitute for the system proposed in 
the Payne bill. This feature has been com- 
pleted and will be submitted to the Demo- 
— members of the committee late next 
week. 

Because of the criticism in the senate that 
the senate bill does not provide for a revision 
of the tariff downward the senate committee 
has prepared to issue a tabulated statement 
showing just what articles have been in- 
creased and the amounts of the changes in 
every instance.

HOLDS UP LA SALLE TUNNEL 


Hanberg Fears 
Plans May Retard Subway. 


HE INSISTS UPON DELAY. 


Tells City Engineer That Nothing Must 


Interfere with Underground Road. 


The rivalry between the eity department 


of public works and the board of supervising 
engineers for control of the subway plans 
bobbed up again yesterday, when Comm!s- 


sioner John J. Hanberg took steps to block 
a traction improvement that might interfere 
with the subway plans now outlined by his 


department. 


He served notice on the supervising board 
by a letter to George Weston, the city’s rep- 
resentative, that the reconstruction of the 
La Salle street tunnel cannot be planned until 
the subway plans reach a more definite stage. 

A conference of city officials and repre- 
sentatives of the Chicago Railways company 
agreed early in the week that the immediate 
rebuilding of the abandoned bore tor the use 
of the north side cars was necessary for the 
relief of loop congestion. 

Commissioner Hanberg agreed with this 
until City Engineer John Ericson pointed out 
to him that the building of the tunnel might 
interfere with the construction of the single 
level subways recommended by the subway 
bufeau, and that its effect might be to add 
strergth to the position of the superyrising 
board in favor of two-deck bores. 


Writes to Engineer. 

He then wrote to Engineer Weston as fol- 
lows: 

‘“‘In advising with the city engineer I am 
infor that further study of the subway 
question is necessary before final decision 
can be made in the tunnel question. 

‘“ With the object of a speedy decision in 
view I most earnestly request your co- 
operation in arriving at a right solution of 
the questions involved relative to the adjust- 
ment of said plan to conform with subsequent 
subway plans, having in mind the fact that 
it is vastly more important to have the tun- 
hel adjusted to a comprehensive subway 
plan than to have the subway in any way 
dependent upon the existence of the tunnel of 
La Salle street.’’ .

On the other hand, cash 
houses here are trying their best to get 
some orders from abroad, and it was said 
that unless the American wheat is placed on 
an export basis soon there will be a surplus 
in t country at the close of the crop year 
bigger than we have seen for many a year. 
That, of course, will have a tendency to keep 
Values down next vear, especially if nature 
treats the farmers with her usual courtesy 
and carries out her promises for a splendid 
crop of both spring and winter wheat. 

Nothing has been heard from Mr. Patten. 
Presumably he is still whipping the streams 
for trout, but the only thing that is definitely 
known is that he is still on the Bartlett 
ranch and has not vouchsafed any: instruc- 
tions to his office, nor exhibited. any inter- 
est in the’course of the market. Whether 
he even knows that his paper profits are be- 
ing cut down moré and more every day is 
doubtful, for his instructions to his secretary 
were not to wire him on any accqunt short of 
a death in the family. 

‘‘Mr. Patten received many threatening 
letters, and his mail increased to large pro- 
portions after’ the publicity given to his 
eperations in the market,’’ said the secretary, 
‘but he never saw any of these ’etters. I 
handle all his mail, and I never even told 
him about most of them. 


Patten “Wanted to Get Away.” 


“There is no truth in the report that in- 
fernal machines were sent to him, nor that 
he left town on account of the threatening 
letters. He left because he wanted to get 
away, and he didn’t confide to many people 
where he was going.”’ 

‘‘The market is rather demoralized,’’ said 
John H. Wren, as he came out of his private 
office after looking over the closing prices 


in this and other markets which had just , 


come out on the ticker. ‘ That, of course, 
is due to the weak foreign markets and the 
improved crop prospects here. 

* There is no doubt, however, that the sud- 
den withdrawal of the strong support the 
market has been having from Patten has 
tended to give the bears the courage of their 
convictions, and that would account for the 
way wheat has been sold on the floor. 

‘The foreign crop outlook is reported favor- 
able, and the seeding is generally progress- 
ing well in this country. One reason we are 
not getting more wheat from first hands is 
that the farmers are busy seeding, but after 
that work is finished I expect to see much 
wheat coming into primary points.’’ 


MERCY HOSPITAL DISPENSARY 
TO BE OPENED THIS WEEK. 


Building, Which Cost Northwestern 
University $30,000, Contains Latest 
Equipment for Treatment of Poor. 


What is said to be the most modern and 
complete plant for clinical and dispensary 
purposes in the United States will beopened 
this week as the Mercy hospital free dis- 
pensary of the Northwestern Lniversity 
Medical school, 

The building, which adjoins the Mercy 
hospital property on Calumet avenue near 
Twenty-fifth street, was built by the uni- 
versity at @ cost of over $40,00U. It is con- 
structed of brick and Bedford stone, tue 
width being 50 feet and depth 175 feet. Fea- 
tures of the building are an assembly room 
which will seat 300 people, an X ray room, 
a drug room, and a chemical laboratory. 

On either side of a great central hall are 
thirteen examining and operating rooms. 
Throughout the building the fioors are of 
white marble dust cement and curve into 
the walis, eliminating corners and allowing 
the cleansing of the whole building by flush- 
ing with water. 

The staff will include many of the most 
eminent physicians and surgeons in Chi- 
cago, but the advantages will be open to all 
The nursing force will be sup- 
plied by cy hospital. The expenses wiil 
be paid by Northwestern university. 


GLICKMAN STOPS ATTEMPTS 
TO REDEEM THEATER LICENSE. 


International Manager Gives Up All 
Hope Following Mayor Busse’s De- 
nunciation of Recent Violations. 


Ellis F. Glickman, manager of the Interna- 
tional theater, yesterday relinquished, at 
least temporarily, his efforts to obtain the re- 
turn of his license which was revoked because 
of violations of the building laws. 

So forceful was the phraseology employed 
by Mayor Busse when he told Glickman—in 
the presence of Fire Marshal Horan and 
Building Commissioner Campbell—just what 
he thought of the violations of law that had 
been permitted at the International, that the 
menager gave up hope. 

The mayor indicated that he would reissue 
the permit if the two heads of departments 
which have ag a a of theaters would as- 
sure him that th® law was obeyed and would 
assume responsibility for any fires or panics 
that occurred within the building. Neither 
gave any hint that he thought seriously of 
accepting the responsibility.

Disarmament Agitators Prepare 
for National Congress. 


MEETS IN CHICAGO ON MAY 3. 


George E Roberts Points to Naval 
Burdens as Object Lessons. 


With the specific object of strengthening 
public sentiment for international arbitra- 
tion and the general purpose of bringing the 
world’s views to a focus when the next 
Hague conference is held in 1915, the second 
national peace congress will convene in Chi- 
cago May 3-5. : 

In view of the present disorder in Turkey, 
the political antics of Castro and the aug- 
mentations in the navies of the world the 
conference is regarded by peace agitators as 
particularly timely. 

It will be made notable by the number of 
distinguished participants and nations rep- 
resented. Ambassadors, diplomats, educa- 
tors, clergymen, statesmen, jurists, and jour- 
nalists will compose the ligt of visitors. Ger- 
many, France, Great Britain, Japan, China, 
South American countries, and other nations 
have promised to have representatives take 
part. 

Secretary of War Dickinson is president of 
the congress, but will be unabiq to be pres- 
ent on account of his visit to Panama. Ed- 
ward Everett Hale, Archbishop John Ireland, 
Charles W, Eliot. David Starr Jordan, presi- 
dent of Leland Stanford Jr. university; Con- 
gressman James A. Tawney, and many other 
well known Americans will attend. 


Roberts Points to Navies. 

Richard A. Ballinger, secretary of the in- 
terior department. will speak at the session 
devoted to the consideration of foreign rela- 
tions over which Congressman Richard Bar- 
tholdt will preside. The commerce and in- 
dustry session will be presided over by 
George E. Roberts, president of the Commer- 
clal hank and former director of the Unite 
States mint. ‘ 

‘* The convention is indeed opportune,”’ said 
Mr. Roberts yesterday. ‘ The debates the 
last month in the British house of commons 
on the naval program have been sensational 
in their disclosures and enlightened Euro- 
pean opinion is aghast at the cost of rivalry 
in armaments in which all Europe is in- 
volved, 

‘“‘ Nobody seems to consider any ship built 
prior to 1906 worthy of estimation today. 
The launching of the Dreadnought set a pace 
for naval expenditure that is appalling. 
With Germany's announcement that she had 
ordered thirty-three ships‘ built similar to 
the Dreadnought, Great Britain’s expendi- 
ture of a billion and a half dollars gn her 
navy in the last ten years has counted for 
nothing. 


Germany’s Financial Plight. 


“The German government is facing deficits, 
seHing 4 per cent bonds below par Jast year to 
meet current expenses, and is asking for new 
taxes to yield $125.000,000 annually. 

** Great Britain is striving to meet current 
expenses with similar expenses and has been 
obliged to suspend her philanthropic pro- 
gram of land purchases in Ireland for want 
of funds.”’ 

Mr. Roberts asserted there was plainly only 
one way of alleviating this enorm¢us waste 
and that is by the development of a univer- 
sal sentiment of disapproval.

DEAL IS MORE LIBERAL. 


Proposition Offers Better Terms 
to Bondholders and Note 
Owners. 


New York, April 24.—The special commit- 
tee of the directors of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad cogipany agreed on Thursday 
to the general terms for the acquisition of 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton rail- 
way. It is expected that a meeting of the 
directors of both roads will he held here next 
week to receive the committee’s report. 

Immediately following this a petition will 
be presented to the United States Circuit 
court at Cincinnati praying that a decree be 
entered ordering the sale of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton property. When the 
road is offered representatives of theBalti- 
more and Ohio will bid it in at a price and 
under conditions already provided. 


Better than Old Proposal. 

It is understood that the terms of the deal 
are considerably more liberal toward the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton note and bond 
holders than the former proposal, which fell 
through several weeks ago. 

The majority stock of the Cincinnati, Ham- 
iiton and Dayton is now owned by J. P. 
Morgan & Co., and the Baltimore and Ohio 
will take an option on it for its purchase 
at any time within a period of five years, it 
is said. 

Hocking Valley Loses Suit. 

Columbus, O., April 24.—The Circuit court 
of Franklin county today handed down a 
decree ousting the Hocking Valley railroad 
from control, through the J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan syndicate of the Zanesville and West- 
ern, the ‘loledo and Ohio Central, and the 
Kanawha and Michigan railroads. The rail- 
road was also, by the decision, ousted from 
its contre] of the Sunday Creek Coal com- 
pany, the Bunday Creek company, the Con- 
tmental company, and the Buckeye Coal and 
Railway company. The decision, a sweeping 
one, given‘ under the Ohio anti-trust 
law, declares that the ownership by 
the Hocking Valley railway of the stock 
of the coal companies—through which the 
coal situation in all the Hocking and Sun- 
day creek valleys is controlled—is plainly 
illegal and unwarranted. 

The court also holds that it is unlawful for 
the Hocking Valley to control the Toledo 
and Ohio Cegtral, Kanawha and Michigan, 
and Zanesvilie and Western roads, which are 
parallel and competing lines. 


SHOOTING PUTS LID ON CLUBS. 


All Gambling Houses in Hot Springs, 
Ark., Closed Following Gun 
Play of Recent Date. 


Hot Springs, Ark., April 24.—[Special.}— 
All club rooms and gambling houses in the 
city were closed today, the managers having 
been tipped off that burning orders were to 
be issued. This was not unexpected, on ac- 
count of the shooting of three men in the 
Texas club last Monday. 
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Lumbermen Point to the Large

OFFICIAL ADMITS INCREASE. 


Suit of Hill and Harriman Roads 
Against Order Opposed. 


Enormous earnings of the Northern Pa- 
cific railway and a 629 per cent dividend de- 


clared in November by a subsidiary company ' 


as a result of coal land operations, were cited 
yesterday by counsel for the northwestern 
lumber dealers as one reason that the Hill 
and Harriman rafiroeds should not be al- 
lowed to raise jJumber rates. 

J. G. Woodworth, ‘freight traffic manager 
of. the Northern Pacific, was testifying in 
the railroad’s injunction suit to restrain the 
interstate commerce commission from en- 
forcing its order retoring the old rates. J. 
N. Teal, representing the lumber interests, 
asked him if he remembered the 6x per cent 
dividend declared in November of the North- 
western Investment company, on. the 
strength of which the Northern Pacific paid 
an extra dividend of $17,000,000, amounting 
to 11 per cent on its $155,000,000 of stock.

‘Admits Gain in Revenue. 

‘*Has not your gross revenue increased 
from 140 to 150 per cent in the last eight 
years and has not your traffic density and 
ton mile revenue increased?”

Among the considerations to be determined 
he mentioned the weight and bulk of the com- 
modity, length of haul. volume of traffic, 
risk, cost of transportation, terminal cost of 
loading and unloading, and competitive con- 
ditions 


Market Changes Ignored. 
“Do you consider the prosperity of the 


shipper?” asked W. A. Wimbish, attorney 
‘ 


for the commission. 


‘We don’t try to follow the fluctuations 


of the market,”’ was the reply, ‘‘ but we often 
have reduced @ rate on a traffic that was 
not prosperous to induce a freer move- 
ment.”’ 

“Why, then, did you apply the ‘pros- 
perity ’ proposition to lumber?’ 

“ After we had made low rates, when the 
shippers were poor and prices were low, we 
considered ourselves justified in raising the 
rates when prices went up.”’ 

Mr. Woodworth admitted rates usualiy 
were made by conferences, which resulted in 
the filing of uniform tariffs, but he disliked 
the word ‘“‘ agreement.”’ 

The hearing was adjourned to St. Paul, 
where further evidence will be taken con- 
cerning the valuation of the‘Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific~roads.

MAY DAY CRISES FEARED. 


French Apprehend Demonstration by 
Workingmen on First of Month. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

PARIS, April 24.—Paris is happy this week 
for it has plenty to talk about. Ample scope 
to exercise the Parisian's gift of expression 
is afforded him in the Turkish revolu- 
tions, the beatification of Joan of Arc, the 
social crisis, the sensational naval devulga- 
tions, and the salons, not to mention half a 
score of other topics which would be deemed 
engrossing in less active times. With so 
much to discuss the boulevards are fairly 
frenzied with the joy of life. The buzz 
ecarcely ceases for a few hours’ sleep. 

The interest of Paris in events in Constan- 
tinople naturally is great. The Young Turk 
perty is a native of Paris. It had its birth 
and training here. The men who now for a sec- 
ond time have rescued the Ottoman empire 
from medievalism made Paris their head- 
quarters during the years before the mani- 
festation of their power last July. A direc- 
tory of leaders in Turkey is easier compiled 
in Paris than in Constantinople, and stories 
of the men now figuring in the historic scenes 
in the east are heard on every hand. 

Much gratification and pride is expressed 
over the promptness and completeness with 
which the leaders reversed the reactionary 
revolution as wel] as over the restraint and 
spirit of generosity in the hour of victory. 


Paris in Fear of May Day. 

There is another revolution in the air of 
which the boulevardiers talk with less pleas- 
ure. Next Saturday is the ist of May, a date 
to which all France is looking with appre- 
hension. It is not now believed the general 
labor confederation will proclaim a general 
strike that day, though undoubtedly prepar- 
ing to do so at an early date, but some sort 
of a demonstration is likely to take place 
May 1, considering the present state of gen- 
eral disaffection of the laboring men and 
government employés, who have fraternized 
in denunciation of the government. The 
possible events of the day of agitation can't 
be contemplated with an easy mind. 

The long strike of the Meru button makers 
continues. The peace is preserved only by 
the presence of a strong force of cavalry to 

the meetings. 

The organization and strengthening of the 
“syndicate” trades proceed apace. Sev- 
eral societies are proclaiming publicly the 
revolutionary purposes formed this week. 
The general confederation of labor called a 
general strike with the Sabotage, that is, a 
deliberate destruction of machinery and the 
overthrow of all governmental authority. 
One of its circulars concludes: 

* Workman, seize the machine of the peas- 
ant and take the land.” 


Twelve Massmeetings in City. 
Twelve massmeetings already are arranged 
for Paris in 100 provinces. One sensation 
this week is the exposure made by Jauves, 
a Socialist deputy, of an alleged police plot to 
get up an attempt, or pretended attempt, on 
the lives of Faliieres or Clemenceau on the 
approaching occasion of the presidential 
visit to Nice. The trick borrowed from the 
Russian secret police tactics was, in fact, to 
by played by Russian o-terrorists.

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AMERICAN WOMEN KEEP LEAD 


London Press Gives Attention te 
Suffrage Congress. 


MRS. CATT TELLS PLANS. 


Question of Delegates to Be Main Issue 
of Discussion. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

LONDON ¢ April 24.—American delegates to 
the international women’s suffrage congress, 
which begins its sessions on Monday at 8t. 
James hall, occupy a conspicuous place in 
the public eye among all their sisters who 
have been arriving here this week from a 
score of countries. 

Two American delegates are ministers of 
the gospel, the Rev. Anna Shaw and the 
Rev. Mary Safford. One, Mrs. O. H. P. Bel- 
mont, is the mother of the duchess of Mar)- 
borough. Mrs. William M. Ivins is the wife 
of a man noted in municipal disputations in 


New York, and each of the others also has 


title to some degree of distinction apart from 
a share in the suffrage agitation. 

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt as presiden« 
of the congress received considerable atten- 
tion from the press of London. The exploits 
of the militant suffragettes do not appear to 
impress her much. She has been watching 
them in London since February. She said 
that the international woman suffrage alli- 
ance, being nonpartisan, could not express 
an opinion of the methods of agitation used 
here. 

First Congress in Five Years. 

“This,” said Mrs. Chapman Catt, “* might 
be called the first official congress we shall 
have had since the organization of the alli- 
ance was completed five years ago in Ber- 
lin, and now for the first time we have the 
right to amend the constitution. One matter 
of great importance to be settled is the for- 
mation of a code of international parlia- 
mentary rules. None now exists, strange to 
say, for the use of any of the various kinds 
of societies which held international confer- 
ences. 

“The question, however, about which there 
is the most feeling and the greatest difference 
of opinion, is whether more than one society 
in each country hereafter shall be allowed 
to send delegates to the congress. In fact. 
this question is urgently presented as sig- 
nificant of the rapid growth of the movement. 
When the allignce was orgf¢nized no country 
had more than one woman's suffrage society. 

‘Bival Delegates to Appear. 

“ Certain countries each have a great many 
such societies. A strongly Catholic coun- 
try which I will not name has one suffrage 
association of that faith, and a second with 
only Protestant membership. One will op- 
pose direct representation in the congr 
being given to the other. In.Aus un- 
gary the antagonism among the races also 
renders the dilemma as to the extension of 
representation extremely grave.” 


INQUIRY FOR ENGLAND'S NAVY 


Asquith Orders an Investigation 
After Beresford’s Revelations. 


ADMIRAL FACES COMMITTEE. 


Deposed Commander Says He Will Not 
Stand for Parliament. 


LONDON, April 24—Premier Asquith’s 
announcement of an intention to make a pri- 
vate investigation of the present navy is of 
far greater significance than appears on 
the surface. Lora Beresford on leaving 
command of the fleet laid before the premier 
a great mass of evidence upon present con- 
ditions and the policy of the naval forces 
which no patriotic government could ignore. 

It is just as well for the peace of mind of 
England that these facts are not to be made 
public. It scarcely can be doubted that 
when the pending inquiry is completed there 
will be radical changes made in the personnel 
and policy of the present admirality. The 
questions involved do not deal in any way 
with the proposed new construction. They 
concern only the condition of the navy today 
as a fighting force. 


Beresford Tells but Little. 

Beresford maintains silence as far as the 
Public is concerned in regard to naval ques- 
but, ag surmised here a fortnight ago, 

he submitted his views in writing to Asquith, 
who, after keeping the report twelve days 
under consideration, appointed a subcommit- 
tee to inquire into it. This committee con- 
sists of Asquith as president, Karl Grey, Mr. 
Haldane, Lord Crewe. In order to secure 
an absolutely unbiased tribunal there is no 
naval officer appointed. The terms referring 
the matter are clearly defined and wide 
aweeping. ( 
At yesterday’s meeting of parliament the 
navy committee held the attention of the 
house of commons. Seventy commoners 
were present, representing all sections ex- 
cept the Nationalist Labor. Beresford at- 
tended and received cheers. He made a 
statement and answered questions on some 
matters, which were discussed animatedly. 
The members were pledged to secrecy. The 
Times prints an evidently authoritative state- 
ment of the proceedings, which, however, 
does not give the “ answers, which Beres- 
ford particularly degired to be kept secret.” 


Not to Enter Politics. 

It seems that Beresford disclaimed any 
feeling of animosity for being relieved of 
the command and declared that he would 
not consent just now to become @ political 
candidate because he wants to avoid the pos- 
sibiMty of hie action being represented as 


partisan.

MAILORDER FIRMS 
OBJECTS OF WRATH 


German Trade Paper Article 
-Fiercely Assails Big Chi- 
cago Concerns,

CONSUL TO THE DEFENSE. 


Characterizes the Assault as a 
Piece of Vicious and Ab- 
surd Libel.

BERLIN, April 24.—Chicago mail order 
houses are under fire in Germany on charges 
of unfair dealing. A violent attack on their 
business integrity has been published in a 
Prominent trade journal called Organiza- 
tion. The journal publishes a communica- 
tion from a German-American contributor 
of New York, named QO. Sperber, which as- 
Sails the great Chicago establishmenjs in 
the most vituperative language. 

The writer makes the sweeping assertion 
that 50 per cent of American mail order 
houses, especially those seeking foreign busi- 
ness, “are gswindlers of the worst kind.” 
and warns the kaiser’s subjects against 


yielding to the temptations of their attract- 
ive catalogue. 


Objects to Large Profits. 

One concern of which Sperber claims to 
have knowledge does a big business in Ger- 
many, and he finds cause for its abuse in the 
fact that its operations are conducted with 
profit of 100 per cent. , 

The accusations contained in Organization 
are so wholesale in character that the editor 
has requested an ex-Chicagoan, Robert J. 
Thompson, American consul at Hanover, to 
defend the mail order business from these 
absurd libels. The next number of Organi- 
zation will contain an article written by 
Thompson, which, among other things, will 
Say that the * capital invested in the mail 
order business in Chicago alone amounts to 
upwards of §$100,000,000. A _ single firm, 
with a dividenti paying capital stock of $40,- 
000,000, and two others of nearly equal size 
do business which covers the entire civilized 
world ” 

“ The number of letters received in a single 
day by one of these firms often runs us high 
as 50,000. Its catalogues are as large as Ber- 
lin’s city directory and are printed on fine 
paper with 2,000 pages richly illustrated with 
every conceivable article, from a toothpick 
to a railroad train, which are offered for sale. 


Evidence of Square Dealing. 

“ The best evidence of the square dealing of 
these mail order houses and their high stand- 
ing is their great success and loyal patron- 
age. Complaints from customers are com- 
paratively few in number and importance. 
The United States postoffice department 
stands ready with its big stick to put out 
of business the swindler and confidence man 
who uses the mails fraudulently, and these 
mail crder businesses would be utterly im- 
pos: without facilities furnished by our 
mo. postal organization. 

‘*] believe 999 out of every 1,000 American 
mail order propositions, instead of SU per 
cent, as alleged Dy Herr Sperber, are gen- 
uine and reliable. it is also significant 
that the contributor who assailed mail order 
houses in Organization took occasion in the 
same article to advise Germans to introduce 
the system into their own country.” 


CONDITIONS WORSE IN MESSINA. 


Maj. Ford of United States Army Finds 
Survivors of Earthquake Suffer- 
ing in Insanitary Camps.

ROME. April 24.—Maj. Clive Ford of the 
United States army medical corps, home- 
ward bound from the Philippines, visited 
Messina. He says it is hard to realize that it 
is almost four months since the earthquake. 
The city is practically in the same condition 
as left by the catastrophe. 

The débris is two stories high in almost 
every street. Here and there a party of 
workmen digging for bodies with a solitary 
soldier watching is the only sign of life inthe 
dead city. Occasionally the workmen dis- 
cover several corpses in a heap, when their 
work is interrupted until authorization to 
bury them is obtained. 

Close by is what is called the new city. 
Here huts and sheds roughly built are hud- 
dled together. There is no attempt at san- 
itation in the camps, where the survivors 
suffer under conditions as bad as in the 
ruined city or more so, as water is absolutely 
lacking. - Meanwhfle summer insects make 
life almost impossible. 


JOHANNINS DUPE HUNDREDS. 


Followers of Dead Priest Announce His 
Resurrection and Collect Money 
from the Wealthy.

LONDON, April 24.—Hundreds in St. Pe- 
tersburg, chiefly of the prosperous class, 
were induced to believe that Father John 
Kronstadt, who died recently, was- resur- 
rected at Easter. The police arrested more 
than fifty self-styled Johannins, whose order 
is now expelled from the city. 

Their aim is to establish a miraculous per- 
sonality for their former. master. They have 
boen going in groups of a half dozen, usually 
of old women, headed by a venerable lay 
brother in pilgrim’s cloak, to the houses of 
Father John’s prosperous followers, an- 
nouncing his resurrection, Each groupcar- 
ried a piece of cloth which was represented 
as a part of the father’s robe, 

Two arrested had the rank of prophets in 
the order and had collected a large quantity 
of money, which the police appropriated. 


U. S. SCHOOLS CALLED BEST. 


German University Professor Says the 
American System Surpasses That 
of His Own Country.

SIG. CARUSO AIRS HIS WRATH 


Threatens to Sue for Libel if 
Papers Nag Him Again. 


AMERICAN PRESS TARGET. 


Campanini Predicts Tenor Will Sing 
as Well as Ever Next Year. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, April 24.—Caruso took tea yes- 
terday afternoon at the Cariton with a’‘trio 
of friends while the gramophoné rendered 
several selections he sang into the instru- 
ment. 

‘The next time any American paper says 
I have lost or injured my voice,”’ said Caruso, 
“I will sue it for libel. It is nobody’s busi- 
ness but my own whether I sing with my 
voice or with tricks. If an artist makes his 
effects that is all that matters. No news- 
paper has a right to say he does it by tricks 
and thereby ruin his means of livelihood. 

Caruso brushed aside a reference to news- 
papers representing the public and cited his 
various recent appearances in America as 
proof positive that there is nothing wrong 
with his voice. 

“*I needed rest,” he continued, *‘and de- 
cided to come to Hurope to get it, but before 
leaving 1 desired to show the American pub- 
lic my voice is as good as ever. Then your 
papers say I sing by tricks. Bah!’’ 


Says Caruso Needs Rest. 

Campanini, who came over on the Maure- 
tania with Caruso, declares Caruso will be 
singing as well as ever next season. 

** He has been singing too often. The fact 
is, Caruso its so enthusiastic about singing 
that he overtaxed his vocal chords.” 

According to high European operatic au- 
thority, Caruso’s breakdown, which every- 
body hopes will be only temporary, was lie 
inevitable result of the contract which Con- 
ried made with him. The former director of 
the Metropolitan paid an immense price to 
secure a monopoly of Caruso’s services on 
the supposition that he wag convinced he 
could drive a good bargain with European 
managers for a number of performances on 
this side of the Atlantic. 

** Conreid didn't realize the fact,’’ said my 
informant, * that nobody is indispensable tn 
the European operatic world. European im- 
presarios would not pay the price Conried 
demanded and consequently Caruso’s ap- 
pearances instead of being spread out over 
an extended period had to\be compressed 
within the restricted Imits of the American 
operatic season. No voice could stand the 
strain and hence forced the rest Caruso now 
is taking.”’ 


Luck as Factor in Destiny. 


The fact of Tetrazzini's first appearance 
in London shows what part luck sometimes 
plays in the shaping of destinies. A few 
weeks before Tetrazzini made her debut at 
Covent Garden the management decided 
they could do without the Florentine singer, 
whom they had engaged some time pre- 
viously, and Henry Higgins, chairman of 
the Covent Garden board of directors, had 
a letter written to her suggesting that an 
indemnity of\a hundred pounds or so would 
be paid her if she would cancel the contract. 
To this Tetragezini responded with a furious 
letter, in which she said she wouldn't can- 
eel the contract; that she had been engaged 
to sing at Covent Garden, and sing there 
she would. She had neversung anywhere 
without making a tremendous success, and 
the Covent Garden management would be 
making the mistake of their lives if it re- 
fused to let her appear. 

At this time Tetrazzini was practically an 
unknown quantity in London. Higgins had 
engaged her on the recommendation of Geli- 
dert, but wasn’t in the least prepared for 
what happened. Tetrazgini came unherald- 
ed and unkown, and sang to a sparsely oc- 
cupied house, which went wild over her. 
Next day all London was taiking of her, 
and there was u trentendous rush to the box 
office, with excellent results from the board 
of directors’ point of view. Then Hammer- 
stein got busy, and, thanks to Tetraggini and 
Mary Garden combined, the Manhattan op- 
era enterprise, which at one moment seemed 
precarious, was transformed into a suc- 
cess. 


MALADIES DUE TO WIRELESS. 


French Surgeon Says He Has Discovered 
Affections Due to Influence 
of Herzian Waves. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, April 24.—The Lancet notes a re- 
port of Bellile, a French naval surgeon 
aboard the Descartes engaged in the Mo- 
rocco campaign, on various affections de- 
veloped by the action of Herzian waves 
among wireless operators. The commonest 
is slight conjunctivitis. One case had seri- 
ous results, and the wearing of yellow glasses 
is recommended Other effects are an ecze- 
ma, difficult of cure, and painful palpitation 
of the heart, though organic lesion is entirely 
absent. Bellile is disposed to belleve many 
cases of neurasthenia. which seem to be get- 
ting common among naval men, may be due 
to wireless work. 


BENNETT CRUISES WITH PRINCE. 


British Government Bars India Noble- 
man from Native Country and 
Spoils Hunting Plans.

Ministry’s Battles Begin Early.

Land Bill First Problem. 

First in order I must place, uf course, the 
Irish land bill.

They especially object to 
those provisions of which the Nationalists 
most like, and are most determined to put 
into law. : 

The chief of these provisions relate to the 
congested districts. What has happened 
with regard to these districts is that while 
they need redress more than any other part 
of Ireland, they have practically remaine@ 
stationary #ven since the passage of the 
Wyndham act. Nearly 80,000,000 sterling has 
been used up in land purchase and yet prac- 
tically there has been no land purchased 
where these districts are concerned.

Real Struggle Due in August. 


The real struggle on the Irigh land bill 
will come in August.

That body, 
true to its old traditions, doubtless will mu- 
tilate the measure and may excise, for in- 
stance, both compulsion and the special 
treatment of the congested districts. But 
the critical moment will come when nego- 
tiations open between them and the govern- 
ment and when fhe deal is proposed by the 
government. ; 

At that moment, if the house of lords be 
reasonable about compulsion and the con- 
gested districts, it may find assistance and 
alliance from the Irish Nationalists. The 
Nationalists do not want to see the Jand pur- 
chase strangled or even slowed down, the 
quicker it is the better they will like it. 

I .remain, therefore, of the opinion that 
‘there will be a deal. The landlords are hard

Reforms Necessary in China. 

Word hag been received in Washington that 
before his arrival in Peking Tong Shao Yi, 
who was sent by the late empress dowager 
of China to thank the United States for the 
remission of the Boxer indemnity and to 
study the financial system of the west, tele- 
graphed a preliminary report to his gov- 
ernment. This report covered not only his 
reception in the United States and the court- 
eous treatment he received from the Amer- 
ican government and people, but also de- 
scribed conditions here in connection with 
business conditions and finance generally. 

From the United States Tong Shao Yi 
went to England, France, Germany, and Rus- 
sia. As a result of his observations he has 
declared that four reforms are essential to 
China's prosperity: Abolition of the likin 
tax, development of iron mines, establish- 
ment of the dollar unit throughout the em- 
pire, and the introduction of the gold stand- 
ard. 

Important as are the recommendations 
made by Tong, there is no likelihood that 
they will be adopted, certainly not at the 
present time. If there were no other reason, 
the fact of Tong's unpopularity with the 
present government would be sufficient. It 
may be that with his diplomacy and tact he 
will be able to reinstate himself in the good 
graces of the ruling powers. Unfortunately 
for Tong, he is one of the strongest friends 
of Yuan Shi Kai, who was the force in China 
when the empress dowager was alive. Yuan 
Shi Kai is in exile, with no immediate pros- 
pect of restoration to favor, and Tong went 
home unaware of the fate that would be 
accorded to him. 


China in Bad Way Financially. 


The conditions in China are such, however, 
as to require the services of strong men. 
The country is financially in a bad way. For 
months an effort has been made to raise 
revenue sufficient to meet expenses. These 
efforts have failed and a deficit of $15,000,000 
or $20,000,000 is anticipated. It is probable 
China will have to float a new loan abroad. 

There is reason to believe Tong was sent to 
the United States and Europe for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the condition of the 
money market in order if the time should 
come for borrowing, his government would 
know where to go. It is belileved the recom- 
mendations Tong made are based upon the 
talks he has had with financiers who have 
expressed a willingness to lend money to 
China, but who have insisted that in order 
to assure repayment the Peking authorities 
‘should make the reforms later proposed by 
Tong in his telegraphic report. 

The system of likin in force in Chinais one 
of the greatest obstacles in the way of the 
development of commerce in ‘the empire. 
| Likin is a form of tax imposed upon imports 
by provinces and municipalities. Much of 
| the proceeds of this tax are diverted into 
the pockets of the officials. It has been 
proposed time and time again that the likin 
should be abolished 


Try to Abandon Likin. 


In formal treaties with the ‘powers signed 
in 1903, the Chinese government recognized 
that the system of likin impeded the free cir- 
culation of commodities to the general injury 
of trade and undertook to abandon this 
method of raising revenue. In return for 
this concession the powers consented to allow 
the imposition of a surtax upon goods im- 
ported by American citizens. This enabled 
the Chinese government to impose customs 
duties of 7% per cent ad-valorem. 

The government has done everything it 
could in the way of the abolition of likin 
stations under its control, but its power is 
limited and it fears to interfere too much 
with the provinces. In return for the com- 
plete cessation of this form of taxation, to 
which the provinces it is hoped will assent, 
the Peking government desires to be ‘per- 
mitted to increase the customs duties at least 
to a little more than 11 per cent ad valorem. 
This proposition has met with slight favor 
in view of the failure of China to observe its 
treaty obligation. é 

Several years ago the United States urged 
the establishment of the gold standard in 
China and the dollar system. Prof. J. Ed- 
ward Jenks was sent specially to Peking for 
the purpose of consulting Chinese officials. 
On that occasion he talked at great length 
with Tong Shao Yi. but evidently made little 
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far as results are concerned. It needed a 
visit of Tong abroad to asgure him of the 
benefits which would flow from the adoption 
of a stable system of finance in his country. 


Loath at First to Permit Bailroads. 


China was joath at first to permit the con- 
struction of railroads within its territory. 
Perhaps it is not to be blamed so much for 
this in view of the way in which the powers 
intrigued at Peking to secure concessions for 
railroads which were intended to penetrate 
the territory they claimed as “sph of 
influence,”’ and also because of the inter- 
ference of the lines with the graves which 
were scattered all over the empire. 

As is well known, ancestor worship is one 
of the important factors in Chinese life, and 
the violation of a grave in order to provide 
a way for a railroad precipitated riots. Now 
the Chinese government is awake to the value 
of railroads, and is pushing their construc- 
tion as far as possible With Chinese capital. 
The returns of the last year show that the 
lines in operation are being administered 
profitably, a surplus of $5,000,000 having 
been reported. 


get hold of, not only to meet her present 
obligations, but to provide for the improve- 
ments and reforms which are contemplated. 
One of the policies of the new régime relates 
to the organization of a modern navy. Since 
the war with Japan, when the Chinese fleet 
was vanquished, China has had no fleet to 
speak of. 

It has become apparent to.the government 
and the people that if China is to protect 
herself from spollation and defend her in- 
terests throughout the world a fleet is neces- 
sary. The regent has organized a commis- 
sion to study the naval needs of the coun- 
try. and it is proposed to adopt a program 
of construction which will enable China to 
cut a respectable figure upon the sea. Some 
of the powers are afraid that if China enters 
upon the construction of a navy the prob- 
lem of her westernization will become far 
more difficult than it Is today. 


Sharp Corner. as to Canada. 


The state department has turned a sharp 
cormer in connection with the relations of 
the United States and Canada. During the 
last winter the secretary of state negotiated 
a treaty with Canada in regard to the water- 
ways upon which the two countries border. 
This was amended as a result of the in- 
sistence of Senator Smith of Michigan, who 
was concerned about the provision relative 
to the equai distribution of the excess of 
water at Sault Ste. Marie. Mr. Smith's at- 
titude caused an amendment to the treaty 
by the senate in the shape of a resolution, 
which practically nullified the principle of 
equality. 

The Canadians promptly sent representa- 
tives to Washington, who were at first in- 
clined to demand that the resolution be re- 
pealéd, or if that were impossible, they pro- 
posed to attach a resolution of thetf own 
which would counterbalance the action taken 
by the senate. 

r. Knox realized that the situation was 
exceedingly awkward for the reason that if 
the Canadians refused to accept the senate’s 
résolution, or to insist upon an amendment 
of their own, the long negotiations which 
have been carried on with Great Britain 
would fail and ail the disputes between the 
United States and Canada would be revived 
probably with increased bitterness. 


Ratifications Are Expected Sooii. 


Mr. Knox proposed, therefore, that the 
attorney general of the United States be 
requested@ to give an opinion as to the effect of 
the senate resolution upon the treaty. The 
Canadians saw no objection to this course. 
The attorney general is understood to hold 
that so far as the treaty is concerned itt is 
not modified seriously by the senate resolu- 
tion. It is believed this opinion will cause 
the Canadians to abandon their attitude of 
opposition, and that ratifications shortly will 
be exchanged. 

The importance of this matter lies not only 
in the solution of boundary waters questions, 
which are covered by the treaty under con- 
sideration, but in the effect an amicable 
agreement will have upon all the other con- 
troversies existing between the United 
States and Canada. It ought not to be diffi- 
cult now for this government to reach an 
agreement covering the fur seals question, 
which is the single important question re- 
maining to be determined. This question 
cannot be settled by the United States and 
England alone. 

Both Russia and Japan have sealing inter- 
esis in the North Pacific, and in order to pre- 
vent the extermination of the seal herd it will 
be necessary for the four powers to adopt 
regulations which will control the operations 
of the sealers under their respective juris- 
diction. The proposition of the United States 
for a conference has been accepted and it is 
expected that represeritatives of the nations 
named will meet in the near future.

Veokmes Laniled for Scheme 
of Large Repertory The-

MAY SUPPLANT. BIG PLAN. 
Project Regarded as Salutary for 
- Both Drama and People 
of the Stage.

LONDON, April 24.—Charles Frohman’s 
echeme for a repertory theater has met with 
a most sympathetic reception in England. 
Before his departure for the continent he said 
the plan he would follow in regard to the Em- 
pire theater in New York would be along 
similar lines, with one fundamental differ- 
ence—that is, that the young dramatist 
whose work would be encouraged in America 
would be the American. 

The general opinion among the theatrical 
people here ig that the repertory theater 
cannot fail to have a good effect upon the 
drama and actors, besides arousing a wider 
public interest in the theater. 

Chief among the difficulties in the way of 
such entervrise, according to a leading actor- 
manager, is the lack of new plays of out- 
standing merit. In one sense a repertory 
theater is not needed in London tn order to 
encourage the aspiring dregatists. The 
managers always are most anxious to receive 
new plays that are really g , but they 
cannot secure, as many good/ones as they 
would like. i 


No Staleness in Present Day. 

It was pointed out by another critic of the 
scheme that it is the general tendency of 
the theatfibal management in these days to 
approach as nearly to the repertory system 
as possible and that even where an excep- 
tionally long run takes place there is not so 
much staleness as there used to be because 
the actors are constantly given opportunities 
of appearing in other plays at matineés and 
special productions. 

Such good judges as Beerbohm Tree, Ar- 
thur Bouchier, and F. R. Benson, not te 
speak of men like Granville Barker and Dion 
Boucicault, whom Frohman enlisted for the

enterprise at the Duke of York’s theater, ex-. 


pressed warm appreciation of this American 
venture in England. 

Bouchier even goes so far as to suggest 
that those well meaning but unpractical 
people who trying to obtain $2,500,000 
in order to found a “ national theater.”

putting in their way. By the tercentenary 
of Shakspeare’s death, seven years ago, the 
Frohman repertory of plays by the best 
authors, and acted by first class players, 
should be the finest asset any national the- 
ater could desire.”’ : 


Hail Frohman as “‘Savior.’’’ 


Newspaper approval of the plan has not 
been wanting. One paper enthusiastically 


hailed the American manager as the ‘‘savior’’ ¢ 


of the British drama. 

“ The Londoner,” it said, ‘has reason to 
be grateful that Frohman crossed the At- 
lantic. He has given us the best of Barrie, 
he produced Galsworthy’s strife, and now he 
is going to establish a Comedie Anglaise, 
Certainly this American citizen cannot be re- 
garded asa foreigner.”’ ,

PRESIDENT TO GIVE TITLES? 


Fallieres May Solye Difficult Problem 
by Bestowing Title of ‘Royalty 
on Many Diplomats. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB. } 
PARIS. April 24.—The president of the re- 
public is considering the advisability of con- 
ferring titles on the nobility. This bold state- 
ment loses much of its startling character 
when the circumstances are stated. It seems 


that the question is arising concerning the- 


documentary proofs and authenticity of some 
of the French titles. 

The minister of foreign affairs requested 
the diplomats bearing titles to send in a 
copy of the decree of investiture by royal 
letters patent. It was feared the papers 
might be invalidated by signatures and not 
atrictly documentary legally. 

A number of the diplomats found them- 
seives unable to farnish a copy of the decree. 
In fact, only thirty-eight have done so. In 
several cases where the titles were old and 
recognized and a great expense is involved 
in proving them, the president probably will 
issue a decree confirming the holders in their 
possession.

Visit of Luminous Body Connected in 
Imagination with Assembled 
Astronomers.

PARIS, April 24.—Tuesday night shortly 
after 10 o'clock a meteor, the most brilliant 
seen in the Seine valley in many years, trav- 
ersed the sky over Paris, dissipating the 
radiance of the stars for several minutes, and 
leaving in its track a luminous train of aston- 
ishing dimensions.

: It was in truth a strenuoms two weeks. The decision of the Metropélitan Opera 

_ house management to offer some extra matinées and evening performances made. the 
latter half of the company's fortnight stay at the Auditorium almost vandevillelike ‘no 
far as continuity of hours is concerned. Twenty performances in fifteen’ days will be 
the record when this evening’s presentation of “The Bartered Bride” is accomplished, 
and this record means to all intents and purposes the giving of what under ordinary 
and normal conditions should constitute three weeks o grand opera. 

We have taken it strenuously, however, and Chicago has responded liberally. We 
beve spent a large sum, and the Metropolitan people think we are so nice and so appre- 
ciative of the finest’ in opera that they are coming back to us for all of next April. 
We then will have not only grand opera but opera comique and, wondet of wonders— 
performances also in English are promised us! | Z 

- English was listed in New York this season, but failed to materialize. Mr. Dippel, 
however, before he started for New York last week gave assurance that this coming 
geason would see at least one work done in English and probably several. Humper- 
dinck’s “The Children of the King” is to have its first production on any stage in 
New York and will be sung in English. This is at least a step forward towards the 
accomplishment of opera in the vernacular, and it is earnestly to be hoped the under- 

. taking may prosper. ; 

The two weeks have been interesting and despite the crush of performances have 
been enjoyable. The work done has not had the brilliancy so far as stellar combina- 
tions are concerned that existed in previous years, but the ensemble has been superior 
to anything before known from the Metropolitan. We seem to be just at present in a 
period of operatic history where the growing of new talent is in progress. The old 
rank @nd file of “great ones” is past or passing, and the “new crop” is not yet 
mature. Some of the old time notables still linger, but the majority of them are either 
retired or approaching the time when they will need to. Mme. Gadski, Mme. Homer, 
Mme. Fremstad, and Mr. Scotti are still with us and are still in the plenitude of their 
powers, but the remainder of the principals whom the Metropolitan management has 
offered this season are newcomers who have yet to establish themselves and prove 
their right to be considered stars of the first magnitude. 

When some of the caste which were heard here during the Maurice Grau régime 
are examined and on a single bill are found’the names of such people as Jean and 
Edouard de Reszke, Plancon or Lasalle, Melba or Sembrich, Nordica, Ternina, or 
Eames, Schumann-Heink, Calvé, Alvarez, Saleza, Bispham—these in addition to Scotti, 
Gadski, and Homer—when such combinations of truly eminent singers and artists are 
contemplated the question as to where we are to find similar singers today is neither 
‘annatural nor unjustified. 

We are at the making period of new artists just at present, and the difficulty of 
finding great ones is realized by no one more keenly perhaps than by the managers of 
opera organizations today. The Metropolitan people are ready to pay any price for 
notable singers, and are paying absurd prices for many who are far from notable. 


Singers of Note Difficult to Obtain. 


Mr. Hammerstein recently complained to an acquaintance of his inability to 
obtain singers of note. He has agents on the lookout in every city in Europe and is 


eager to find any artist whose personality and gifts are such that public interest and 


patronage are sure to be aroused by that artist’s appearance. Yet he can find no one. 
He has Mme. Tetrazzina and Mies Garden, who are magnets for the public, but these 
two are virtually all. The Metropolitan has Mr. Caruso, Miss Farrar, and Mme. Gad- 
ski and its list is ended. 


The old stars are not shining and the new ones are just beginning to glimmer. - 


This being the case, the bringing forward of fine ensemble is the best course possible 
to the managers. 

The change of directors at the Metropolitan has been a distinct betterment so far 
as artistic results are concerned. The financial aspect of the matter does not need 
concern us. Both Mr. Gatti-Casazza and Mr. Dippel are men who are interested en- 
thusiasts on the subject of well balanced and adequate production in opera. The Ital- 
ian hag taken over the works of his countrymen and those of the French school and 
Mr. Dippel has retained the German works, 

Throughout the fortnight the. productions have been of a character which showed 
eare and thought beyond anything that previously had been discoverable in the Metro- 
politan offerings. The Italian operas were superbly done—paprtieularly “Alda” “Fa)- 
staff,” and “ Mme, terfiy,” in which staging of especial beauty and completeness 
was used, and in “ Cavalleria “and-“Faust” study and attention to significant detail! 
were pleasantly distinguishable. 

In the Wagner and other German operas Mr. Dippel’s intelligence and energy 
have been well in evidence. “ Walkiire” and “ G&Stteerdimmerung” were lacking in 
the perfection of stage equipment which is essential for their full spectacular revea)- 
ment, but in “ Parsifal”’ the mounting was all that could be asked by the most exact- 
ing, “ Tristan” was effectively presented, “Tannhiuser” had more of beauty and 
truth than had beén put into its production here before, “The Barfered Bride” was 
admirab:y presented “ Meistersinger” had more attention paid to its pictures than has 
been customary, and “ Marriage of Figaro” was exquisitely staged. The scenery 
has been better as gegards the new sets that were brought from New York, and for 
both it and our own scenery the lighting, which had been abomfnable in years past, 
9 gS to carefully, and the costumes and stage properties have been what they 

ould be. { 

Of new works presented only “ Falstaff” and “The Bartered Bride” can be re- 
garded as novelties. The revival of “ Falstaff’? was most welcome, for it is a master 
work, but its retention in the reperttory is questionable. It is ¢aviare to the general, 
and unless it could be done in English its popularity seems doubtful. 

The Smetana opera is charming and is likely to be kept before the public for con- 

Biderable time. It is made up of elements which appeal not only to musicians but to 
the general auditor as well, and, given such a-presentation as Mr. Dippel has prepared 
of it, it is sure of long life. The other works heard are all familiar, but they were so 
varied and contrasted that each had its appeal and fitted well into the repertory 
scheme. It is, in fact, the best repertory that has been offered here in years. 
‘ Of new talent a host of it has been put forward. Some of it has proved of 
worth, but some of it has been so little or so quietly in evidence that ultimate judg- 
ment as to ability is scarcely possible. What the future may bring to many of the 
young singers time will tell. It suffices now to consider those who have come for- 
ward with comparative prominence. Of these the most important have proved to 
be Mme. Destinn, Mr. Zenatello, and Mr. Amato.

Hammerstein Insists Upon Having Credit. 


Mr. Zenatello is a tenor whose position as one of the leading men at the Man- 
battan in New York won him the privilege of replacing Mr. Caruso with the Metro- 
politan—a privilege which doubtless cost the Metropolitan management something 
of a twinge of pride, but which must have been a vast satisfaction to Mr. Hammer- 
stein. In fact, it is said that when Mr. Hammerstein was approached for the loan 
of the singer he made only one stipulation—that on every program every time Zena- 
tello appeared should be printed “By courtesy of Oscar Hammerstein.” His decla- 
ration is said to have been “ i,ot a million dollars would you win the tenor’s seryicees 
without that line.” The line has been printed, and Zenatello has sung. He has 
proved himself a robast tenor, finely equipped as regards voice, of pleasant, albcit 

~ not especially distinguished personality, and an actor of conventional methods. He 
was heard as Rhadames, Pinkerton, Faust, Canio, and Manrico, and impressed 
favorably in all. 

Mme. Destinn sang only Aida, Mrs. Ford, and Marie in “ Bartered Bride,” but 
these sufficed to show her a soprano exceptionally equipped—one of the few worthy 
to be classed among the great. Heg voice is of exceptional range, power, and beauty 
and is so admirably schooled that its every tone is fully at command. She is a vo- 
calist of finest worth and an actress of real ability. 

Mr. Amato is one of the most valuable additions that has been made to the 
Metropolitan forces in some time. His voice is a splendid baritone, he sings excei- 
lently, and in Italian, French, and German opera he has proved not only adequate 

| ‘ut masterly. He should make a place for himself high in the favor of the Amer

. Mr. Jorn, the new German tenor, did not meet expectations. His best achieve-

“I intended it for a woman star that I 
had in mind,” says Miss Ellis. “‘ When it 
was nearly done my brother remarked one

Miss Ellis once got into dramatic diffi- 
culties by dramatizing ‘“‘ Under Two Flags.” 
Paul Potter had done it first. The book was 
not copyrighted, however, and Miss Ellis 
thought she saw how to make a better 
dramatization than Mr. Potter's. He pro- 
tested violently and threatened, but the 
piece was put on with Miss Ellis as Cigar- 
ette. 

Producing plays as well as writing them is 
this young woman's favorite occupation, | 
and she is never so happy as when on the’ 
tage with a company around her.Ghe has ae 
play of her own called ‘‘ The Nebraskan,”’ in 
the first process of production, and another 
which she is working on is the one in which 
she believes she has got her “ great idea.” 
This actress and her brother belong to the 
society for reading plays, which has existed 
for about two months in New York. the 
technical name of which is ‘‘ The Actors’ 
Society Playreading Committee.” 

This society purposes a quicker way of 
finding out the undiscovered playwright 
than that of waiting until his manuscrirpt 
shall be unearthed from the desk of a man- 
ager.

But it is an even bet that a 
pretty fair estimate could be made from the 


_ general data, or at worst a good guess. 


* Let it be distinctly understood that Mr. 
Savage's statisticians could give all this in- 
formation; not that any peek-a-boo inquirer 
‘would receive it. This “ dope,” to borrow a 
phrase from the sporting department, is not 
at all for the general eye or ear. It is to as- 
sist Mr. Savage and his staff in their dally 
labor of providing a first class performance. 
Nor is there anything in it all that is not 
‘wholly above board. In fact, the players and 
the other employés want the office to know 
‘all the facts sé they can have the credit due 
good work.

Win American Honors. 


Among the foremost star's there are anum- 
ber whose names are thoroughly foreign. 
These foreign actors are winning such splen- 
did success they make one ask if they are to 
be the successful tragedians of the future. 
A number of foreign actors and actresses 
have belleved so much in the American stage 
that they have learned a new language and 
have adopted our stage as their own, 

Mme. Modjeska was the first to make the 
venture. After she had acted some years in 
Poland and had seen that her people did not 
appreciate the struggle she was making to 
elevate the stage her mind was soon made up. 
She exclaimed emphatically, “ All right, I 
shall go to America, learn English. and play 
on the American stage.” And she did. 

‘The task Mme. Modjeska set herself was 
much, but Bertha Kalich essayed more when 
she went from the stage of an east side the- 
ater in New York to make her real American 
debut in “‘ Fedora’ on Broadway. It took 
courage when she was asked to play Monna 
Vanna in English. Even those who knew 
her talent believed this attempt meant fail- 
ure. So far she had only played in Yiddish. 
But she, too, conquered the new language. 

This was the first step. ‘“ Martha of the 
Lowlands" and Cora” have won a larger 
recognition, until now she feels as much at 
home playing in English as she did when 
acting in tile east end in New York. 

When Bertha Kalich left the theater in 
the Bowery her husband had to find another 
star in a hurry to take her place. Leopold 
Spachner sure he had found a great 
actress in Fernanda Elisca. This intensely 
emotional artist is a Roumanian, who was 
driven with her family to this country. After 
studying fm a school of acting for a few 
months she made her debut on the Yiddish 
stage. 

But her. talent was soon recognized and 
she has been forced to play in English, 
though she loves her work in the Bowery. 
James K. Hackett insisted on her playing 
the part of a boy in “ Don Cesar de Bazan.”’ 
Mrs. Fiske was delighted with her work !

The Russian players made their debut a 
few years ago, and then returned to Russia.

She worked tremendously hard; spent 
hours with her English teacher, and cut 
herself off from all Russian Associates, that 
she might be compelled to speak English. 
Her debut was made in “ Hedda Gabler.”’ 
Though her audience was interested in 
taciturn, moody Hedda they said that 
Nazimova's English was a bit off and her 
Hedda was Russian rather than English. 
But she had come to stay. 

Minni Aguglia is an Italian with a beau- 
tiful, bell-like voice and a rarely rich dra- 
matic temperament. In her own country she 
is often spoken of as a “ beautiful young 
Duse.” Though she played in New York in 
a foreign tongue, she has shown a pecullar 
talent for holding her audiences. When she 
mentioned returning home her theatrical 
manager insisted on her staying in this coun- 
try for awhile. So she is now hard at work 
studying English, and Charles Frohman 
thinks he has found a future great American 
actress in Aguglia. 

Henry Harris is equally proud of Miss 
Reicher. She is a talented German actress 
and until recently the leading woman at the 
Royal theater in *Dresden. She has only 
been here a few months and is now hard at 
work learning an English version of one of 
her German suecesses. She knows that Eng- 
lish with a German accent does not appea) 
to cultured American audiences, so she in- 
sists she will remove all trace of a foreign 
accent.

The questions of why does a chicken, or 
how old is Ann, are not more frequently an- 
ewered than why is the chorus girl, but the 
answers which they inspire generally are 
more satisfactory and convincing than the 
usual answer to the last interrogatory—un- 
less the chorus gir} herself be consulted in 
the matter. 

The chorus girl as a feature of stage pro- 
ductions was employed only by the occasion- 
al producer of fifteen or twenty years ago in 
his pursuit after fame and fortune. Only 
within comparatively recent years has mu- 
sical comedy come into such vogue that now 
it receives the attention at one time or an- 
other of nearly every producergof note. The 
extravaganza of old was a cumbersome 
thing, with heavy settings, and requiring 
more room than the stage of the average 
theater provides, so that traveling musical 
companies composed mostly of chorus girls 
were relatively few. The advent of the 
musical comedy, however, has brought the 
chorus girl into her own. 

The seeker after the information why girls 
go into the chorus has only to recall the list 
of prominent stage people who “ got their 
start’’ in singing and dancing parts without 
having their names on the program for an 
answer, according to Dorothy Lyle, a mem- 
ber of “ The Golden Girl’’ chorus at the La 
Salle. ‘ 

“Speaking personally, I am in the chorus 
because some day I expect to get out of it,’’ 
said Miss Lyle when the question was put to 
her. “Il intend to he a prima donna, at least 
that is my ambition, and I think the chorus is 
the best place for a future prima donna to 
start. I think the majority of chorus girls 
are following their profession because of am- 
bition. The chorus is the great opportunity 
of the girl with an ambition to amount to 
something on the stage. 

“Chorus girls do not ‘just happen.’ Each 
season in this country there probably are 200 
musical comedy companies playing in first 
and second class houses, requiring on an 
average thirty chorus girls each. That means

OE er, es —. was suggested, ‘‘ that many 
n the chorus never 
wre or expect to get any 
“ That is the case in some instances,” an- 
swered Miss Lyle. “ Many girls g° into the 
chorus hecause they can make more there 
than in an office, a shop, or a department 
store. A stenographer or any other woman 
working in an office has to be pretty expert 
to make $18 or $20 a week. If a chorus girl 


_ gets a small part with a few lines, her salary 


becomes $25 or $30, and few women in busi- 
ness make that much. But it is ea fact that 
girls who tgke up chorus work simply be- 
cause théy are pretty and can sing and 
dance a little, and because it is easier than 
working in an office, often become imbued 
with the ambitious spirit of their compan- 
ions, and go at the work in dead earnest.” 

“Are there any ‘shining examples’ of 
chorus girls who have reached the top?’’ Mias 
Lyle was asked. You could see it was a 
foolish question, foolishly put. 

“To be sure,’’ she answered. “Julia Mar- 
lowe started in the chorus of ‘ Pinafore *; 80 
did Mrs. Minnie Maddern Fiske, Of course, 
they are not prime donnas, but their success 
shows what chorus work can lead to. Sallie 
Fisher started in the chorus. Now she is the: 
prima donna of ‘ A Stubborn Cinderella,’ and 
has been on Broadway several times. Helen 
Hale started in the chorus. So did Ethe) 
Johnson. Rose Boti is another alumna of 
the chorus school for prima donnas, and so is 
Harriet Standon. 

“ Diamond Donner Once was in one of the 
Savage shows in the chorus. Camille Clit- 
ford, who set London crazy in‘ The Prince of 
Pilsens’ and ‘ The Catch of the Season,’ wasa 
kitchen maid who was started on the road 
to fame by the chorus. Adele Rowland once 
worked in the chorus, and is proud of it. In 
fact, you can take almost any musica] 
comedy company and find at least one among 
its principals a girl who has been in the 
chorus. There are dozens, in fact, scores of 
them."’

W Washington as Play Source 
Wi Passed Over by Dramatist.! 


By Frederick Donaghey. 


What little use has -been..made by play- 
wrights-of the country's capital, Washing- 
ton, and its admixed social and political 
life, is brought to mind by announced per- 
formances here of ** A Gentleman from Mis- 
sissippi,”” a play dealing directly with the 
interdependence of official success and s0- 
cial appeal in a city whose manifestations 
from year to.year, from administration to 
administration, ought to furnish the menu 
who write for our stage with unending in- 
spiration for high comedy. In other lands 
history has often been made by the satirical 
treatment of national themes and national 
personages in the theater. 

Beaumarchais’ “‘ The Marriage of Figaro ™ 
is, perhaps, the best of examples. In the 
few months that have passed of 1900 we have 
seen Great Britain stirred emotionally and 
patriotically by * An Englishman's Home.”’ 
Ferdinand Bonn, one of the foremost of mod- 
ern German actors, is today in dire pover- 
ty, a virtual outcast, because he insisted on 
producing in Berlin a play in which the 
author sought to give advice to the German 
reichstag of a kind distasteful to the kaiser. 

An amazingly lerge percentage of the 
workers in the Siberian mines is recruited 
from the ranks of men and women who have 
sought to reproduce in the Russian theaters 
some of the governmental activities at Mos- 
cow and St. Petersburg. But our own busy, 
scheming, planning Washington has been 
let alone by American playwrights, save 
when, now and again, one or another of them 
has selected the city as a dramatic locale 
possessing marked decorative values.

The most successful, biting, and worthy 
of the so-called “ Washington plays * that 
have passed into history was the late Charles 
H. Hoyt’s ‘“‘ A Texas Steer,” with its ranch- 
man member of the lower house, the vote 
getting negro who was promised the job of 
“minister to Dahomey,’ and the humble 
‘lobbyist who disclosed to the newcomer the 
secret of success in the national capital. 
The theater going public, it is feared, ac- 
cepted “A Texas Steer” for its values of 
sheer, forthright farce rather than for its 
uficommon wit as a satire; nevertheless, the 
play will ever stand as proof that Hoyt wrote 
his numerous so-called ** farce comedies “ to 
make money, and not because he was in- 
capable of writing the Something Higher 
which playwrights and actors invariably 


' -write with capitals. 


Preceding Hoyt’s farce by many years 


- was another excellent bit of satire aimed at 
_ Washington, our congressmen, and the de- 
' ylous ways of “ getting on ” by the people's 
- Representatives. 


And it was a play with an 
unusual career, too. it was written by Levin 
C. Tees, a Philadelphia newspaper man, 
under the title of ‘‘ Our Candidate,” and was 


3 produced there with the late Harry Rich- 


mond, a real comedian who never “ ar- 
rived’ as the M. C. Hichmond died just as 
the play was winning a public name for him. 

It was then taken over by the late David 


\ D. Lioyd, who rewrote it as “For Con- 
| gress,” under which title it remained a fea- 


ture of John T. Raymond’s répertoire to the 


| day of his lamented death. Indeed, the play 
' took that place in the affections of his clien- 
» téle which for years had been held by “* The 

. Gilded Age’; and Raymond's portrayal of the 


scheming candidate for congress was regard- 


E: ed by the critics as worthy of a place beside 
| his Col. Mulberry Sellers and his Ichabod 
© Crane in the dramatization of Washington 
| Irving’s “ Woolfert’s Roost.

That was not the end of the Tees-Lioyd 
Some years after 


Reed, who turned it over to Sydney Rosen- 


' feld for further revision. The outcome was 
' “The Politician,” in which Reed acted with 
- immense success. for two years. The play 
' Proved to be the medium that Jirst won for 
- that comedian definite acceptance as a star 


eommercial purpose, although he produced 
not fewer than fourteen in little more than 
ten years. But “ The Senator ’’ did pot deal 
with the complex, interwoven politico-social 
life of Washington in the sense that “A 
Texas Steer’ did. Foreign diplomats, of- 
fice holders, and a delightful woman lobby- 
ist figured amusingly in the piece; but, as a 
matter of sheer fact, the essential quality 
of the play was such that the scene might 
as well have been Louisville or Omaha or 
San Francisco as Washington.

Another play with a senator-hefo was 
Belasco and De Mille’s ‘‘ The Wife,’’ but, as 
in the case of the Lioyd-Rosenfeld piece, he 
just happened to be a senator, whereas he 
might as well have been anything else. This 
play was the cause of a famous. bit of the- 
atrical litigation, with the co-authors in 
defense of an allegation by Fanny Aymar 
Mathews, the novelist, that they simply 
made * The Wife” over from a play by her 
called “* Washington Life,’’ the MS. of which 
she had submitted to them. 

Her allegation was that they had robbed 
her play of its official types and flavor, had 
emphasized the domestic aspects of the main 
romance, and then altered her text and the 
namesof the characters. The suit was fought 
up to the Court of Appeals, and there de- 
cided against the plaintiff. Later she made 
a production of “ Washington Life,’ which 
was not successful. 

Augustus Thomas tried a ‘“ Washington 
play ’’ in the early ‘908, ‘‘ The Capital,’’ but 
it failed. His was a serious attempt to 
show certain social faults and domestic 
blemishes in our daily life as due to the in- 
trigues in official circles at Washington. 
The critics called the play an admirable ef- 
fort to do something important, but found 
fault with Thomas’ dramaturgy, not then so 
exact as now; the public took no interest 
whatever in the venture. 
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Another “ Washington play” that failed 
was Henry Guy Carleton’s “ Ambition,” 
written for and produced by N, C. Goodwin 
in the mid "90s. It proved to be merely po- 
lite melodrama, just strenuous enough to 
defeat the purpose of its author in making 
it a vehicle for Goodwin, who was unable 
to meet its vocal and emotional demands 
in the climaxes. 

The plays mentioned make a well nigh 
comprehensive list of realized efforts to 
“stage Washington.” The newest of them, 
“‘A Gentleman from Mississippi,” like all 
its predecessors, has an ex-newspaper man 
in the authorship—Harrison Rhodes. Un- 
like Lioyd, Tees, and Carleton, with Miss 


Mathews, he never “ covered ’’ Washington . 


for any of the papers by which he was em- 
ployed. No more did Hoyt. But Rhodes 
and his co-author, Thomes A. Wise, have not 
been stiigy in the matter of officials as 
characters; for they have three senators and 
@ representative, with one man lobbyist, 
one woman lobbyist, and two newspaper re- 
porters. And they go farther than any of 
their pred rs in the matter of settings; 
for two of the acts are laid in the capitol, 
itself!

*“*How do you like sinning? ’’—this with 
reference to “ The Sins of Society,” in which 
Miss Donnelly is playing.

“I like it,” she answered, glibly. “It’s

one grand rush. Bverybody hurries—act- 
resses, carpenters, scene shifters—every- 
body.

the public might applaud the latter it would 
be in a vague manner, for they would not, 
could not understand such a character. The 
former, however, they know all about. She 
is one of themselves, and she has done just 
as they would do under the same circum- 
stances.”’ 

** You originated ‘ Candida,’ did you not? ” 

“Yes. That was a wonderful part to play. 
Do you know, Bernard Shaw is my idol. I 
worship him and his love of truth and his 
way of getting at thetruth. He is infinitely 
wise, you know. He knows what he be- 
lieves and is desirous of putting his beliefs: 
before the public. How to doit was the ques- 
tion. The truths of which he wished te 
speak were deep ones, and, as a rule, the 
reading public shuns the deeper things of 
life. Was he not, then, wise in clothing them 
in an outer frippery of levity and in fluting 
the edges of the levity with the flippancy 
which many have criticised but which has 
attracted all and madecomment imperative? 
It seems so to me.”’

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Exception .Taken 
to Synge's Defense. 


Editor Music and Drama: I would ike to take 
exception to a few statements made and quoted in 
an article entitled ‘‘ An Irish Play that Caused « 
Riot in Ireland,” which appeared in Sunday’s 
* Tribune.” Jae ¥; 

The quoted defense of the author of the play, that 
there was nothing in the play that he hed not seen 
and heard expressed during hie sojourn amangat 
the Irish peasants, should not carry any weight 
whatever, as any muckraker by nosihg around 
suficientiy would discover traits and character- 
Istics the reverse of flattering in any individual of 
set of individuals in the.world,. especially so in a 
community of limited mental horizons and, which 
altogether lacked wealth to ameliorate thé rigors 
of ving and culture and to soften its mannerisms. 

The truth is .ever welcome, but a half truth. te 
worse than false, and who will say that’ The 
Playboy of the Western World ’”’ conveys a sorrect 
interpretation of the Irish character, written as i 
is by one who was evidently merely. swayed by. the 
least commendable of ‘Its occasional minor’ char- 
acteristics, defects of human nature which are not 
alone to be found in an obscure hamlet of Ireland 
but also, and in a far greater degreé, ih all portions 
of the civilized globe, and perfectly obvious to thé 
merest tyto in the study pf human nature? Indeed, 
that corner of Ireland where the scenes of the play 
are laid, and of which the inhabitants are * mor 
ally deficient,” probably contains a far higher 
averdge of character than far more pretentious 
localities with more ambitious outlooks on life and 
ornamented with pleasing accessories of wealth 
and educution. ag 


It does not require genius to portray uninterest- 
ingly the meaner features of human existence or 
the inevitable defects of hurman nature, whether 
found in utter material nakedness by one not suffi- 
ciently imaginative to éee in them spiritual sig- 
nificances and compensations and lacking the 
ability to throw around them the saving garments 
of humor and pathos, or whether they are found 
im pharasaical and egotistical environments of 
modern culture. 


If Mr. Synge had the ability to grasp the mo- 
tives or discern the wit or pity of the common 
lives that come under his observation he might 
have achieved the enviable fame of a Mark Twain 
or a Mr. Dooley, or, on the othes side of the water, 
of a W. W. Jacobs or the author of “ Barrack 
Room Ballade* and “ A Window in Thrums.”’ 

The common, tedious facts of existence are al- 
ways with us.. What wé need are not playwrights 
like Syngé to reproduce them again before our 
wearied sight, absolutely. devoid of spiritual or 
artistic interpretation, but writers who, if unable 
to throw about them wistful vistas of eternal hope 
or to invest the commen things with an eternal 
significance, can at least see farther than mere 
appearances and who possess the good judgment to 
know that in order to create a good portrak of 
human life in any place or at any time, and not a 
caricature, 4 certain sense of sympathy is neces- 
sary, at least to the extent of excluding possible 
preconceived disiikes and prejudices, and that it 
is nécesegary to study the ‘intricacies of its inward 
aspirations, the manifestations of which are not 
so obvious to the careless observer. 

It may not be right to unduly emphasize the 
virtues of a race or to fail to see its faults in a 
spirit of vainglory, but neither is it proper to 
judge a whole of a nation by 4 part, and that an 
insignificant part, and that part misunderstood 
and misinterpreted. 

It would be just as fair for us to burrow amongst 
the minor faults and failings of the inhabitants 
of a Northumberland fishing village in search for 
material for a drama in which to adequately por- 
tray the characteristics of a race that has pro- 
duced a Shakspeardé and a. St. Thomas & Becket.

FREE HIDES AND CHEAP SHOES. 
A large meeting of tanners and harness 
and boot dnd shoe manufacturers was 
held in this city yesterday to ptotest 
against action injurious to them and the 
community. One of the redeeming feat- 
ures ofthe Payne tariff bill is the free 
listing of hides. Twelve years’ experi- 
ence has convinced .all Sut the packers 
and some ill. informed people that they 
never should have been made dutiable. 
It was done under the pretense of helping 
It ‘has not aided 
him, ‘while it has harmed American indus- 
try and American .cohsumers. 
The senate finance committee proposes 
to undo the work of the house as regards 
hides. The pretext is the protection of 
the cattle raiser. That is arrant nouw- 
sense. If the duty gave him anything it 
would-give him less on his: hides than it 
makes him pay on shoes and harness. 
The only: beneficiaries are the packers. 
The decreased importation of Hiies has 
given them such control of the supply, vf 
that raw material that they. have thrust 
themselves ‘into the tanning business and 
are stifling competition. Leather has 
been made more expensive. Boots and 
shoes, harness, delting, etc., cost more 
than they should. The export trade of 
the United States in shoes and leather has 
been injured: — , 
There are many duties in the Dingley 
law which bear hard on-the American 
consumer. It'would be difficult to fiad 
one so damaging.to many leading Ameri- 
ean industries as that on hides. Yet. the 
senate finance committee would retain it. 
One’ cannot but suspect that it wishes to. 
use the duty as a bait to get the votes of 
senators from cattle raising states, some 
of whose constituents foolishly believe a 
tax on hides benefits them, for prohibitive 
duties on cotton and woolen goods, which 
are heavy taxes on their constituents, for 
the benefit of eastern manufacturers. 
The. protection .which the shoe manu- 
facturers and the independent ‘tanners 
need is free hides. ‘The house has given 
it: to’ them, and. now the finance commit- 
tee of the senate would take it away. 
‘They have a right to protest, and the Chi- 
cago meeting should not be the only one 
of the kind. The industries which are 
menaced, and. the consumers who want 
cheaper shoes.and leather goods of all 
kinds, should makeAheir voices heard in 
congress. If they. cannot ‘get justice in 
the senate, the house should be urged not 
to consent to a. vicious amendment which 
would put the interests of packers above 
those of the consumers and of great in- 
dustries. | : 


RURAL SANITATION. 

The state live stock commission, writing 
of the inspection of meats, says “no good 
reason can be given why the urban popu- 
lation should enjoy a monopoly of. the 
benefits to be derived therefrom.” 
This judicious remark was prompted by 
the fact that there is little or no super- 
vision or ingpection of private abattoirs 
throughout the state and that insanitary 
conditions are allowetl to prevail in so 
many retail meat markets. 

This statement of some of the disad- 
vantages of rural life should make city 
people more contented with their lot. 
They have not the flowery meadows, the 
shady forests, and the rippling streams 
which may be found in the country if one 
looks in the right place for them, but they 
‘have better sanitation. They do. not 
breathe so pure air, but they eat purer 
food. They have the benefit of . better 
sewerage systems. They have more efii- 
cient protection against ‘infectious dis- 
The cities do not get any too much san- 
itary inspection, but the rural districts get 
far too little of. it. So their inhabitants 
have a legitimate: grievance. The death 
rate'in the villages and on the farms 
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¢tralization of health regulation powers in 
illincis to remedy the present lack of co-, 
operation among the various boards, and 


health officials and a method to instruct 
them. 

It is time for the people of the state 
to awake to the importance of public ean- 
itation, as Chicago has done. Life and 
health are as precious in the country es in 
the city. : 


SOME AMERICAN TRADE FEATURES. 
Alaska cost the United States $7,200,- 


| 


There was a loud outcry at the time 
against the expenditure for the “ rocks 
and ice” of a useless land. Everybody 
now knows how rich e return has come 
from the investment. For further illus- 
tration the statistics for eight months of 
the fiscal year to end in June next show 
a net value of the native gold shipped 
from that territory amounting to $16,750,- 
000, this being more than double the orig- 
inal purchase price. 

In the same eight months merchandise 
sent from the United States to Alaska 
had a value of $9,430,000. The cargoes 
in the other direction were valued at 
$12,165,000. The “noncontiguous terri- 
teries ” is the rather clumsy expression by 
which Alaska, Hawaii, Porto Rico, Guam, 
the Philippines, and a few smaller hold- 
ings in the Pacific ‘are designated. Many 
citizens have not the slightest apprecia- 
tion of what they mean, commercially con- 
sidered. The department of commerce 
and labor gives figures to show that the 
trade between them and. continental 
United States for the current year will 
aggregate $150,000,000. Ten years ago 
the total was $70,000,000. 

In eight months merchandise valued at 
$11,500,000 hag been sent to the Hawaii- 
an islands and $22,700,000 has been re 
turned. To Porto Rico $16,000,000 worth 
of merchandise has gone and from it 
$11,000,000 has come. For the Philip- 
pines the outgoing and incoming ship- 
ments have represented about $7,000,000 
each, the balance being slightly in favor 
of the islands. In a general way the 
trend is toward a eteady increase in the 
volume of outgoing trade. To double 
trade relationships within ten years is 
perhaps not as encouraging as some 
might have hoped. But the figures for 
the last eight months give some idea of 
the great possibilities connected with the 
proper development of commerce! along 
these lines. 


THE WATER BOUNDARY. 

The seizure of an American fishing 
schooner by a Canadian cruiser near Van- 
couver is an episode which illustrates the 
dificulty of preserving the peace where 
water boundaries are involved. The latest 
incident seems to be connected with the 
long discussed question whether Hecate 
etrait is a “closed sea” or not. Buta 
similar occurrence is likely to be reported 
in Lake Erie or Lake Huron almost any 
day. Affairs of the kind have taken place | 
in connection with the fisheries on the 
Atlantic coast many times. 

The agreement recently made for mark- 
ing the boundary between the United 
States and Canada will be carried out 
without much difficulty so far as the land 
line is concerned. That can be deter- 
mined by survey -and can. be plainly desig- 
mated by properly placed monuments. 
There has been a good deal of controversy 
connected with it during the long years 
of discussion since the independence of 
the colonies was recognized by the mother 
country. But the problem of the land 
demarkation is a simple one as compared 
with the difficulty of indicating the line 
of division of the water. 

A great deal of patience and forbear- 
ente always will be needed by those who 
have to deal with annoying incidents like 
that of the Kestrel and the Charles Levi 
Woodbury. The antagonisms of the local 
fishermen are proverbial. They are likely 
to continue for. many years. But no one 
will be inclined to take seriously the oc- 
casional controversies that arise. It never 
is easy to determine where the initial] 
blame belongs. The probability is that 
one side is as likely to be the offender as 
the other. No barbed wire fence canbe 
built through the waters. The placing of 
markers is not easy. In many a case the 
boundary~ will be crossed unconsciously. 
The only hopeful method of solution is the 
encouragement. of friendly feelings, and 
those are not always possible where com- 
mercial gain is involved.

But 
whereas an ordinary explorer might do this 
and circumvent English ruies and regula- 
tions, like, for instance, Dr. Sven Hedin, this 
will be out of the question for a prince of the 
blood of a nation that is bound to England 
by ties not only of close friendship but even 
of alliance, and who is, moreover, an officer 
of high rank in the Italian navy.

Admiral Sir John Fisher, whose dictator- 
ship of the navy is just at present the sub- 
ject of so much controversy in England, has 
at length been stirred by the stories current. 
that his mother was a Cinghalese woman, to 
issue a denial thereof. The report has been 
widely circulated and universally believed, so 
it is only fair that Sir John’s explanation 
should receive publicity. According to him 
his mother was Miss Sophie Lambe and she 
was born in London, within sound of Bow 
Bells. Her great-uncle was John Boydell, 
lord mayor of London in 1790. His niece and 
heiress, Anne Philpott, married Lambe of 
New Bond street, by whom she had a daiigh- 
ter, Sophie. The fact that this Sophie Lambe 
became the wife of Capt. Fisher of the Sev- 
enty-eighth Highlanders at a time when he 
was aid de camp to Sir Robert Horton. then 
governor of Ceylon, is probably largely ac- 
countable for the story that the wife of this 
officer was a Cinghalese woman. Capt. Fish- 
er was killed one dark night by a fall from 
his horse, leaving his widow and boy badly 
off. She managed, however, to get him into 
the navy at the age of 13, and Sir John Fisher 
went through all those hard and bitter trials 
which fall to the share of a young officer of 
the royal navy who is entirely without pri- 
vate means and dependent on his pay.

Prince Albert of Belgium, now on his war

Izwolsky’s downfall at St. Petersburg en- 
tails the temporary eclipse of M. Tcharykoft, 
his principal Adlatus at the department of 
foreign affairs on the banks of the Neva. 
In fact, Emperor William is said to have in- 
timated to the czar that he would view 
with sincere regret Tcharykoff’s appoint- 
ment to succeed I[zwolski, or, indeed, his re- 
tention at the Russian foreign office. For 
Tcharykoff is a much more able and ag- 
gressive man than Izwolski, and it is to him 
far more than to Izwolski that people at 
Berlin and at Vienna ascribe Russia’s al- 
Hance with England and her recent attitude 
of hostility towards Austria in connection 
with the Balkan crisis. 

Tcharykoff alone among Russian states- 
men and dignitaries of high rank isa grad- 
uate of the University of Oxford, where he 
spent three years before taking his degree, 
and has remained warmly devoted to his | 
alma mater, talking English with the utmost 
ease and fluency. He is a man of about 54, 
served as a volunteer in the regiment of 
the hussars of the guard during the last 
Turkish war with so much gallantry as to 
win the Order of St. George, and first won 
his diplomatic spurs as principal representa- 
tive of the Russian department of foreign 
affairs on the staff of the governor genera] of 
Turkestan and as diplomatic agent at the 
court of the emir of Bokhara. It was, in- 
deed, through his influence that the emir 
became converted from an unfriendly and 
independent central Asian sovereign into a 
loyal, subservient, and absolutely devoted 
vassal of the czar. He subsequently spent 
} some years at Sofia, where he contributed 
in no small measure to the downfall of Rus- 
sia’s particular enemy, Stambouloff, who 
was afterwards murdered, and to the con- 
version of Ferdinand to Muscovite views 
and to the principle of the czar's supremacy 
in the Balkan states. 

~~. 


Afterwards he came prominently before 
the public as.Muscovite envoy at Belgraue 
during the closing months of the reign ot 
Alexander. It was he who first called the 
attention of the Russian emperor and em- 
press to the conspiracy of Queen Draga to 
palm off on the Servian nation some founa- 
ling as her child by King Alexander and as 
heir to the throne—a discovery that resulted 
in the immediate withdrawal of the patron- 
age and support which Alexander and-his 
wife had until then received from the court 
of St. Petersburg. 

Tcharykoff was also at Belgrade as min- 
ister at the time of the shocking murder of 
the late king and queen. His legation, in- 
deed, was within a stone’s throw of the 
palace when the tragedy took place, and it 
was even asserted that he witnessed certain 
phases of it from the windows of his resi- 
dence without making any attempt to integ 


whom he was accredited. It is universally 
understood that he had beforehand if not a 
direct knowledge at any rate a strong ink- 
ling of the outrage which was about to take 
place, and there is no dotbt that had he in- 
tervened he could have. saved the lives ir 
not the crown of the ill fated royal couple.

His attitude, indeed, aroused such vigorous 
criticism in all the capitals of Europe and 
was rded as so compromising to his gov- 
érnm that the, latter found it politic to 
place him for a time on the waiting list. 
For two years he remained on the shelf, un- 
employed, until appointed to succeed the 
late M. de Struve as minister plenipotentiary 
at The Hague.

changing center, no certainties in their lives. 
Our universe seems to find its fixed point in 

e pole star; where can our lives find the un- 

variable verities? 

to say, the modern man is able to 
enforce his religious faith from a source 
that his fathers feared most of all; science is 
the latest ally to religion. The final word of 
science, the most insistent. is that this is a 
left to 
po eg that all things are guided and or- 

ered. 

Now it makes a tremendous difference 
whether we think of our world as thus under 
the sway of law, or whether we feel our- 
selves the helpless victims of a blind, blun- 
dering, uncertain set of accidents called a 
universe, whether we are in a world where 
law reigns, where right is ever right because 
justice sits at the center. 

Here one finds the stable, unchanging 
foundation, the pole star of being, that this is 
an orderly world, that the same effects al- 
ways follow precisely the same causes, that 
this is a dependable universe. It will not 
mock good sowing with evil harvests, nor 
fail to follow the deed of darkness with the 
doom of death. ; 

It is a good thing to be able to think of an 
all wise, tender personality who has the reins 
of human déstiny in hand, who, like a father, 
stoops down in pity to his children. But 
personality is ever fickle, time works its 
changes, any mind is subject to partiality. 
It seems a far higher conception that the uni- 
verse itself is the expression of the life of this 
all wise, loving, unfailing, unvarying Father 
of us all. 

It is better yet to believe, even though 
blindly, that what I am asa thinking, hoping, 
aspiring, idealizing being is but a reflection 
of that which is the life of my world and 
the source of all life—better to live as in the 
presence of.an eternal and infinite affection, 
energy, and purpose than to fling myself 
down as the dust on the blind wheels of the 
world. 

I may be uncertain in por 4 ways as to 
what I mean when I speak of the infinite be- 
ing; I may hesitate to use any term or even 
phrase here, and yet the great, determinative 
fact of my life, the motive of my whole being, 
may be this confidence that the law that is 
writ so large through all nature is the law 
that runs through all my universe and that 
that law means justice, truth, right, and the 
realization of the best hopes found in me. 

Thus to see life is to find its poise and 
sanity. Life is but madness until we find 
its meaning and its motive. The secret of 
strong, balanced living is living in the pres- 
ence of the great facts of life, seeing life 
large, and whole, and far, relating oneself 
to the whole of our universe and knowing 
that as orderly, sane, and good. 

Men live daily by. faith in the universe, by 
confidence that the seasons will return, that 
you can depend on nature giving as you sow. 
All living is based on the eternal verities of 
nature. Why can we not read this message 
for our own lives? Should not each returning 
day tell of the goodness that is ever new? 

It is folly to look for some authoritative 
word revealing a good ruler of the world if 
you do not find goodness writ large and 
everywhere in the world as you have it. Why 
should we not trust the revelation of justice 
and affection in nature? Why should we 
not seek ourselves to learn the laws of life, to 
be in harmony with this universe of law and 
so to come at last to know the face of that 
life which has taught us life and love through 
the work of his ffhgers? 

We need no dreams of dwelling beyond 
pearly gates; we need no promise of para- 
dises of sloth or of fairy furnishings, all we 
need to make our lives full, and rich, and 
strong is this faith that the world is even 
now being made by right and truth, that no 
other way than that of the right is possible 
to the true man, that the love that passes 
our knowledge is over all and this love is the 
law for our lives and for our living.

O European or American can ever suc- 

ceed in fathoming the depths of the 

oriental mind. Sir Robert Hart, who 

spent half a century in the service of 

China, where he holds a loftier rank 

than that ever attainéd by any white man, 

confesses that every year which he has spent 

in the far east increased his appreciation 

of his ignorance concerning the people 
among whom he cast his lot. _ 

Lord Cromer, who, after two successive 
sojourns in India, first as private secretary 
and alter ego of the viceroy, Lord North- 
brook, and then as minister of finance at 
Calcutta, put in more than twenty-five 
years as de facto ruler of Egypt, has made 
an analogous admission with regard to ori- 
entals. So, too, have Lord Curzon and other 
men of mark, whoareregarded as authorities 
of international fame in everything that 
pertains to the east. 

One and all declare that to a European, 
no matter what his experience, the oriental. 
mind is utterly unacéountable. That is why 
it is impossible to predict what is going to 
take place at Constantinople, where the 
situation is changing from day to day. Just 
in the same manner that the boxer rebellion 
in China caught Sir Robert Hart entirely un- 
awares in 1900, so were the various foreign 
ambassadors at Constantinople completely 
taken by surprise in connection with the 
revolutionary coup d'état there last summer. 
Yet some of them had been stationed for 
whole decades on the shores of the Bos- 
porus for no other purpose than to keep 
careful. watch upon the doings and projects 
of the sublime porte. 

What the ultimate outcome of the dis- 
turbances of the last week in. the Turkish 
gapital and elsewhere in the Ottoman em- 
pire will be it is difficult to foresee. Any 
prophecy would, under the circumetances, 
be mere conjecture. But one thing at any 
rate remains certain—namely: that the sul- 
tan will be still further shorn of his prestige 
and authority, if, indeed, he is still alive and 
on the throne when this letter appears in 
print. 

>. 

The man towards whom more eyes are 
turned today in Turkey than upon. any one 
else and who indeed may be said to hold 
the key of the situation at Constantinople 
is the sheikh ul Islam. Mehmed Djemal 
Eddin Effendi, who, although owing his of- 
fice, the highest in the state, to the sultan, 
has, nevertheless, the sole power to depose 
the sovereign and to proclaim all true fol- 
lowers of the prophet as relieved of any 
further allegiance tgwards the monarch 
whom he has pronounced unfit to reign. 

In one word, no sultan can be removed 
nor his successor appointed witMout a fetvah 
or decree of the sheikh ub Islam, who can 
likewise prohibit the execution of ang com- 
mand of the sultan when he considers it to 
be contrary to the multeka, a legal code 
based on the traditional sayings of Mahomet, 
and the recorded decisions of his successors, 
having the force of precedent. 

While the sheikh ul Islam ts the highest 
ecclesiastical dignitary of the empire he is 
still more important and powerful as the 
supreme interpreter of the koranic and 
multekan law. Nearly the whole of Turkish 
jurisprudence is based upon these and is 
administered by the so-called sheri courts, 
all of whose decisions are liable to revision 
and reversal by the sheikh ul Islam. The 
sheikh therefore occupies a position some- 
thing akin to that of the lord high chan- 
cellor in those ante-reformation times in 
England when the keepership of the great 
seal of the realm was held by a prelate, who 
was not only the highest dignitary of the 
church but also of the law. If the sheikh 
is the head of the clergy, or imaums, he is 
also .the chief of the ulemas, who supply 
all the judges, magistrates, and also pro- 
fessors and teachers. 

—>- 

The revenue required for their mainte- 
nance js derived from the vacoufsgor church 
lands, which are enormous in extent. In 
fact, the Statesman’s Year Book, one of the 
most conservative of. standard annual 
works of reference, declares that at least 
three-fourths of the urban property of the 
Ottoman empire belongs to the vacouf. It 
is no exaggeration, indeed, to assert :that it 
holds most of the freehold in’ the sultan’s 
dominions and is the ground landlord of the 
‘vast majority of the population. 

The leases which it grants have all sorts 
of oppressive stipulations, among them one 
to the effect that if a leaseholder dies without 
a direct heir, a son or daughter or grand- 
child, the property-reverts, ispo facto, to the 
vacouf, and cannot be bequeathed to either 
widow or other relatives.

I confess | am terribly perplexed by th‘s 
question and I believe 1 am not the only one 
who is so perplexed. In fact, 1 feel a double 
personality in me when | think of this matter 
of capital punishment. As a student of crim- 
inal amthropology who is constantly fighting 
crime and who believes that crime is of a 
morbid origin, 1 am for the death penalty, and 
I have frequently written in its favor in my 
works. 

In spite of prison, deportation, and forced 
| labor, 1 argue that the criminals will go on re 
peating their crimes for the third or fourth time. There is nothing 
left, therefore, for society to do but to inflict the extreme but effective 
punishment of death. Assuredly for barbarous men whom prisons do 
not inspire with dread the death penalty is thé only thing feasible. 

Still this cold blooded execution otdered by judges and not infre- 
quently accompanied by the gaping of crowds is repulsive to. the deli- 
eate senses of civilized peoples. It even may frequently be followed by 
similar crimes inspired by the law of imitation and the executed 
victim may become the founder of a criminal cult, so to speak. | 

The adversaries of capital punishment, on the other hand, must 
ask themselves this question: What is society to do to defend itself 
against an assassin who goes on repeating his crimes, who would kill 
his guardians and go on menacing society again? Is it more humane 
to lend such a man his hands and feet for the rest of bis days? . 
_ The death penalty, however, must not be used too loosely. It is 
sufficient for it to hang like a sword of Damocles over the heads of the 
most terrible criminals. Under such conditions the objection to the 
death penalty on account of its being irreparable also will have disap- 
peared, for the criminal will have been given the opportunity to reform. 

Similarly we ought to maintain the death penalty against an or- 
ganizéd secret society having for its object open brigandage and 
plunder and the menacing of the entire society of a country. 'Under 
such circumstances the death penalty even if inflicted by civil author- 


Nature Moves in Mysterious Ways. 


EITHER Darwinism nor any other theory in 
science or philosophy can give more than a 
secondary explanation of phenomena. Some 
deeper power or cause always has to be postu- 
- lated. The underlying fundamental causes are 
‘and probably ever will remain not only un- 
known but even inconceivable by us. 
The mysterious power we term life, which 
alone renders possible the production from 
a few of the chemical elements of such di- 
verse fabrics as bone and skin, hom and hair, 
muscle and nerve, and brain cells; which, 
from identical soil, water, and air, manufac- 
tures all the infinitely varied products of the

fruits for our use and enjoyment, the endless woods and fibers, gums, 
and oils, and resins, to serve the purposes of our ever developing 
arts and manufactures, will surely never be explained—as many sup- 
pose they will be—in terms of mere matter and motion. 

But beyond even these marvels is the yet greater marvel! of that 
ever present organizing and guiding power which—to take a single 
éxamplegeneration after generation,-and even year after year during 

' the life of the individual, builds up anew that most wonderful con- 
geries of organs, the bird’s covering of feathers. Not only is a feather 
@ miracle of complex structure, in every minutest part adapted for 
most important and even vital ends, but it may be safely stated that 
no two feathers on any bird are absolutely identical, varying in con- 
tour, in curvature, in rigidity, in size, by almost imperceptible grada- 
tions, so that each fulfills its special purpose.

To pretend that the death pen- 
alty is contrary to nature means to feign ignorance of the fact which 
is written in nature’s books in large Jetters, the fact that organized so- 
ciety is based upon a struggle for existence followed by most fearfu! 
hecatombs. 

The fact that there are such born criminals, organized for de 
struction, criminals who are living reproductions not only of the most 
savage men but also of. the most ferocious animals, far from render- 
ing us compassionate towards them only hardens us and deprives ua 
of all pity towards them. : 


I have spoken often as a criminal anthropologist. But years have. 


passed and these conclusions, more logical than humanitarian, were, 
if not destroyed and upset, at least changed and modified by some- 
thing which is far stronger than logic—by the hgman heart. We 
have learned that we cannot think the death penalty a thing with 
which to take vengeance and much less can it be considered an aim to 
intimidate criminals, for we have seen criminals steal, and murder, and 
assicsinate on the same day and even at the | 
same place where the death penalty has been 
inflicted. 

There remains therefore but one excuse for 
the death penalty, and that is that of radical 
elimination of a dangerous element. But here 
fre must not forget that in order to attain this 
gesired elimination of a dangerous dlass one 
must guillotine, one must kill, not ten or twenty 
criminals a year, but 3,000 criminals in Italy 
and 2,000 in France. This would be a veritable 


butchery. And I believe that in our age, in an 
age so thoroughly imbued with a spirit of hu- 
manity, not even ‘the most ardent partisan of 
the death penalty will dare suggest such a course.

law of usefulness, which constitutes the fundamental! principle of Dar- 
winism. 

We must alwaye remember that, where we observe or ex- 
periment with ten or hundreds of individuals, nature carries on 
her work with millions and thousands of millions;~that, where- 
as our observations are only intermittent and : 
for short periods, nature acts perpetually, 
and has so acted throughout all past geologica! 
times, and, lastly, that, while we are con 
cerned with one or two species at a_ time, 
and to a large extent ignorantly and blindly, 
she acts simultaneously on all living things, 
plants as well as animals, that occupy the 
same area, and always in such a way as 
to preserve every advantageous variation, 
however slight, in all those which are destined 
to continue the race, and to become, step by 
step, modified into new species, in strict adapta- 
tion to the new conditions which are slowly 
beimg evolved. 
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Question of Ideals in Mode 


OT every young man is going to make a suc- 
cess at money getting. Inevitably that young 
man who tries hardest to do so and who by the 
law of averages as inevitably fails, must be 
most gri¢vously disappointed. 

These are facts that were inescapable when 
society was on a far simpler basis and when 
the accumulation of $100,000 represented a 
fortune. ‘They are facts to be multiplied by 
ten in this age when a million dollars does not 
make a rich man in the accepted term. Vir- 
tually the same ratio exists all down the line 
of accumulations from business and profes- 
sional efforts. 
“ What medium line shall 1 fix upon in the 
choice of my life work?” today is one of the greatest questions which 
the young man has to answer for himself. 

Ordinarily it may be settled as fact that the young man entering 
the field of merchandising trade does so for the “money there is iu 
it.” He has decided to work for money, only. He may have the mer- 
chant instinct, but if it promised no money reward it is questionable if 
he would go into it. That man deciding upon manufacturing as hia 
occupation may have a greater personal incentive, in that it will feed 
an ambition to excel in mechanical tastes and talent. Yet sooner or 
later the manufacturer, through competitive forces, must make his 
concessions to money getting. If he become a man of family the 
luxury and extravagance of the times will be a further inducement 
to the concession. 

Yet on the same basis of the law of averages, comparatively few 
of the business men of the country succeed at money getting. Flirig- 
ing tastes and ideals to the winds and becoming wholly consecrated 
to the accumulation of riches, by far the greater number of these 
workers fail. With ideals gone and with the hope of wealth de- 
stroyed, what is left for them? 

Compare with this type of man the worker who, in choosing his 
occupation, concedes everything for the privilege of doing his chosen 
work. He accepts this opportunity as a privilege. It is an invita- 
tion to his particular talent—perhaps genius. Naturally he cam expect 
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of it a compensation which will enable him to follow the work. 
will take that chance. It is incidental to the main question. 

Yet from whatever high, idealist point of view such a man 1 
his choice of a life work he*may anticipate the time when in his ¢ 
heart he may have to question that decision. Almost imevitably 
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must expect competitions: Men.with less of the ideal in.them will b&sq 
following this chosen occupation. As these men lack idealism, they)

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HE real author of the revolution 
is Abdul Hamid.”’ 
This is the dictum of Charles 
Roden Buxton, author of “ Tur- 
key in Revolution "’ (imported by 
Scribner’s Sons), and in saying 
this he confirms the reports which have 
come from Constantinople in the last week. 
His book is a description of the revolution 
of two anda half years ago, of its beginnings, 
its progress, and its failure. The author was 
in Turkey nearly a year before the revolu- 
tion broke out, and was there for the purpose 
of ohserving the trend of affairs.: He had 
been there before, and was familiar with 
Turkish politics and the propaganda of the 
Young Turks. The means used by the latter 
are described at full length, and the “* atmos- 
phere” in Turkey, but especially Constan- 
tinople, are thus told: - 

Arrived, we found a city of night spies in every 
quarter, communication with intellectual Turkish 
society impossible, conversation even in the hotel 
interrupted by turnings of the head to see who was 
within hearing distance; the words “ liberty " and 
*“constitution’’ expunged from all: printed vo- 
cabularies; book shops and newspapers scarcely 
to be seen—a few French and Greek journals as 
uninteresting and uninforrhing as the Court Ga- 
zette; and at the same time rumors—rumors wild 
and vague on every hand, rumors of disaffection 
in the army, of a liberal movement among theo- 
logical students, of some mysterious upheaval des- 
tined to follow the expected death (from disease, of 
course) of Abdul Hamid, of preparations for filght 
among the corrupt and cringing camarilla of the 
palace, of Pan-Slavist stirrings among the Russian 
people, and unknown: developments in the foreign 
office dt St. Petersburg—of things probable and 
things impossible, things desired and things feared. 

But above all, dominating all, Yildiz Kiosk, the 
palace, four miles away along the shore of the Bos- 
porus, the home of the sultan and of his favorites, 
the central bureau of the empire; with its spies, 
the most perfect intelligence department in the 
world, its private telegraph wires, its secret cipher 
unknown to the nominal ministers of state, the 
puppets inhabiting the old government offices of 
the historic ‘‘ high gate,’” the ‘‘ sublime porte,”’ in 
the heart of the city of Stamboul—Yildiz Kiosk, 
with its agents on the remotest confines of the em- 
pire, from lovely Ochrida in the recesses of the 
Pindus, to Arabia Felix in the south, and the 
gloomy wastes of Kurdistan in the east. And 
gloom was the dominant note in the picture even 
here at the center, though the sun glittered on the 


Bosporus, and sank in glory behind the long line 
of gray mosques and white turrets and roofs of 


brown, and red, and gold. ;

He then goes on to describe the almost ideal 
conditions found four months later when the 
frightened sultan had granted, temporarily, 
some of the demands made upon him—when 
the Turkish nation was actually voting and 
the hopes for a constitutional government 
seemed about to be realized. 

In the unnatural state of “ liberty " which 
obtained at the convening of the first Turk- 
ish congress the conglomerate and ignorant 
body of people making up the Turkish empire 
acted as any people might who were suddenly 
ushered from the darkness of despotism into 
the light of constitutional enfranchisement. 


To most of them liberty meant license, and no_ 


two agreed on what the constitution was. It 
was, Mr. Buxton says, an orgy of emancipa- 
tion. The book contains many sketches of 
the men prominent at the present time. Here 
is one of the Sheikh-ul-Isiam, the head of the 
church and in some ways the most powerful 
man of the empire: 

About sixty years of age, with grizzled beard 
and mustache 
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while the coffee and cigarets were being handed 
round to us—‘‘ the constitution of today is a dif- 
ferent thing altogether from the constitution of 
1876. That was a sham; its authors did not mean 
it to last. This isa reality. The people are ready 
for it; it will remain.”’ 

‘*‘But is a real constitutional government per- 
mitted by the law of Isiam?’* 

** Permitted? It is more than permitted. The 
law of Islam is more liberal than the constitution 
itself.’’ 

‘*'Then the influence of the church will be in its 
favor?’’

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Circus Performers 
Born to Profession. 


Where does the circus performer come 
from? 

Ir there is one question asked more often 
than all others, this is the interrogation 
which meets persons in the circus world. 
Qiite naturally so, too, because the evolution 
of a circus performer is an example of 

rogress. ‘ 
virhe circus performer (in reality a worker 
like the carpenter or the machinist) is the 
finished product of years of study and hard 
work. Performers take up the circus busi- 
nesa in childhood. The greater numbers of 
them are born of circus people. Therefore, 
the calling is natural to them, and their 
ambitions are turned showward early in life, 
when other boye are figuring out snow forta 
and such. 

With the Barnum and Bailey show this 
year is Julia Lowande of the Lowande fam- 
ily of the circus. This family wes founded 
in the seventeenth century by Oscar Lo« 
wande, and today his progeny occupy places 
in the circus that their paternal progenitor 
occupied before the crown heads of Europe 
when the independence of the United States 
was a thing not thought of. The first Lo- 
wande was a wanderer. He was a circusin 
himself. As his show business prospered 
he bought a horse. As far ascan be learned, 
he was the first tumbling bareback rider. 

He married a woman in the show business. 
Through the children of that marriage the 
name of Lowande was planted in the west- 
ern hemisphere. His grandohildren were 
reared in the show business, and the circus 
world of our forefathers was no circus world 
unless one or more of the Lowande family 
wae with the show. 

With the Barnum ehows aleo are two 
lineal descendants of Dan Rice. If you do 
not know who Dan Rice was, ask your 
grandfather, or, if he is living, ask your 
great-grandfather. Dan Rice was a circus 
pioneer, who waged war in the early days 
with P. T. Barnum. , . 

Around the circus are great opportunities. 
From the ranks of the humblest heave come 
some of the greatest. There is a fascination 
about the circus that attracts and holds the 
attention. Many of the most prominent per- 
formers in the circus today were once prop- 
erty boys, baggage boys, messengers, can- 
vas lacers, or something similar. Once 
around a big show, their ambition was fired. 
Between shows they found time for practice. 
In time they became athletes, clowns, acro- 
bats, or something else that put their names 
on the program. Constant application and 
honest effort brought them tothe fore. Their 
childrem and their grandchildren now are 
with the show.

“The Chanticleer”  - 
Applies Universally. 


Lucien ry is the man who Is to play the 
name part of “ The Chanticleer,” first made 
famous in Paris by Coquelin. ‘* What is the 
‘Chanticleer ’?” asks everybody who has not 
been to Paris lately enough to see this re- 
markable production for himself. Everybody 
knows in a general way that it is the story of 
a farmyard cock, but how can there be @ 
m’aning to a story of a farmyard cock? 

The fact is that it is full of meaning—double 
meaning—and the fanciful story of the life 
of the cock is used to convey a satire fn the 
best style of Rostand, who Is declared by the 
Parisians to have done the most original 
thing since the Greeks laid down their pens. 
The story is this: The cock, glorious and 
beautiful, is the undisputed sovereign of the 
farmyard, the watchful and jealous guardian 
of the hens. He ise greatly attached to one 
particular hen, who makes special appeal to 


®nis vanity as a lady killer. One day there 


comes fluttering into the precincts where 
Chanticleer lords it a poor, frightened guinea 
fowl. She has been chased by sportsmen and 
flies for refuge into the castle of the cock. 
Nor does she cry in vain. Chanticleer be- 
comes amorous of her. 

The idyl continues, to the sore distress, of 
course, of the displaced hen. The cock is 
more vainglorious than ever. He calls the 
gun up each morning, he says; without him 
(the sun’s trumpeter) the earth would be in 
darkness and almost uninhabitable. How 
great a debt, then, we owe to Chanticleer! 
In his passionate idolatry of the guinea fowl 
the cock files away with her to a distant for 
est. There one morning, sleeping under the 
wing of his love, he fails to rise at the ap- 
pointed hour and salute the morn. Yet— 
astounding fact—the sun appears over the 
horizon as usual. Then it is not the cock who 
calls the great luminary from its watery bed 
on the other side of the world. The sun evi- 
dently rises of its own accord; it has no need 
of the cock. Horrible thought! The cock is 
much depressed, his vanity deserts him. He 
sings a doleful dirge, in contrast with his 
boastful song at the opening of the play. 

The story is in the form of a poem, and be- 
sides the fact that it is a general] castigation 
of human vanity it is full of allusions to pop- 
ular political prejudices. It scourges society, 
and Coquelin before he died declared it to be 
a greater effort than ‘‘ Cyfano de Bergerac.”’ 
In spite of its political allusions it is univer- 
sal in application. 

Guitry, who plays the r6le of the cock, is 
called by many the greatest living actor. He 
is described as. more natural than Irving, 
more modern than Coquelin, and more rea}- 
istic than anybody living. He Is greatest fm 
the parts that show an elemental man. a man 
who is brutal, rugged, rough shouldered, 
habituated to conquest, and never stopping 
for anything moral or material. One of his 
great parts is in “ M. Peigots,’’ by Alfred 
Capus, in which the hero {8 an unscrupulous 
financier who runs a casino.

Open Air Theater | 
Planned by Lorimer. 


Ben Greet players are to be outrivaled in 
the United States by a company headed by 
Wright Lorimer, in the wilds of New Jer- 
sey, where nature has bullt all the accesso- 
ries required for an amphitheater. Cedar 
Lake, N. J., the country home of Mr. Loii- 
mer and many prominent eastern people, is +o 
be the ecene of classical and Shakspearean 
dramas which the actor-writer plans to 
present for the esthetic tastes of his follow- 
ers. 

The idea to build an open air theater sug- 
gested itself to Mr. Lorimer by the presence 
in the rear of his estate of a hugh ledge of 
rock, thirty feet in height, which forms al- 
most a perfect semi-circle. 

“T have made up my mind,”’ said Mr. Lori- 
mer in his dressing room at the Auditorium 
one night last week, “that this rock fur- 
nishes the natural surroundings tcr an am- 
phitheater. This summer Carl Eckstron 
and myself will go to work and build a stace 
in frent of this ledge. We will then hav. 
an open air setting which cannot be duplicat- 
ed in this country or any other part of the 
world. My intentions are to produce the 
‘Midsummer Night's Dream’ and other 
Shakespearean and classical dramas. To aid 
to the rustic appearance I propose tu carve 
another rock nearby into a shape af a-sphinx. 
It already has the outlines and by finishinz it 
I believe I will have the first 
sphinx.”’

Denville, N. J. and among his neighbors are 


many wealthy New Yorkers, including Hiram | 


Maxim, the inventor. Mr. Lorimer, in his 
leisure hours, devotes muc' of*his time to 
mechanics and prides himself on having 
planned and constructed his summer log 
cabin, @ spacious lodge with the large open 
hearths and other fittings that go to make tp 
a& cozy resting place.

Writer Favors Chanees of Johnson 
Over Stanley Ketehel.

Lem. than two weeks ago the fighting fans 
atid ring critics all over the country were 
harping because the leaders in the pugilistic 
game were inclined to efdéstep challenges 
of all gorta, no matter from What source 
they came. Just when everybody had about 
given up hope of a world’s championship of 
any sort in the near futtire Jack Johnson 
signed articles to fight Stanley Ketchel. 

Scarcely had the echo of the announcement 
died away, when Battling Nelson and Packey 
McFarland got together and signed their 
names to a contract to fight on the coast be- 
fore Coffroth's club on July 5 for the world’s 
lightweight, championship. 

With these two contests on the slate. the 
pugilistic pot ought to sizzle from now until 
the referee counte ten over the prostrate 
body of the losers. 


Corbett Is Disappointed. 


I ath digappointed, of course, in losing the 
oppertunity of showing the fighting world 
that Johnson is not my superior, but, as I 
‘have dismissed that subject from my mind, I 
will devote what I have to say in Tus 
TRIBUNE to the probable outcome of the 
Johnison-Ketchell fight, and at different 
times between now and the time the two en- 
ter the ring write what I may observe in the 
development of the two man for battle. 

There if a wide impréssion already 
throughout the sporting world that Ketchel! 
in making a match with Johnson bagged a 
good thing, And so far as Ketchel’s repu- 
tation goes; he stands to lose nothing in 
meeting the big black. Up to the present 
time Johnsen has whipped no one of great 
importance except Burns, and there is no 
queétion in my mind that Ketchel aiso could 
have put Tommyaway. Ketchel might have 
whipped Burns in half the time that John- 
son did, in fact, but still there is this much 
to gay in favor of Johnson: He did tiot have 
to do his best against Fommy nor did he 
ever at any second of the time he was in the 
ring show what his defensive strength was. 

Ketchel Hasn’t Bven Chance. 

I do not bélieve as Some Writers on pugilism 
do that Ketchel has an even chance with 
Johnson. Far be it from that. Despite the 
query often heard when Johnson’ 8 name is 
brought up in @ conversation, “ Who has he 
‘ever whipped?’ the negro will have ,sych a 
big physical advantage over Ket 
ought to win easily. Howévgs;T am still of 
the same opinion as as before that 
Ketcliel has & punch that will whip any man 
if it ever lands ona vital spot. His chances 
of getting home @ wallop to a vital spot on 
‘Johnson's anatomy are a great deal less than 
if he were fighting 4 man of equal weight and 
\pize 


I saw Ketchel at work In his quarters in 
Frisco before the fight between himself and 
Papke, and I made up my mind then that no 
matter Who hé entered the ring with I woulda 
never gay that he didn’t have at least one 
chance in three of winning. Johnson's @e- 
fense may be the stumbling stone to defeat 
for Ketchel. In battle with a man his own 
size Ketchel has a good chance of breaking 
through an opponent's guard with his de- 
ceptive shift, but in going up against a mean 
like Johnson Ketchel has not only defense to 
figure out, but judgment of distance is 
changed and his method of landing a biow 
hee to be altered some to reach «@ vital spot.

Dane Grants Concéssions. 


Nelson always has insisted on a long dis- 
tance encounter with McFarland, and he 
wasn’t alone in granting concessions, Mc- 
Farland has realized all along thant if he ex- 
pected to whip Neleon he would have to do it 
inside of twenty rounds. Every round a 
fight goes after the twentieth in which the 
Dane is a principal his chances of victory 
increases. McFarland probably figures that 
his greater weight and larger muscles will 
offset the Dajie’s endurance. 

Packey also conceded quite a big financial 
consideration when hé allowed all picture 
rights to go to Nelson and Coffroth. The in- 
come from the pictures alone might amount 
to mote than the entire gate receipts. The 
income from the Britt-Nelson fight pictures 
was enormous, and probably the Dane figures 
it out that another fortune will be in store 
for him from the Same source. 

But the main fact is that the two boys are 
matched, and they undoubtedly are the fore- 
most in the lightweight division. Both had 
to make concessions, and the fight ought to 
be one of the best evér pulled off in this 
country.. 


Corbett Admires Nelson. 


it always have been a great admirer of 
Battling Nelson. He to my mind is close to 
the ideal type of slugging fighter. While f 
never cared to look at a battlé between men 
of Nelson's type, I know how it appeals to 
a great class of people and how popular he Is. 
The Dane has two qualities to a greater de- 
gree than any fighter that ever lived. His 
nerve is of steel and his brute force is scarce. 
ly able to understand. Nelson really can 
stand more than many great fighters twice 
his size. 

McFarland may be able to do what no one 
else has ever accomplished, but if the Dane 
has kept as close watch over his habits as 
I think he has McFarland probably: will come 
no closer to accomplishing the overthrow 

of Bat than Gans did.» The Battler and 
Packey wil! put up a fight much along the 
same line as Britt and the Dane, and those 
who.saw the two contests between Nelson 
and Jimmy say they were the best they ever 
saw. Packey will represent the modern type 
of clever fighter, while the Dane wil! uphold 
the old type of hammer and tong pugilist. 

A survey of the contest from long distance 
after a careful perusal of the past leads me to 
believe that Nelson will add another victory 
to his already heavy weighted down beit. 
McFarland may train for the battle with the 
idea of trying to go the entire distance with 
Nelson. Packey is an old friend of the 
Dane's, and he ought to know that if he goes 
in and tries to slug it through with him he 
will get all that is coming to him. 

Packey's best chance of victory lies In his 
making a careful fight. He wants to train for 
endurance, and, if possible, get,twicé as 
much powef tehind his blows as he ever had. 
One advantage McFarland has over any 
other opponent of Nelson is his knowledge 
of the Dane's tactics and character. Packey 
ought to know by this time what he is up 
against in a fight with the Dane. 

No matter who wins the battle ought to be 
worth making a@ trip across the continent to 
see. I hope to be there, and if I do I expect 
to see the Dane carry off the big end of the 
purse. However, tine may alter my opinion 
gome, and my prediction is now made on 
the belief that Nelson has improved rather 
than gone back since @ year ago, when he de- 
feated Joe Gans twice in shor? order. 

With the Coulon and Attel, and Papke and 
Kelly fight in addition to the two great fights 

above the coming six months give 
romise of being the most interesting from a 
pugilistic standpoint tn many years.

Asamatter of fact, two of these 22 000 horse 
power units already are dancing the dervish 
dance in the Quarry street station and the 
third one is in course of erection.

Chicago Possesses Old Favorite. 


Not the least interesting feature of the 
Quarry street 22,000 horse power turbine is 
how utterly in the shade it has put this 
famous Corliss engine, which for twenty 
years after Grandpa visited the centennial 
in 1876 Grandpa insisfed on talking about 
every time he passed the local sawmill. 

Having the greatest prime mover in the 
world in this spring of 1909, Chicago for 
thirty odd years has had the greatest prime 
mover that existed in 1876, and for twenty 
years at least hasn’t given the matter a 
thought. Down at the Pullman works, how- 
ever, Chief Engineer Hoffman and his as- 
sistant, Frank Kerr, are inclined to smile 
a little. blandly, at the story of the Quarry 
street giant, and suggest that if Quarry street 
will only train down to class, the famous old 
Corliss still is in the ring. 

. It was George M. Pullman himself who at 
the close of the Philadelphia 
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packed his grip, got into a Wagner sleeper, 
and went down to Philadelphia with his 
checkbook full of blanks. How much he 
paid for the show piece of the Philadelphia 
machinery hall probably isn’t known today. 
But he paid for it, and doubtless it was a 
fancy price, judging from the elaborate 
engine room which his architects designed 
for it, long before the model town began to 


build up. Yesterday, after lapse of a gen», 


eration, the old Corliss in the same old Pull- ) 


man finish machine room, did a day’s work 
at 1,800 horse power, and, as Engineer Hoff- 
man insists, just about as economically as 
anything in the newfangled turbine class. 
Remember, Mr. Hoffman isn’t saying that 
if they were building the Pullman works over 
again they would buy another Corliss en- 
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gine. The point he makes is that, pound for 
pound of steam used, his old Corliss is 
knocking out net results about as cheaply as 
any other type of engine that snuggles up 
close to a smoking chimney. And year after 
year it’s the steam that costs money.

Engineer Makes Some Comparisons. 


The whole point made by Mr. Hoffman is 
revolved around by the modern steam con- 
denser. In the compound condensing engines 
of the reciprocating type he says it is a good 
one that with fifteen pounds of steam can 

* develop power to lift that 33,000 pounds one 
foot in one minute; further, he charges that 
the Quarry street prize turbine needs twelve 
pounds of steam to develop that single horse 
power. As agaist these figures Mr. Hoffman 
says that for thirty-odd years his old Cor- 
liss has been knocking out a horse power with 
every sixteen pounds of steam that he has 
let through her cylinders. 

The modern engineer is inclined to laugh, 
looking at the huge framework of the old 
Corliss, shining in every part and almost re- 
flected in the polished quarter sawed oak 
flooring of the engine room. The Quarry 
street turbine, at 22,000 horse power, can be 
accommodated in half the room that is re- 
quired for the old Corliss of 1,800 horse power. 
But here, too, Engineer Hoffman has an 6x- 
pression coming. He wants to know about 
the condensers and the space they occupy 
and their initial cost and expense of up-keep. 

If the Quarry street plant had to buy water 
through a city meter in order to effect its 

- condensations of steam in those almost per- 
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fect vacuums, he says the company would go 
broke in six months. As it is, the Quarry 
street turbines have a gravity flow of cold 
water out of the south branch, and in addi- 
tion employ two Corliss engines themselves 
still further to perfect it. With all this 
Quarry street maintains a vacuum within 
half an inch of absolute.

The old Corliss, operating its own con- 
densers, which are twenty-nine inches short 
of perfection, stil! gets a horse power out of 
its sixteen pounds of steam, as against the 
twelve pounds necessary In Quarry street. 
Given plenty of real estate on which to plant 
22,000 horse power of Corliss construction, 
Mr. Hoffman asks if those odd four pounds of 
steam are worth the saving. 


That plenty of real estate must be a de- 
termining factor, however, is shown in some 
of the dimensions of the old Centennial Cor- 
liss compared with the Quarry street turbine. 

Including basework and condenser, the tur- 
bine for 22,000 horse power is only 14 feet 8 
inches in diameter and standing 83 feet 4 
inches inclusive of the electric generator 
which caps ft. The old Corliss of only 1,800 
horse power stands 3 feet In height and 
must accommodate a geared flywheel that 
is 30 feet in diameter. Proceeding according 
to mere scale measurements, then, a 22,000 
horse power Corliss would rise 468 feet into 
the air and whirl a flywheel 360 feet in 
diameter.

“The trouble with most of the fellows,” 
said he, “is that they really don’t do any- 
thing to justify a visit from success.

Then they put on their 
cuffs and go home and eat and go out and 
shoot pool for the evening, or worse. In the 
morning they get up hating themselves and

Moral of the Cash Register; 


More Jobs, More Mistakes. 
By. Joseph G. Rogers. 


N a small office where retail sales across 
the counter were a part of the clerk’s 
business there once dwelt an original 
register. Daily this register showed dif- 
ferent results, sometimes being short and 

sometimes being way over. 

The sales made were small, seldom averag- 
ing more than 8 cents to the customer, and 
when some plutocratic person invested in 25 


cents’ worth of goods it was noted as alarge . 


sale. The necessity of handling pennies and 
making small change for hearly every pur- 
chaser may have accounted for the original 
trend of the register. 

Most of the trade centered around noon and 
supper time, just about the time the clerks 
were in a hurry to go to lunch or to go home, 
which also may have had something to do 
with the originality on the part of the ma- 
chine. As the customers varied in size from 
burly shop men to tiny 8 year olde, addi- 
tional trouble was found fn handling patrons. 

As there was no one clerk designated for 
the work of waiting on the counter trade, who 
ever happened to be nearest it. looked after 
the wants of the customer. Thus it was that 
the erratic machine was handled by a num- 
ber of people, and whenever it was much 
short the blame could not be placed on any 
one. 

There was, however, no suspicion of dis- 
honesty because the mathine about balanced 
month in and month out. The amount of the 


shortage when it was short was too small 
to tempt a thief, and the only explanation 
wee that in the hurry and bustle of waiting on 
a number of customers at once, with a num- 
ber of different clerks ‘* ringing up’’ on the 
register, mistakes were frequently made. 

After several months of this ‘‘ high and low 
and closing quotations” on the part of the 
register the proprietor became extremely 
angry. Shouting that it was a shame that 
his clerks couldn’t,handle a simple thing like 
a cash register, he declared that he would 
look after it himself, just to show them how 
it should be handled. 

No one else was to touch it. He would 
ring up all the sales, and as a result found 
that he had to be on the job at 5a. m. and 
stay there until 6:30 p. m., with only a sand- 
wich during the interim. 

As was to be expected—by every one but 
himself—at the end of the first day the ma- 
chine was $1.68 shy, and at the end of the 


second day 86 cents over, and at the end of. 


the fourth day the proprietor gave it up in 
disgust. 

With this test as proof the proprietor now 
declares that where a number of smal! sales 
are handled in a hurry, where the change to 
be made consists of unusual amounts, and 
where the clerk must sell the goods and 
handle the register one man, no matter how 
faithfully he works, may make frequent 
errors.

- to-the private soldiers eee 
again calls attention to this Vine of ar- 
tivity as a solution of some of the labor 
troubles. The army might provide a 

ing for some of the unemployed who hon- 

estly are willing to work. FOr an unmarried 

either the education nor the ambition to 

advance in civil life the army may prove 

able. 


To many such workers or wouldbe workers 
wife in the army is an ‘unfathomable mystery 
and they are afraid of the mysterious. But 

once the real life of the soldier is 
prought to light there appear to be oppor- 
tunities which may be grasped by workers 
in many lines. 

To enter the army it is required that one 
ghould be an American and able to read and 
write the English language. The strict 

sical examination may be passed by the 
average man in good health. Then ‘when ac- 
cepted the recruit is given ‘ full outfit of 
gothing by his Uncle Gamue]._, 

This outfit includes everything a man 
needs to wear—shoes, hats, underwear—a 
tollet kit containing a razor, ‘combs, tooth 
pair, and nail brushes, and a “ housewife “ 

taining scissors, pins, needles, thread 
ee extra buttons so that our army boy may 
be a young dandy if he so wishes.

Liundry Expense Not Necessary. 


In addition to his supply of clothing the 
oldier receives good board, comfortable 
quarters, and a salary of $15 a month. With 
proper care this ought to be almost clear 
money. Laundry, which costs on an average 
of $1 a month, probably will come out of this 
money. but even this expense may be escaped 
if one is thrifty enough to wash his own 
clothing, ample facilities for which are pro- 
vided. 

If one places board and clothing at $25 a 
month, the soldier's salary may be computed 
at #0 a month, which Is equal to the wages 
paid common or unskilled labor in the com- 
mercial world, but one doubts whether at 
the end of the month even the saving laborer 
ig as well off as the saving soldier. 

Besides his regular pay there are ways to 
earn extra money. If the recruit can serve 
as baker. cook, plumber, electrician, or if he 
ishandy enough with tools to become artificer 
of his company, he may earn extra money. 

All of these positions pay $10 extra a month 
except that of cook and baker, who are paid 
($80 @ month.

[=: Material for '‘Non-Coms" Short. 

An ambitious, energetic, wideawake 3 oung 
fellow may become corporal or sergeant, in 
which positions he will receive from $6 to $12 
extra a month. It is not hard to obtain these 
positions. as the eligible material is scarce 
among the enlisted men. There should be a 
Mozen of these noncommissioned officers at- 
tached to each compan}, but few companies 
have their full complement. 

To the noncommissioned officers the privi- 
lege of marrying—if privilege it may be called 
-is given, and with this privilege a furnished 
apartment within the garrison grounds. to- 
gether with fuel and light, is given. The 
married man also may purchase provisions 
from the pos*. commissary at cost price. 

Target practice, regarded by the civilian as 
® sport. also may increase the salary of the 
enlisted man. Once a year these practices 
are held and a monthly increase in salary is 
given to those making good scores. A rank- 

_ ing as‘ marksman " entitles the soldier to 
$1.50 extra pay per month, the title “ sharp- 
shooter "’ means $3 extra, and the honor of 
being an ‘‘expert”’ brings $5 a month extra 
pay to thelucky man.

Badges Show Soldier's Rating. 

Badges signifying to which rlass the sol- 
dier belongs also are given and these badges 
aré Supposed to be worn on the blouse at 
all times. Once gained the extra pay con- 

_timues throughout the term of enlistment. 
If at the next, or any subsequent practice 

the shooter falls below his previous form 
eis not docked the amount of his extra pay, 
bt if, On the other hand, he gains a higher 
standing he is paid for that standing and 
the éxtra pay thus obtained continues to 
the end of his enlistment. Thus the pay 
for the highest standing a m reaches at 
any time during his enlistment will be the 
amount he will be reteiving when his term 
is up. 

Riflemen, however, seldom deteriorate but 
better their scores with each succeeding 
year. 

Twenty per cent is the increase in pay 
for service in Alaska, Cuba, the Philippines, 
or any foreign country and such service 
counts double time on the soldier's retire- 
ment record. At the end of thirty years’ 
service in the states or fifteen years in for- 
eign countries the soldier may retire on three- 
qQuarfers pay.

Tutoring Brings Fair Income. 

Another soldier tutors a dozen of his com- 
rades in reading, spelling, and arithmetic for 
$3 a month each. Buying canteen checks at 
7 per cent is the business of another soldier. 
These checks are loaned out at their face 
value to be paid for in cash on pay day. 

Money loaners exist in the army as well as 
in the life outside. Dozens of men in a regi- 
ment loan money at 20 per cent a month, and 
the losses are few. A noncommisstoner offi- 
cer who because of his rank is forbidden 
such practices puts out as high as $1,000 a 
month dy means of his wife.

NEW type of an “ odd job man" has 

put in his appearance in Chicago. He 

is not the old} worn out man who has 

been cast off by industry because of 

his advanced age and who must earn 
his living by finding a few hours’ work oc- 
casionally. He is not the middle aged man 
upon whom the factory gate closed after 
he had been injured or crippled. He is not 
the man who, though in the prime of life, 
cannot keep a job because of éxcessive drink. 
But he jis a youth of 18 or 19, willing, honest, 
and industrious, but having no trade and 
having no way Of learning a trade. He is 
forced into the ranks by the ifon laws of 
industry. 

Not having a trade which would enable 
him.to earn a decent wage, he has to take 
any sort of a job in factory or on the street. 
* Any sort of a job’ pays little, and when he 
is thrown out of work and cannot find 4 
new place quickly he must turn to the oc- 
casional earning of 50 cents as an odd job 
man. 

‘A talk with some of these odd job men of 
19 instantly dispels the illusion which many 
people hold that the youth who is looking 
for an odd job and who has no trade is a 
worthless character and would not keep a 
place steadily if he had it. On the cdn- 
trary, one soon becomes acquainted with the 
almost insurmountable difficulties which 
the youth who wants to learn a trade meets 
with today. 

« - 
Apprentices Limited in Number. 

Reduced to simplest terms the situation is 
this: The trades where a training or an ap- 


-prenticeship is necessary are few and far 


between. And even these few do not invite 
the young man to come in as an apprentice. 
On the contrary, they will not have them. 
or they will‘*have only a limited numb@r of 
apprentices. Both employers and emplovés 
alike look with unfriendly eyes upon the 
youth who would learn a trade at their ex- 
pense as it were. ‘ 

The employer wants men with experience 
and is willing to pay forit. The unions guard 
the interest of their members by limiting the 
number of apprentices. 

In the trades where a long apprenticeship 
is not necessary what little experience you 
do get is useless to you once you have lost 
your job. 

“Why am I an odd job man at the thresh- 
old of my life?’ said one such young man ip 
reply to a question. “ Well, look at the ad- 
vertising pages of the newspapers. How 
many jobs do you find there where an inex- 
perienced man Will do? Not.oneina hundred. 
Now, where are we to get éhat experience 
when no one gives us the chance to learn? 
How can you become experienced when you 
are not given a chance to serve your appren- 
ticeship, to gain experience?

“TIT am a Chicago born boy. I graduated 
from grammar school, but had to go to work 
at the ageofl5. My ambition was to become 
a skilled mechanic in someline. But I found 
that everywhere the doors were closed 
against me.

Bring a 
young clerk to Chicago from the average 
country dry goods store and put him behind 
a counter in the big department store with- 
out coaching and a thousand of him on a first 
day might do a million aollars’ damage to 
the business.

Competition Sharp in Country. 


In the average country town the competi- 
tion between dry goods stores is likely to be 
especially sharp. These stores do not take 


farmers’ produce in exchange as the grocer ~ 


so often has to do. When a customer comes 
in, and has taken up five or ‘ten minutes’ 
time of a clerk, passing out without buying, 
the storekeeper is most likely to make in- 
quiry why the clerk didn’t make a @ale. In 
ex tation of this the clerk feels the pres- 
sure upon him to makea sale if by any means 
he can talk the person into buying. 

In the department stores of the cities, how- 
ever, the work of the counter salesman has 
become radically different through evolution 
and changed conditions. The salesman who 
doesn't make a sale is no longer questioned 
why he failed. An unalterable price mark is 
attached to every article in his department. 
More and more the pressure comes upon store 
managements to make the purchaser of an 
article satisfied with that purchase. It isn't 
policy to try to talk him into buying some- 
thing of which he is half doubtful. If he 
finds he isn't satisfied the house invites him 
to bring it back, get something better, or 
have his money returned to him.

Advice an Excellent Ideal. 


AS an ideal proposition the advice is good. 
The trouble jg too often that in avoiding any 


such cataclysm the young man is so busied 


doing nothing at all as to become a neutral 
sort of figurehead which leaves him the part 
of a statue, suffering from arrested develop- 
ment while yet in heroic pose. 

The remedy for this condition in the young 
man is “ firing.’”” Pitch him into the street 
for his own good. ‘ Hand him something.” 
Jar him loose from his baseworks. He'll be 
shocked enormously, but later in life he may 
rise up and call you blessed. 

Considered economically. this average 
young man falling into marbled desuetude, 
hasn’t much to lose for himself or for the 
community. His salary will be such that if 
he has got the timber in him he can expect 
as much money in the next place he lands, 
and if not In the next place, at least in the 
third or fourth places in his experiences. If 
he has been too “‘ fresh” as the cause of dia- 
lodgment, or if he hag been too inert, the les- 
son alike will strike home as no preached 
advice ever can. 

To have been “ fired,”’ per se, never can be 
classed. as a blemish upon a man. 
him? What was the occasion for it? What 
did the young man do when he found himself 
in the street? 

There are thousands of employers for 
whom only second and third class men will 
work. Can a first class man in such a place 
afford not to be fired? Tens of thousands of 


employés are fired every year merely because” 


the employer’s breakfast has disagreed with 
him, Shall that fact blot the career of the 
employé? And if profiting by whatever con- 
ditions and causes brought about his dis- 
placement, the young man sets out to re- 
trieve himself, is he winner or. loser by the 
experience? 

There are 10,000 individual examples of men 
making a success in life who, if they told the 
whole truth as to their careers, would tell 
you that they had been “ fired’ Into their 
present positions. Fired once, twice, maybe 
a dozen times, until with the accruing ex- 
perience and with common sense trimming 
and training and adaptation of themselves 
to eircumstance, these men have at some 
time awakened to the fact that in “ firing” 
they experienced the most beneficial infiu- 
ences of their lives.

Unless a girl lives at home her expenses 
are anything but small.

This does 
not mean that she is extravagant, but each 
week brings some incidental expense and it 
has to be met. Just when she has an outfit

All Society Vitally Concerned. 


It is in this and in a hundred related lines 
¢hat this illness in the Smith family is of vital 
concern to the whole structure of society. In 
¢his way the whole framework of society 

st find itself interested in the {llnesses 
which exist here and there and. at all times. 

“Sickness in our family in this last year 
has cost me at least $500," some man con- 
@des to an acquaintance in the exchanging of 
hard luck stories. 

If it has cost this head of a single family 
$500 what has it cost the community in which 
he has lived? How many people dependent 
upon the normal good health ofa cammunity 
have suffered in business because of it? 

Tracing the effects of such illnesses of the 
more or less ordinary acute and preventable 
types, it is impossible to say where the influ- 
ences of such illnesses do not extend. The 
doctor, the druggist and probably the under- 
taker in the end may profit in a way from 
the condition. On the other hand, virtuaily 
every one else associated commercially and 
industrially with the sick family is loger be- 
cause of the illness. 

Dr. St. Clair Drake, statistician for the 
Chicago health department, has estimated 
that 75,000 cases of sickness confining pa- 
tients to bed may exist in this city in the 
months of February, March, and April. 
These are the months of influenza. grip, and 
pneumonia especially. June, September, 
October, and November are the months of 
Jowest illness rates, yet in these months the 
approximate estimate of illnesses calling for 
physicians’ care is 20.000. On this showing 
for the worst and best months of the year an 
average of 40.000 to 50.000 “sick people ’’ 
may be counted upon at all times in Chicago.

Some time ago I stepped into t ) 
downtown attorney of my uit Snenonees 
he was looking thin and worn. He told me 
he had been indoors eleven weeks from 
typhoid fever. His home*was in a Chicago 
suburb frém which the commutation rate to 
the city was 21 cents. Taking only this in- 
finitesima! and necessary expendityre of his 
each working day, it is a Striking bit of figur- 
ing to discover that merely his inability to 
get down to his office for those sixty-six days 
had cost the railroad company $27.72. 

This sum virtually was a total loss to the 
railroad company for the reason that had 
the passenger used the train service for 
the daily round,trip it would have cost the 
cOmpany no more fuel, no more rolling 


stock, no more trainmen te have accommo-: 


dated him. The fact.that he could not use 
the service provided simply kept $27.72 from 
the incomg account of the line. Not only 
this, but in the serious stages of the dis- 
ease, Other members of the family who oth- 
erwise might have come into town, staid 
at home and failed to use transportation 
service. :

Sum Virtually Total Loss. ‘ 


As typhoid fever often assumes the propor- 
tions of an epidemic, is the suburban serve 
ice of a railroad not justified in taking 
note of typhojd fever in one of its poputeus 
suburban territories? 

Those devious ways in which sickness in 
the family affects society at large are in- 
mumerabie, 


"1 would have done so, only that just at 
that time sickness in the family prevented,”’ 
is one of the commonest of explanations of 
almost anything involving a disappointment 
to another. It covers business relations 
that are questioned, the closest social rela- 
tions based in tried friendships—shortcom- 
ings of every conceivable nature which need 
to be explained away. 

That simplest application of the economic 
cost of sickness is to be found in the indi- 
vidual of normal health, appetite, and activ- 
ity who for a month or a year is contine@to 
bed or house, invalided. it means, for ex- 
ample, thatin a town of 5,000 population with 
2,500 of its inhabitants in such a state of 
health, the business of the town bullt up on 
a basis of 5,000 population would find itself 
50 per cent overdone. 

Considering illness in the house where two 
or three members of the household are wage 
earners, the effect upon employers of these 
workers may be distinctly detrimental. Ac- 
cordingly as the case is serious there is

How often in the course of a year does 


the business ‘man, finding fault with his 
stenographer, discover that the cause of it

working establishment outside’ are scores of 
other employés, just as much distressed and 
handicapped, but who are overlooked in their 
inefficiencies? ° 

Long ago the business man up to date 
found it worth while to interest himself -in 
the general health of his immediate em- 
ployés. 
of the cities one finds water fountains pro- 
vided with pure water regardless of the fact 
that the system imposes a considerable item 
of cost at the end of the year. Ventilating 
systems are found a good investment. Light 
and comfortable surroundings in genera! are 
well worth while. 

A need of the present is that the employer 
shall be a little more awake to the home 
surroundings of his employés. He needs to 
recognize that the general health and well 


‘being of a community have direct bearing 


upon his business. A news item to the effect 
that “‘ there is more sickness in the city just 
now than at any time in the last three years,”’ 
is something for the business man to take 
note of with quite as much interest as he 
bestows upon the market reports. It is a 
barometer of his business prospects. If he 
be in the drug business or ‘in the undertak- 
ing line it may be a favoraiile’ barometer 
reading, otherwise it suggests foggy, de- 
pressing weather all around.

Business Man Shares Responsibility. 


In the presgnt efforts of the Chicago health 
department to lead the average citizen into 
consideration of ways and means for keeping 
in good health the Chicago business man 
shares a wide responsibility and interest. 
The Chicago shopper, sleeping igrrantly in 
an unventilated room, may not feel well 
enough to go downtown shopping, regardless 
of the fact that she has plenty of money in 
her purse. One case of scarlet fever In her 
home, contracted because of lack of precau- 
tionary measures, may hold this potential 
shopper indoors fora month. One deliberate 
attempt to hide such a case of contagio 
disease ‘may result in closing wp a dozen 
other fomes in the same neighborhood. 

Isn't the average neighborhood interested 
in preventive measures offered and urged by 
the health department? And isn’t the Chi- 
cago business world interested in seeing that 
the neighborhood shall take interest? 

Considering sickness in the family of the 
worker wholly from the worker's own point 
of view, Supt. Frank E. Wing of the Chicago 
Tuberculosis institute was one of a group 
of investigators looking into the cost of ty- 
phoid fever in Pittsburg two years ago. At 
that time the investigators went into the 
homes of 388 families which had suffered 
from the disease, and the results of the 
investigation are striking in the cumulative 
costs that attended the epidemic. 

There were 2,045 persons in these 338 fami- 
lies, of whom 448 individuals had the fever. 
There were twenty-six deaths, which ts con-

‘It is not difficult to find lovely designs for 
embroidering, and, as doubtless all these 
readers know, designs can be bought for 10 
or 15 cents and transferred to the matefial by 
using a Warm fron. 

The cost of even expensive and elaborate 
looking waists, when made by oneself, often 
does not exceed what it would cost to buy 
ready made, simple, and by no means fine 
ones. *' ao 

In making a waist like any of these illus- 
trated mark off lightly on the pattern the 
space to be taken by the finished tucks; then, 
if embroidery is to be done, lay the design 
on the pattern in the position it is to go, and 
see that there will be plenty of room for it. 
If jace is to be inserted anywhere this also 
must be planned for. Hold the patttrn up 
to you and see that the positions of the differ- 
ent marks come in the right places. Lay the 
pattern on the folded material, cut off a 
length long enough for the front; then if 
there are any tucks to be put in mark onthe 
‘cloth where the one nearest the front begins, 
not omitting to mark lightly for the length 
of the tuck also; remove the pattern from 
this frent length and put the tucks fn on 
both sides of this front length. 


The next thing will be to transfer the em- 
broidery design to .the front of the waist, 
then, laying the pattern on again, lay the 
shoulder plait on each side, pin the pattern 
carefully in place, cut the fronts ott, and 
mark all seam lines clearly. Treat the backs 
in the same way as far as marking the de- 
sign off on the pattern firat, and soon. Be- 
fore pinning the back of the pattern on the 
cloth the hems down the middle of the back 
should be laid, and three-quarters of an inch 
or ‘an inch is the usual width. Lay the pat- 
tern on so that the middle back line of the 
pattern comes in the exact middle of the 
width of the hem. 

Where there ts much of an embroidered 
design to be used it is better to do the em- 
broidering before cutting the waist out, but 
the léngths should be cut off and the tucks 
put in-so as to be sure to have the design 
come in the right place. 

In the finest waists it is usual to put all 
seams together with narrowest possible 
French beading, and this usually is done by 
means of French seams—coliars are put or, 
and sleeves.are put on in the same way. 
This increases the cost of thagarment quite 


a little, and should be done only in the case 


of something unusually nice. 
One of the béauties of these pretty blouses 
is to have all the work first class, and there 


' should’ be no shirking anywhere. Work the 


buttonholes across the width of the hem— 
instead of up and down—and have them 
three-quarters. of an inch apart, and use 
either the ¢mall linen crochet or a simple, 
small pearl button. es 

Several charming designs aré. shown for 
the. blouses — Dutch collar, and they 


will be comfortable and becoming to some, 
but unfortunately not to every one. Some 
of the blouses shown are of fine handker- 
chief linen, with the front, collar, and cuffs 
beautifully embroidered in three shades of 
blue, another in several shades of pink, and 
sO On. 

Another novel idea of the season isto make 
these lingerie blouses in colors rather than 
in white, a blouse in a delicate shade of 
gray being worn with a linen skirt of the 
same shade, and to complete the costume a 
pretty idea would be to make a long, unlined 
coat of a coarse wash net in gray, trimmed 
more or less elaborately with soutache braid- 
ing and small buttons. An ecru shade would 
be good looking worked in a n&ttier blue, or 
let the ground color border on an orange 
yellow. 

Nothing looks better with a plain tailored 
suit than a severely plain shirtwaist. and 
this same tailored waist has more general 
uses, it would seem. than almost any other 
one garment of ite kind. Women who are in 
business of one kind or another look suitably 
and well gowned in a well made shirtwaist 
and a plain, well cut and made ekirt. and for 
traveling there is nothing looks better svith 
one’s suit than a shirtwaist. In some re- 
spects this style of waist may not be as easy, 
to make as.the lingerie one, but they are a 
delight to work on when once you know how. 
The plain waist pattern, spoken of at the be- 
ginning of this article, is a sufficient guide, 
with the necessary addition of a good fitting 
néeckband. 

Linens of different weights, percales, 
madras cloths. and even cambrics and lawns 
are employed in their making, although the 
two materials mentioned last are not so as- 
sociated in one’s mind as being really suitable 
as the heavier ones. 

. * . 

It fe well to thoroughly shrink any of the 
materials mentioned, and when the cloth is 
hung up it can either be folded through 
the middle or left open as desired, bbt care 
should be taken to have it pulled Straight and 
keep it straight when pressing. Care taken 
in details lightens the work in the end. and 
has a tendency to make it all the way through 
more perfect. A shirtwaist should button 
down the front, should have perfectly plain 
sleeves finished with link ¢uffs, and a regular 
shirtband at the neck. The fronts are tucked 
or box plaited in various ways, and, even 
though some of the tucks may be put in the 
entire length, there should be some tucked 
to a yoke depth only, so as to allow plenty of 
fullness over the bust. The backs are often 
perfectly plain, although there are some 
made with vokes. 

As a number of the details of making were 
dealt with some little time ago, especial} at- 
tention this time will be given to handling a 
yoke. Shoulder seams on shirtwaists where 
there is no back yoke come in the same, 
position on the shoulder as the shoulder 
seams in a regular dress waist—that is, about 
one inch back of the top of the shoulder.

Take four tablespoons of it, return to kettle, 
add five and e half tablespoons fiour, stir to 
a smooth paste. and brown richly; dilute 
with two cups brown stock, stirring con- 
stantly until smooth and glossy. If there is 
no stock on hand prepgre a pint—two cups— 
. by dissolving one teaspoon of beef extract in 
two cups of boiling water.

On this new pattern which is being 
made raise the shoulder seam one inch at 
each end by making first a dot at each end 
one inch above the seam, then drawinga line 
connecting these dots; measure up from the 
old seam at intervals to see that an even 
distance is kept, and then connect the new 
shoulder seam at each end with the neck and 
armhole lines, making the connection so that 
the same perfect outline is observed. On 
the front of the shirtwaist pattern mark 
one inch down towards the neck and armhole, 
and measuring at intervals to- keep the dis- 
tance correct draw a new shoulder line. For 
in changing a perfect fitting pa@ttern what 
is added at one point will naturally have to 
be taken Off at some other point so that the 
size will not be affected.

“I have a suffrage -appointment this 
morninz.’ snid the specialist. ‘‘ and, though 
I shudder a litile at the prospect, yet I smile 
at the same time, for I know that I shall 
succeed at my task. I shall have a bright 
and glorieus rewa:d when I see my patient 
walk forth sransformed in appearance. 

“The suffrace women, so at least a dozen 
have assured me, mow realize that to suc- 
ceed at thelr task they must be good look- 
ing. ‘Men are apt to slight a frowzy looking 
woman,’ said a suffragist to me, ‘ and they 
have a feeling that dowdiness and woman 
suffrage go together. It is necessary if we 
wish to be succéssful to overcome that no- 
tion.’ 

“ This same suffragist applied to me to be 
made better looking. She told me that for 
vears she had been so busy devoting her- 
self to the cause that she hadn’t time to 
even think of her looks, and now she was 
positively homely and untidy.

* 
Neglect Makes Case Discouraging. 

“As a matter of fact, she was anything 
but a pretty woman. She had fine eyes of 
the intellectttal type, and her face would 
be termed ‘strong,’ but she was decidedly 
an unattractive woman. Her case was a 
trifle discouraging for the reason that she 
had neglected herself for s0 many years. 
She had washed her hair in the wrong man- 
ner so many, mapy times that it was dry, 


- gray, dull, and stringy. Her other features 


and her clothes were equally wrong. 

‘‘ She told me that she wanted to address a 
meeting the next evening and that any im- 
provement made in her appearance should 
be visible at firat sight to an audience ac- 
customed to seeing her in the old guise of 
dowdiness. She wanted to strike them asa 
pretty woman. 

‘‘T began at the top of her head. We sham- 
pooed her streaked gray hafr, and after 
washing it we merely shook it out dry with- 
out touching a comb to it. Then we parted 
it off and rubbed a thimbleful of of? into the 
scalp. While this wae soaking in we waved 
her hair in the new deep London waves, 
which are so heavy that you can lay your 
finger in each. They look wonderfully nat- 
ural and they give the héad that refined, 
aristocratic look produced by>the real natural 
waves. 


* = 
Big Waves Look Natural. 


“If the waves are only big enough and 
deep enough they will look natural. It is 
the little, light set wave that logks forced. 
We laid this woman’s h in great loose 
waves, which we tossed back over an 1860 
pompadour, such as you see in the war time 
picturess ‘There was the suggestion of a 
parting with the waves rolling back on either 
side. Theeffect was wonderful, but not more 
so than the magic produced by a Band of 
black velvet with which we strapped the 
front part of the pompadour. ; 

“Then we took hold of her neck, which 
was really in a pathetic condition. She had 
banded it-with high, starched linen collars 
and tall, tightly boned and hooked stocks 
until the skin was terribly yellow and 
wrinkled. Even the most beautiful neck in 
the world would soon become old looking and 
yellow were it incased in a high, stiff collar 
for eight or ten houfs of each day. 

To beautify a neck in one day seems almost 
impossible, but if you could have beheld the 
steaming, the oiling, the scrubbing, the 
pinching, and the massage of that neck, you 
would not wonder at the résult. We steamed 
it with cloths wrung out of hot Water, renew- 
ing them frequently. We continued this op- 
eration. for twefity-five or thirty minutes in 
order to thoroughly soften the cuticle, Then 
we massaged sweet almond oil into the skin, 
which absorbed it rapidly. We taught this 
gsuffragette how she could easily manage 
her neck for herself.

I was puzzling my brain over her case. 

“She has good features, so I am going to 
give them a chance. At present they are 
masked behind a thousand wrinkles. I'm 
going to put a French harness upon her 
face to t@Ke away the wrinkles, This har- 
ness consists 6f a number of bands of firm 
white linen arranged so as to cover the most 
apparent and the deepest of the wrinkles. 

“My customer has a complete set of in- 
tellectual wrinkles. There are two which 
go right across her forehead from temple to 
temple. Then shé has two straight up and 
down lines furrowed in her brow. I shall 
prepare two wide straps to cover them. 
Then L shall Want a piece about three and a 
half inches broad to g6é down each side of 
the face and take ff the parentheses around 
the mouth. They are deep and trying, and 
come from thinking steadily upon one sub- 
ject. Then there are the queer little wrin- 
kles around the ears, and these take another 
strip of linen.

Misplaced Bandage Deepens Wrinkles. 

‘* Before binding the face it must be thor- 
oughly washed and anointed with an oint- 
ment consisting of two ounces of lanolin, 
two ounces of white vaseline, and one ounce 
of good cold crearth. It is important that 
the skin under the bands be smoothed out 
by the hand before applying the bandage. 
If the linen be stretched over a fold or 
wrinkle it will make the wrinkle more deeply 
seated and much more difficult to eradicate. 

*‘Just before the beauty bath a quart of 
water is boiled and poured upon a tablespoon- 
ful of soap jelly and to this foamy mixture Js 
added the beauty preperation, The skin of 
my suffrage women will have a wonderful 
luster and appearance of youth after this 
bath. 

“The size and position 6f the belt line 
trouble most women who are striving to be 
beautiful. Bither the belt line is too big or it 
is in the wrong place. A great French artist 
in dress says the new belt line is high and 
only of medium size. This means great and 
particular slendernesgs on the part of the 
owner of the belt line, and it also means 
eternal vigilance to keep down the weight. 

“Then the expression. Men are afraid 
of the strong minded woman mostly because 
they dread @ scene. The severe type of 
woman is waiting to be heard. Often the 
woman is really pleasant and amiable, but 


she has not learned the following essential 


things: 

“She has not learned to lift the corners 
of her mouth untfl they smile. 

** She has not learned to make her eyes glow 
softly.. They glint, but they do not gleam 
pleasantly. 

‘* She has-not learned how to dress her hair 
effectively. She does it up the easiest way 
to get it up. . 

“She has not got into the habit of lifting 
her chin; she carries it lowered as if she were 
suppressing @& growl.

Night Scrubbing the Creat Secret. 


“She has not learned the great.secret of a 
nightly scrubbing for the complexion; her 
face may be clean, but it is not clear and 
rosy. It should be scrubbed and then tinted 
slightly, just as a laundress washes her 
clothes in the tub ahd then blues them. The 
skin-should be tinted a pretty creamy tone 
and the,cheeks should be brushed and 
massaged into redness. 

“If our suffragette would wave her hair, 
scrub her skin, and look pretty perhaps con- 
vertg would never be backward. At least 
that is the idea we get from having women 
tell us their troubles, and we notice that the 
conspicuous leaders are generally good to 
look upon. That fs the way they get their 
following. Women will not follow.a woman 
with tumbled hair end a doubtful, muddy 
complexion, 

“I didn't mean to deliver a lecture, but my 
suffragette lady is due now and I am getting 
ready for the fray. For there will be a fray 
when I suggest that she of! her hands, wave 
her hair, and smile in front of a mirror. But 
she'll give In after a while, especially after 
she sees the result of one treatment.’’

Time was when housecleaning was dreaded. 


by every man, woman, and child and by the. 
housekeepers themselves most of all. 

Hut women are learning how this impor- 
tant work can be managed without disturb- 
ing their households and wearing themselves 
out. 

There is no need of turning a house upside 
down; one room, and only one, should be 
cleaned at a time. Qne can either take the 
bedrooms or living room first. It is usually 
wiser to work from bedrooms to kitchen, so 
that the kitchen will not bé littered after it 
is gleaned. 

In selecting the time for cleaning it is well 
to begin before the flies and moths make 
their appearance. Stlil,; the weather must 
be settled, especially where there are chil- 
dren, to kéép them from taking cold. 

The curtains and shades must be taken 
down, walls bared, ornaments placed in the 
closets, and furniture into other rooms. 

The small.rugs can be beaten at home, 
while the large rugs may be sent out to. be 
cleaned. ‘The first sweeping must be done 
with a stiff broom to take out thedust. Then 
the rug should be rolled up until the floor 
is swept and scrubbed, The closet floor may 
undergo the same treatment. After the floors 
are cleaned, then the walls, ceilings, and 
doors need attention. The walls are readily 
cleaneé by covering a broom with a piece 
of flagnel and wiping down the walls. Where 
the walls are extremely soiled they can be 
cleaned with dry bread, always rubbing 
down, or the dirt is rubbed into the paper. 
The doors and woodwork are next gone over 
with a damp cloth. The window frames may 
now be washed and the silis and ledges 
sponged with clean water. Windows may 
be polished bright by using a damp cloth 
and then a dry one. Nosoaphould be used. 

The rug may now be put back and it is well 
to go everit a secondtime. The furniture is 
ready for brushing and polishing. The or- 
naments a pictures can be washed and 
dusted and put back in their right place. If 
the Bhades are, washed they can be put back, 
but it is betteF te place the draperies after 
all the roém@,are cleaned. After the bed. 
rooms are citaned the living room should be 
cleaned the same way. 

The kitchen and cellar woodwork should be 
washed and strubbed as well as the living 
room and bedrooms. The floors, walls, and 
the woodwork scrubbed with a strong brush, 
using plenty of soap and water. The shelves 
must also be theroughly washed and insect 
powder scattered liberally in the corners and 
along the edge.

Mrs. M. Gash Patrick was put in 
charge, and with ready sense made the library an influ- 
ence for good that was felt at once. Two years after 
the success of the library was demonstrated the Chicago 
Woman's club, through its fibrary committee, of which 
Mrs. Homer W. Chandler is chairman, stepped in and 
secured the services of Miss Georgene Faulkner to tell 
stories every Thursday afternoon. 

From this it was but a step farther until the Chi- 
cago Public Library league, 200 strong, was formed 
along the same lines as the league at the Blackstone 
Memorial branch, Forty-seventh street and Lake avenue. 

The pledge of the league is, in part: 

“We agree to do all in our power to 
assist the librarian in keeping the books in good 
condition. 

“We promise to remember that good books 
contain the living thoughts of good and great 
men and women, and are, therefore, entitled to 
respect. 

“We wijl not handle any library book 
roughly, nor with dirty hands; will not mark it 
or injure it in any way. 

“We will Go all in our power to interest 
other boys and girls in the right care of books. 

“When in the library we will try not to 
annoy other readers by unnecessary noise or 
talking.” 

The motto of the league is, “Clean hearts, clean 
hands, clean books.”

Presentation Made Gala Occasion. 


The presentation of the league pins was made a 
special gala oceasion, with exercises under the super- 
vision of the Woman's club committee ant Mr. J. 
Phelan, superintendent of the branch reading rooms. 
The names were called in order from the roll of honor, 
and after each had been decorated with the league pin 
by Mr. Phelan, the recipient was introduced to the 
members of the committee, who each had a charming 
word for him. At the close the league motto was given

A roll of honor is kept by the librarian as an 
incentive to best efforts, and as a epecial reward this 
trip to the library was arranged with the public lfbrary 
authorities, the parents, and school principals.

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next time you meet a Chicago pa- 
trolman of the first class on duty in a 
city street, it ts worth a thought that 
he has been about four years in the mak- 
ing fit to be a policeman of the frst 
class. 
It is worth while for the citizen to 
know that before this one individual pa- 
trolman entered on hia first night's experience as a 
probation officer at least three years before, 423 men, 
competing for the chance, fell by the wayside as in- 
competent, physically or mentally. And that in six 
months of probationary .work perhaps another man 
end a fraction was discharged for cause. 

Further, if this first class patrolman at $1,200 a 
year has a proper commanding officer at his particular 
station the citizen may have a pretty good guess coming 
that in whatever quarter of the city he sees the pa- 
trolman on duty, that officer ie a specialist in his line 
of work. 

Once upon a time the Chicago citizen who passed 
@ huge policeman in No. 13 shoes standing on a 
shady corner, resting, was entitled to reasonable sur- 
mise that .the officer, getting tired of tending bar, had 
decided to become a policeman az an easier job, hav- 
ing its privileges and perquisites.

Stunts Harder than Learning Trade. 

Today the Chicago policemam probably goes 
through harder stunts in equipping himself for his 
club, belt, and star, than do most men serving ap- 
prenticeships to the trades. He may spend six months 
in study and physical training before he has a chance 
even to try for the civil service examinations. After 
which a blotch or two Uiscovered in his character 
somewhere in his. past life may undo everything that 
he may have trained himself for so carefully. Or if 
physically, morally, and mentally he knows himself 
to be fit for the civil service tests, the doctors may 
discover some unknown defect or ailment that will 
cost the applicant all hope of service. 

Figures from the civil service commission's exam- 
inations for .1908 are striking in their showing of the 
difficulties in the way of the man aspiring to the full 
uniform of a Chicago policeman: 

Number applications received...........1,100 
Number applicants examined.......i... 845 
Failed in medical and physica! tests. ... 


From the time an application is received for the 


civil service examination, the;applicant for a place“ 


on the police force is under test. If he. files his ap- 
plication and doesn’t “show up” the inference is that 
he isn't a good candidate; that he wouldn't have made 
@ good policeman, anyhow. But when only 280 can- 
didates out of the 845 which came to the acratch are 
passed to the eligible lists, the law of the survival of 
the fittest is exemplified.

These tests, too, are the more illuminating when 
it is remarked that every one of these 1,100 candidates 
for 1908 received from the civil service commission a 
neatly bound booklet fer study on the duties of a 
patrolman which, mast by @, man of ordinary in- 

*tellect, will fit that man for the mental tests exacted 
by the commission. 

The booklet is a complete manual on the things 
that.s policeman must do, things he mustn't do, things 
he y be called upon to do, and at the same time it 
gives insight into the ethics and the sober responsi- 
bilities that must be shouldered by the man wearing 
the blue of the city’s guardian of the peace. 

As an indication of the class of persons aspiring 
to become Chicago policemen some figures on occw 
pations of men who passed the examinations on Dec. 
17, 1907, are interesting. At the same time the list is 
imperfect for the reason that a total of 81 occupations 
is represented in the full list of eligibles:

Physical Test First’ in Order. 

The physical and medical tests are the first in 
order of the civil service examinations, as, no matter 
what the mental equipment of the candidate, he is 
ineligible if he has not the framework of a man 5 
feet 8 inches in height as the minimum and in good 

‘ health and physical proportions. As causes of medical 
rejections in 246 cases the following list is propor-

In the gymnasium rooms of the commission at 117 
Market street the physical tests of the applicant are 
designed to disclose the muscular powera of the man 


in almost every part of the body. Lifting weights,, 


raising dumbbelis with right and left arms, “chin- 
ning” the horisontal bar, and jumping hurdles are 
among the testa. ts ' 

The applicant who can “chin” himself ten times 
gets 100 on that test; if he pé@ts a 75 pound dumbbell 
up he scores perfect; he must jump the hurdles at 3 
feet 2 inches up and he gets 100 if he can clear it at 4 
feet elevation. A dozen registering machines prove 
his muscularity in arms, hands, and legs. 

In the examining schoolroom, one of the chief

tests ig in a set of ten questions asking him what he 
knows of the duties of the police officer in certain 
emergeticies. One of the set of questions in the Mst of 
March, 1908, smacks just a little of ‘being & practical 
“catch” question. Assuming that the police officer is 
on day duty and is at his home at night when a citi- 
zen runs in to exclaimethat his house is being robbed, 
the question is, “What would you Jo in'regard to the 
matter?” é | 

@There is a test of the applicant's knowledge of 
places in the city to which citizens or strangers might 
ask @irection. The list is such, too, that many & 
citizen of ten years’ quiet residence in town would 
“fall down” on three or six of the locations. 

The arithmetic test would be comparatively easy in 
the seventh grade of the public schools of Chicago. 
“If the cost of 24 uniforms is $1,080, what will be the 
cost of 18 such uniforms?” is of the harder type. 
The toughest one of them, perhaps, is: “A patrol- 
man travels on an average of 3% miles an hour. 

How many miles would he travel in 28 days 
of 8 hours each?’ 

For the spelling test only twenty 
words are given and most of these have 
reference to words appertaining to 
the work of the policeman. 

In the experience of Capt. P. B. 
Coffin, secretary of the civil service 
commission, however, easy as these 
mental tests are, not a few candi- 
dates for Chicago patrolmen 
have passed -the medical and 
physical tests with flying colors, 
only to sneak in a substitute 
for them on the mental tests. But ; 
the scheme doesn’t work! When an applicant has passed 
all the examinations imposed by the civil service com-., 
‘mission, his name is entered upon the list of eligibles 
and it rests with the needs of the police department 
heads when the department calls upon the commission 
for an assignment of these men. Unless in the case of 
an increase in the police force of the city, the vacancies 
that occur are caused through death, resignations, and 
discharges from the force. 


* 
Two Huhdred and Fifty Now Eligible. 

At the present time there are about 260 men eligi- 
ble for call to police duty, while in the forty-four sta- 
tions of the city there are about fifty vacancies. Prob- 
ably this next call for recruits will be for fifty men, 
and the selections by the commission are in order of 
the granting of certificates to applicants. 

When this Uraft for the next fifty probation offi- 
cers is made by Chief Shippy, they will appear by 
appointment in the counci) chamber, where the chief 
will receive them and deliver a talk to them in a body 
on the duties of police officers. After the inspection 
and the talk these men are sworn in and in ones and 
twos, perhaps, are assigned to those stations where 
vacancies need most to be filled. A star, baton, and 
belt are handed to each man; his uniform And his 
revolver he must pay for himself. Also he is pre- 
sented with a 150 page book, pocket. sise, containing 
rules and regulations of the police department. 

Most of these raw recruits at the stations begin on 
night duty. In plain clothes, but-with the police star 
pinned on, the “rookie” ie started out by the com- 
manding officer in charge of a competent, patrolman, 
who proceeds to break him in. The breaking in is by 
easy stages. For the first ten days the recruit is on 
training duty from 7 o'clock in the evening until 12 
o’clock: then he may be held until 1 o'clock; then 
finally brought up to the full night's duty.

Probation Period Tells. the Tale. . 

This recruit reports for duty in the statian squad- 
room and gradually lines up for the drill movements 
which precede the details of officers to their night 
shifts: One night each week the recruit will né@. 
the station classroom, vghere statiom officers lk, 
ask questions bearing on police powers and daties 
and generally “line” the men up to duty. 

It may be fifteen days or it may be a month before 
the recruit is trusted with his new uniform, hig club 
and gun, and an independent beat of his own to travel. 
But, in the opinion of the veteran Inspéctor McCann 
at Desplaines street, these are the days and weeks in 
which the police officer is made, or unmade. 

“When you get a man between the ages of 24 and 
34 years,” said the inspector, “who has left some de- 
cent trade to become a policeman and has gone through 
all the stunts required of him before he gets to the 
station as a raw recruit, you can bet he’s willing to 
try if he’s encouraged. 

“I owe more to Lieut. ‘Jim’ Bonfield than any 
other one man,” continued Inspector McCann. “In the 
world’s fair year, when they opened a new Woodlawn 
station, I was one of'200 green ones, and I had a beat 
down there which had Oakwoods cemetery for half 
a mile of its length. That winter there wasn’t a spot 
where I could have warmed myself, and if there had 


been I'd have been afraid to go in to do it. When I- 


got over into Woodlawn, however, Lieut. Bonfield 
‘put me through the paces,’ but he encouraged me in 
every way. And one of the most marked of examples 
of it was on a.certain night when I brought a man 
down with a bullet in his heel.

Which just here suggests the 
mounted policeman of Chicago—one 
of the real finest, seated in cavalry 

style upon the back of a trained horse 
‘worth $3235, and altogether presenting 
that imposing centaur front which had 
marked the force in fourteen other 
cities of the country before Chicago, a 

year ago; came in a slow dfteenth. 
The mounted policeman comes up 
through the same schooling process 
which marks the progress of ‘the patrol- 
man on foot. The post of mounted officer 
is much sought by the patrolman on foot, 
and/in the desk of Capt. C. C. Healey, in charge 
of station in South State street, are 1380 
applications for the preferment, in spite of the 
‘fact that only sixty-seven men are in the 

mounted service at the present time. 

Chief among the qualifications of the 
mounted officer is that he shall know how .to 
ride a horse; that he shall have an exception- 

@iiy level head in the judgment of his supe- 
riors; that he shall have been one year in the 
service, and that he shall not weigh many 
ounces above 170 pounds, gross weight. In 
the opinion of Capt. Healey, the policeman on 
the horse is likely to feel something of the ex- 
liflaration which comes fo the cowboy on the 
bronthd. The man who might be most reason- 
alfie and perquasive ‘and tactful on foot, may 
slip a cog in judgment and sense of proportion 
at the feeling of a good horse under him champ- 

ing at the bit and restive on his feet. 

In embryo, this man for the mounted service first 
takes his lessons in riding at the city stables and horee 
hospital at Warren and Campbell avenues. As a grad- 
uate mounted officer, five hours éonstitute a day’s work; 
in the schooling process he must serve hie first term as 
an “extra,” doing duty for the regulation five hours 
at an unimportant crossing, and thereafter sitting out 
another six hours in reserve at the State street head- 
quarters. 


Work C wverad is Two Shifts. 


There are two shifts on mounted duty, the first re- 
porting at 7:30 o’clock in the morning and going off 
duty at 12:30—the second shift taking the saddle at 
12:30 and remaining in the saddle till 6:30 o’cleck in 
the evening. In the model barn in State street the of- 
ficer reporting for duty finds his horse saddled, bridled, 
and backed into his stall, ready for the bugle call to 
mount. Coming off duty the mounted officer has only 
to loosen the saddle girth, throw it up on the rack be- 
side the stall entrarce, toss the blanket atop of it 

and the hostler does the rest. . 

As for the horse, he is bought on the open mear- 
ket at “the yards.” He must be 6 years old and 
not much older. He must be broken sufficiently to 
saddle, to suffer mounting, and he must be willing 
to stand hitched. For the rest of it, the mounted 
Officer is responsible in the matter of training.

Often he 
is a caller in person upon the occasiona] team owner 
against whose vehicles complaint has been made. And 
when his department is up to the high standard which 
he has set for it he feels that one arrest a month will 
be more than enough to accentuate its efficiency.

$1,000 a year;. as second class patrolman he gets $1,100 
a year, and with the beginning of the fourth year— 
provided he hasn’t been reduced in rank for catse— 
he’s in the first class, with a salary of $1,200.

Every woman is individual and has pecuHar 
charming qualities that are worth studying and por- 
traying. By using this method sitting for a picture 
is a pleasure instead of a trial. The results are there- 
fore artistic and decorative.” 

This is certainly true of Mre. Maxfield Cook, an 
interesting type of blond with light blue eyes and sunny 
yellow hair that falls gracefully on the well shaped 
forehead. This study might be called “The Lady with 


a Wrap.” She appears to be putting on a wrap, when: 


suddenly she becomes absorbed in something else re-’ 
vealed by her expressive eyes. Her countenance is: 
radiant with some absorbing thought, while the wrap. 
remains unfastened. 

Quite as unusual is the portrait of Mrs. B. P. 
Cheney, a lovely brunette with brilliant dark eyes and 
graceful wavy hair. The picture might readily be 
called “A Lovely Summer’s Day.” The costume, a 
straw sun hat and coat buttoned to the throat, by their 
simplicity add to the study. The intelligence of the 
eyes and the contented expression of the mouth show 
something of the inner charms. 

Mrs. Herman Dick, by her classic beauty and simple 
dress suggests some of the pre-Raphaelite studies of 
Hunt and Watts. The dark wavy hair is arranged 
gracefully on the well formed forehead. The head .is 
poised to show the lines of the neck. The plain dark 
waist makes a pleasant contrast with the beautifully 
shaped hand resting there. : 

Mrs. W. A. D. Short is an attractive blond, with 
golden hair and fair blue eyes. The look of content- 
ment in her eyes, the placid expression about her mouth, 
show how much a charming expression counts for béau- 
ty. This study might well be called “A Sunny Day.” 

Among the loveliest of these studies few are 
lovelier than the one of Mrs. Harrington Mann. She is 
a beautiful brunette whose hair and eyes are as dark 
as hercomplexion is fair. The simple white evening 
gown. and the soft shawl laid across her shoulders 
make the rich color and splendid lines of her face more 
unusual. Though the countenance has plenty of charac- 
ter and strength the expression is soft and mild, in- 
dicating a poise and harmony of nature as well as a 
charm of face and figure. 

Surely these photographs by Mr. Hutchinson and 
many other pictures by Chicago camera artists show that 
beauty means as much to the artist photographer as to 
painter and sculptor, rendering his subjects as he does 
from a purely personal point of view.
